The purpose of the Bible Versions Reproduction Series is to 
make rare and out-of-print versions of the Bible readily and inexpensively 
available to scholars, Bible students, and Bible collectors. These 
reproductions are being offered especially to members of the International 
Society of Bible Collectors. 

While still searching for hard-to-find original printings of Bible 
translations, many collectors have indicated what a delight it would be to 
have on their own shelves accurate reproductions of Bible versions 
currently available only in museums, libraries and private collections. 
Now such an opportunity is being offered by a collector who is himself a 
member of our Society. 

It would be rare to imagine a more enthusiastic member of the 
ISBC than my long-time friend Jim Baden. Since joining the Society, he 
has amassed an extraordinary collection. Visiting his library could be a 
temptation to violate the tenth commandment were it not for his great 
generosity and eagerness to share what he has brought together. 

It is essential, of course, that the reproduction process pose no 
threat to the integrity of the volumes being copied—no matter how fragile 
the precious originals may be. Such a method is now available, and Jim is 
demonstrating his confidence in the process by being the first to make 
some of his own prized volumes available. 

Among the first publications in this Series is a reproduction of 
Isaac Leeser’s 1904 The Twenty-four Books of the Holy Scriptures. 
Society members will especially enjoy knowing that the particular volume 
by Leeser was once the personal copy of Arnold Ehlert, the founder and 
first president of the ISBC. “A gift to A. Ὁ. Ehlert from Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, summer 1947” is handwritten on the flyleaf. 

Jim Baden shares the reverence for Scripture that has moved the 
leaders of our Society to give so freely of their time and energy for the 
past thirty-five years. He has profound respect and gratitude for the 
heroes and heroines of Bible translation—from Wycliffe and Tyndale 
down to the present time—who worked so hard, even sometimes at the 
risk of life—to make the Bible so readily available to the world today. 
Like other members of the ISBC, Jim regards the Bible as more than just a 
great book to be collected. To use his own words, he speaks of the 
Scriptures as “God’s method of communicating with his intelligent 
creatures... to be most carefully read and contemplated to discover its 
meaning and value for life in the present and future.” 


What is more helpful in discovering the meaning of Scripture than 
to have readily at hand a good collection of different versions? Some have 
even suggested they would rather have a variety of versions than 
commentaries! As the translators of the 1611 King James Version quote 
Saint Augustine in their memorable preface, “ Variety of Translations is 
profitable for the finding out of the sense of the Scriptures.’ ” “Therefore 
blessed be they,” the preface continues, “and most honoured be their 
name, that break ithe ice, and giveth onset upon that which helpeth forward 
to the saving of souls. Now what can be more available thereto, than to 
deliver God’s book unto God’s people in a tongue which they 
understand?” And speaking of those who have labored to prepare 
translations other than the King James, the 1611 scholars urge “that we 
acknowledge them to have been raised up of God, for the building and 
furnishing of his Church, and that they deserve to be had of us and of 
posterity in everlasting remembrance.” 

It is in this spirit and for this purpose that the Bible Versions 
Reproduction Series has been inaugurated.

Biographical Sketch of William Whiston 


William Whiston is probably best-known for his English translation 
of the Greek classic history of the Jewish people during New Testament 
times, The Works of Flavius Josephus. 

Whiston, (1667-1752), studied under Sir Isaac Newton at 
Cambridge University (England), and eventually became a mathematics 
professor there. In 1693 he was ordained a deacon in the Church of 
England, then chaplain to the bishop of Norwich. About that time he wrote 
his first book, New Theory of the Earth, which had Newton’s approval. 
After leaving Cambridge for a brief period he returned to serve under 
Newton and eventually went on to succeed him in the Chair of 
Mathematics. 

As time went on Whiston began to develop some liberal theological 
speculations. He held that the Apostolic Constitutions were “the most sacred 
of the canonical books of the New Testament.” After developing a number 
of Arian views, and even writing a pamphlet expounding on them in 1798, 
he was banished from Cambridge in 1710 for such unorthodox notions. 

Whiston then became somewhat restless; he wrote, he lectured and 
he even begged for money from friends. In 1711 he published Primitive 
Christianity Revived, which led to his being considered for prosecution by 
the ecclesiastical Convocation (but which was never carried out). 

In 1715 he started his “Society for Promoting Primitive 
Christianity,” specializing in the sale of Arian literature. During the 
remainder of his life Whiston continued expounding in print many strange 
notions on mathematics and theology. 

It was in 1737 that Whiston produced his most enduring work, his 
translation of Josephus’ Life and Works. 

Then, remarkably, when past 78 years old, Whiston published his 
translation of the New Testament (1745), which he titled, The Primitive 
New Testament. (It seems he was very fond of the concept of “primitive”!) 
It followed the Authorized Version quite closely, except in the places where 
the three manuscripts (called the “Western Text”) he considered most 
authentic (or “primitive”) differed. 

The Gospels and Acts portions were translated from the Codex Beza 
(Ὁ), the “most primitive of all” New Testament manuscripts, (with 
“imperfections...supplied from the vulgar Latin”). Whiston held the 
preposterous view that Codex Beza was written “within thirty years of the 
death of John the Apostle,” though most scholars date it no earlier than the 
5th or 6th centuries. Because of his following Beza, Whiston added the 


peculiar gloss found in Luke 6:5, “On the same day seeing one working on 
the sabbath, he said unto him, Man, if thou knowest what thou doest, thou 
art blessed: but if thou dost not know thou are cursed, and art a 
transgressor of the law.” Following his fondness for the Apostolic 
Constitutions, he placed the order of the Gospels as Matthew, John, Luke, 
Mark, claiming this was the original order instituted by the Apostles for 
public reading! He also included the note that Mark was Peter’s son, and 
that he had abridged Matthew’s Gospel! 

Paul’s Epistles were translated from the Codex Claromontanus, 
which Whiston dated about A.D. 300 (though most date it in the 6th 
century). For the remaining “Catholick Epistles” and Revelation Whiston 
followed Codex Alexandrinus. 

In 1747, two years after publishing his New Testament translation, 
when he was past 80 years old, Whiston left the Church of England and 
joined the Baptists. 

Apparently Whiston intended to follow his New Testament with a 
translation of non-canonical Epistles, but this volume was never published. 
Instead, begun when he was 79 years old, he completed his autobiography, 
Memoirs of the Life and Writings of Mr. William Whiston when he was 82, 
in 1749!

36 
And Jofeph, who by the a- 
poles was firnamed Barnabas 
(which is, being interpreted, 
The fon of confolation) of the 
Country. of Cyprus, a Levite, 
37 Having land, fold it, and 
brought the money, and laid it 
at the apoftles feet, 


V. Bat 
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V. But a certain man named 
Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, 
fold a poileffion, 2 And kept 
back part of the price, che wife 
allo being privy ; and brought a 
certain part, and laid i¢ at the 
apoltles feet. 3 But Peter faid 
unto Ananias, Why hath Satan 
filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghoft, and for thee to keep 
back part of the price of the 
land ? 4 While it remained, 
was it not thine own ? and after 
it was fold, was it not in shine 
own power ? why haft thou con- 
ceived to do this wicked thing 
in thine heart ? thou haft not 
lied unto men, but unto God, 

And when Ananias heard thefe 
words, he fell down immediate- 
ly and gave up the ghoft; ard 
great fear came on all them that 
heard it. 6 And the young men 
arofe, wound him up, and carried 
bim out, and buried Sim. 7 And 
it was about the fpace of three 
hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came 
‘in. § But Peter faid unto her, 
{ will afk thee then, whether ye 
fold the land for fo much ὃ And 
he faid, Yes, for fo much. 9 
Then Peter fard unto her, Row 
3 it that ye have agreed together, 
Ὁ tempt the Spirit of the Lord ? 
sehold, the feet of them who 
rave buried thy hufband are at 
he door, and fhall carry thee 
vut. 10 And fhe fell down 
traigheway at his feet, and yield~ 
"ἃ up the ghoft : and the young 
nen came in and found her dead, 
ind carrying Ser forth, when 
he was made ready, buried Ler 
xy her hufband. 11 And great 
ear came upon the whole church, 
nd upon as many as heard thefe 
hings. «2 And by the hands of 
he apoftles were many figns and 
vonders wrought among the peo- 
te ; and they were all with one

accord in the temple, in Solo- 
mon’s cloifier, 12 And of the 
Feft du ft no one join himfelf to 
them ; but the people magnified 
them. 14 And believers were 
the more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both.of men and wo- 
men. 15 Infomuch that they. 
brought forth their ficle into the 
itreets, and laid sbem on beds and: 
couches, that when Peter came, 
the thadow. pafling by, might 
overfhadow fome of them : for. 
they were freed from every infr- 
mity. which evary one had. 16 
There came alfo a multitude ou¢ 
of the cities together round about 
unte Jerufalem, bringing the fick, 
and them who were vexed with 
unclean fpirits : who were all 
healed. 17 Thea the high prieft 
rofe up, and all they that were 
with him, which is the fe& of 
the Sadduceds, and were filled 
with indignation, 18 And laid 
hands on the apoftles, and put 
them in the common prifon. 19 
Then by night the angel of the 
Lord opened the prifon-doors, 
and brought them forth, and faid, 
20 Go, ftand, and {peak in the 
temple, all the words of this 
zt And when they heard 
that, they entered into the tem- 
ple early, and taught. But che 
high prieft arofe in the morning, 
and they that were with him, 
and called the council together, 
and all the fenate of the children 
of Ifrael, and fent to the prifon 
to have them brought. 22 But 
when the officers came, and had 
opened the prifon, and found 
them not within, they returned, 
and told, 23 Saying, The pri- 
fon found we fhut wich all fafety, 
and the keepers ftanding et the 
doors: but when we had opened, 
we found no one within. 24 
Now when the captain of the 
temple, and the chief priefts 

heard 
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heard thele fayings, they doubt- 
ed of them whereunto it would 


row. 25 Then came one and. 


told them, Behold, the men 
whom ye put into prifon, are 
flanding in the temple, and teach- 
ing the people. . 26 Then went 
the captain with the officers, and 
brought them with violence; 
fearing the people, left they fhould 
have been ftoned, 27 And when 
they had brought them, they fet 
them in the council: and the 
Prieft afked them, 28 Saying, 
Did not we ftraily command 
you, that you fhould not teach in 
this name ? Bzhold, ye have 
filled Jerufalem with your do- 
Gtrine, and will bring that man’s 
blood upon us. 29 Tben Peter 
and the apofiles μὰ dated and faid, 
‘We ought to obey God rather 
than men. 30 But Peter faid 
unto them, The God of our 
fathers raifed up Jefus, whom 
ye flew, and hanged on a tree. 
31 Him hath God exalted in 
glory, a Prince and a Saviour, 
to give repentance to-Ifrael, and 
forgivenels of fins in him. 32 
And we are bis witneffes of theie 
things ; and alfo the Holy Ghoft, 
whom God hath given to them 
that obey him. 33 When they 


heard that, they were cut, and |: 


took counfel to flay them. 34 
Then ftood there up one of the 
council, 2 Pharifee, named Ga- 
maliel, a doétor of law, had in 
reputation among al] the people, 
and commanded to put the apo- 
files forth a little while. 35 And 
faid unto the rulers, and the mem- 
bers of the council, Ye men of 
Hfrael, take heed to your felves, 
what ye are about to do’as to 
thefe men. 36 For before thefe 
days rofe up ‘Theudas, boafting 
himfelf to be a great man, and to 
whom 2 number of men, about 


four hundred, joined themfelves ; 


who came to nought of himéfelf, 
and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were fcattcred, and brought: to 
nought. 37 After him rofe up 
Judas of Galilee, in the days of 
the taxing, and drew away much 
people after him : he alfo perifh- 
ed, and as many as ebeyed him, 
were difperfed. 38 And now, 
Brethren, 1 fay unto you, Re- 
frain from thefe men, and let 
them alone, without defiling your 
hands: for if this counfel, or 
this work be of men, it will 
come to nought: 39 But if it 
be of God, ye will not be able 
to overthrow them ; neither you, 
nor kings, nor tyrants. Abjlain 
therefore from thefe men; lef 
haply ye be found to be fighters 
again God. 40 And to him 
they fubmitted : and when they 
had called the apoftles, and bea- 
ten them, they commanded that 
they fhould not fpeak in the 
name of Jefus, and let them go. 
41 The apoitles therefore de- 
parted from the prefence of the 
council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to fuffer fame 
for bis name. 42 And daily in 
the temple, and in every houfe, 
they ceafed not to teach and 
preach the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
ΜΙ, And in thefe days when 
the difciples were multiplied, 
there was a murmuring of the 
Heleniits’ againft the Hebrews, 
becaufe their widows were neg- 
leAled in the daily miniftration, 
io the miniftration of the He- 
brews. 2 Then the twelve call- 
ed the multitude of the difciples 
unto them, and faid unto them, 
Tt is not reafon that we fhould 
leave the word of God, and ferve 
tables, 3 What is it therefore, 
brethren Look ye out from a- 
mong your felves feven men, at- 
tefled to be full of the Spirit, and 
wifdom, whom we may appoint 
440 over 
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over this bufinefs. 4 But we 
will give our felves continually 
to prayer, and to the miniitry 
of the word. 5 And this fay- 
ing pleafed the whole multicude 
of the difciples; and they chofe 
Stephen, a man full of faith, 
and of the Holy Ghoit, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Ni- 
canor, and Timon, and Parme- 


nas, and Nicolas a profelyte of 


Antioch, 6 ‘Theie were ἰδὲ alfo 
before the apoftles: who when 
they had prayed, laid 42 είν 
hands on them. 7 And the 
word of the Lord increafed ; 
and the number of the difciples 
multiplied in Jerufalem greatly; 
and a great company of the 
priefts were obedient to the 
faith. 
grace and power, did great won- 
ders and miracles by the name 
of the Lord Jefus Chrift. 9 
‘Then there arofe certain of the 


fynagogue, which is called of 


the Libertines, and Cyrenians, 
and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia, difputing with Ste- 
phen. troWho could not refit the 
wifdom that was in him, and the 
Holy Spirit by which he fpake, 
becaufe they were reproved by 
him with all boldnefs ; not being 
therefore able to oppofe the 
truth, 311 They fuborned men 
who faid, We have heard him 
fpeak blaf{phemies 2gainft Mofes, 
and God. 12 And they ftirred 
up the people, and the elders, 
and the f{cribes, and came upon 
‘im, and caught him, and 
brought Sim to the council, 13 
And fet up falfe witneffes againit 
him, who faid, This Man 
ceafeth not to {peak words againft 
the holy place, and the law. 14 
For we have heard him-fay, that 
this Jefus of Nazareth will de- 
itroy this place, and will change 
the cuftoms which Mofes delive-

2 And he faid, Men, 
brethren, and fathers ope The 
God of glory appeared unto our 
father Firecn a he was 
in Mefopotamia, before he dwelt 
in Charan, 3. And faid unto 
him, Get thee eut of thy coun- 
try, and thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I fhall thew 
thee. 4 Then. Abraam came 
out of the land of the Chaldeans, 
and dwelt in Charan: and he 
was there; and when his father 
was dead, he removed him into 
‘this land’ wherein ye alfo do now. 
dwell; and our fathers who 
were before us. 5 And he gave 
him no inheritance in it, no not 
to fet his foot on: But he pro- 
mifed that he would give it to 
him for a poffeffion, and to his 
feed after him, when he had no 
child. 6 And God {fpake thus 
to him, that his feed thould fo-. 
journ in a ftrange land, and that. 
they fhould bring them into bon- 
dage, and entreat them evil four 
hundred years. 7 And the na- 
tion to whom they fhall be: in 
bondage, will I judge, {414 
God : and after that hall they 
come forth, and ferve me in this 
place. 8 And he gave him the 
covenant of circumcifion: and 
fo he begat Ifaac, and circum- 
cifed him the eighth day: and 
Ifaac Jacgb, and Jacob the 
twelve patriarchs.

And Mofes was educated in all: 


the Apoftles. 
the wildom of the Egyptians, 
and was mighty in his words and 
in deeds. 23 And when he was 
full forty years old, it came into 
his heart to vifit his brethren the 
children of Ifrael. 24 And 
feeing one of them fuffer wrong 
by one of that country, he de- 
fended dim, and avenged him 
that was oppreffed, and {mote 
the Egyptian, and hid him in 
the fand. 25 For he fuppofed 
his brethren would have under:

for this Mofes, who brought us out 
of the land of Egypt, we know 
not what is become of him. 
4t And they made a calf in 
thofe days, and offered facrifice 
unto the idol, and rejoiced in 
the works of their own hands. 
42 Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worfhip che hoit of 
heaven; as it is written in the 
book of the prophets,O ye houfe 
of Hrael, have ye offered to me 


flain beats, and facrifices, by thé 
fpace of forty years in the wil- 
dernefs? 43 Yea, ye took up 
the tabernacle of Moloch, and 
the ftar of the god Rempham, 
figures which ye made, to wor- 
fhip them: and [ will carry you 
away into the Parts of Babylon.

as he had appointed, {peaking 
unto Mofes, that he Should make 
it according to the fafhion chat 
he had feen. 45 Which alfo 
eur fathers that ¢ame after, 
brought in with Jofhua into the 
poffeffion of the Gentiles, whom 
God drave out before the face of 
your fathers, unto the days of 
David. 46 Who found favour 
before God, and defired to find 
a tabernacle for the houfe of 
Jacob. 47 But Solomon built 
him an houfe. 48 Howbeit. 


‘the moft High dwelletli not in 


places made with hands; as 
faith the prophet, 49 Heaven 
is my throne, and earth my 
footflool: what houfe will ye 
build me? faith the Lord : or of 
what kind is the place of my 
ret? so Hath not my hand 
made all thefe things? 51 Ye 
ΠΗ necked, and uncireumcifed 
in hearts and ears, ye do always 
refift the Holy Ghoft: as did 
alfo your fathers, fo doye. 52 
Which of the prophets have not 
they perfecuted? and they have 
flain thofe who fhewed before of 
the coming of the ἴα] one, of- 
whom ye have been now the 
betrayers and murderers: 53 
Who have received the law by 
the difpofition of angels, and 
have not kept it. 54 When 


‘they had heard him, they were 


cut to the- hearts, and they 
gnathed rheir teeth at him.

But Stephen being fall of the 


Holy Ghoft, locked up ftedfaftly 
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into:heaven, and faw the glory 
of God, and Jefus the Lord 
ftanding on the right hand of 
God, 56 And faid, Behold, I 
fee the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man ftanding on the 
right hand of God. 57 Then 
they cried out with a loud voice, 
and ftopped their ears, and ran 
upon him with one accord, 58 
And caft ies out of the city, and 
ftoned him-: and the witneffes 
Jaid down their clothes at a cer- 
tain young mans feet, called 
Saul.

And at that time there 
‘was ἃ great perfecution and af- 
fision upon the church which 
was at Jerufalem ; and they were 
all {cattered abroad throughout 
the regions of Judea and Sama- 
Kia, except the apoftles, who 
tarried ac Jerufalem. 2 And 
devout men carried Stephen, and 
made great lamentation over him, 
3 And Saul made havock of the 
charch, entring into every houfe, 
and haling men and women, 
committed them’ to prifon, 4 
Therefore they that were {cat- 
tered abroad, went about preach- 
ing the word. 5 And Philip 
came to the city of Samaria, 
and preached Chrift unto them.

10 To whom they all 
gave heed from the leaft to the 
greateit, faying, This man is 
that power of God, which is 
called The Great. τι And to 
him they gave heed, becaufe 
that of long time he had diftra@- 
ed them with magical arts. 12 
But when they believed Philip, 
preaching the things concerning 
the kingdom of God, and the 
name of Jefus Chrift, they were 
baptized both men and women. 
13 Then Simon himfelf alfo be- 
lieved.: and when he was bap- 
tized, be alfo continued with 
Philip, and beholding the mira- 
cles and figns which were done 
he was diitraéted.

And the eunuch anfwered Philip, 
and faid, 1 pray thee,.of whom 
fpeaketh the prophet this? of 
himfelf, or of tome other. 45 


‘Then Philip opened his mouth 


and began at the fame {cripture 
and preached unto him Jefus. 
36 And as they went on the 
way, they came unto ἃ certain 
water ; and the Eunuch faid, See 
water, what doth forbid me to 
be baptized? 37 And Philip 
faid, If thou believeft with all 
thine heart, thou mayft, And he 
anfwered and faid, 1 believe that 
Jefus Chrift is the Son of God.

three days without fight, and 
neither did eat nor drink. 10 
And there was a certain difciple 
at Damafcus, named Ananias; 
and to him faid the Lord ina 
vifion, Ananias, And he faid, 
Behold, I am here, Lord. τὶ 
And the Lord /aid unto him, 
Arife, and go into the ftreet, 
which is called Straight, and 
enquire in the houfe of Judas, 
for one whofe name is Saul, of 
Tarfus: for behold he prayeth. 
12 .And he hath feen a man 
named Ananias, coming in, and 
putting 4s hands on him, that 
he might receive his fight. 13 
Then Ananias anfwered, Lord, 
I have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath 
done to thy faints at Jerufalem : 
14 And here he hath Authority 
from the chief priefts, to bind 
all that call on thy name. 15 
But the Lord faid unto him, 
Go: for he is a chofen veffel 
unto me, to bear my name be- 
fore the Gentiles, and kings, 
and the children of Ifrael, 16 For 
¥ will fhew him how great things 
he muft fuffer for my name’s 
fake. 17 And Ananias went 


away,and entered into the houfe κα 
and putting bis hands on him, 
faid, Brother Saul, the Lord 
hath fent me, jJefus that ap- 
peared unto thee ia the way as 
thou cameft, that thou mighreit 
receive thy fight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghoit, 18 And 
there fell from his eyes as it had 
been fcales; and he received 
fight forthwith, and arofe, and 
was baptized. ig And when he 
had received meat he was 
ftrengthened, Then wa: he 
certain days with the diiciples 
who were at Damafcus. 20 
And ftraightway he preached Jefus 
in the fynagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. 21 But all chat 
heard im were amazed, and 
faid, Is not this he that made 
havock of them who called on 
this name in Jerufalem, and 
came hither for that intent, that 
he might bring them bound 
unto the chief priefts? 22 But 
Saul increafed the more in 
ftrength,and confounded the Jews 
who dwelt at Damafcus, proving 
that this is the Chrift. 23 And 
after many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews took counfel to kill 
him: 24 But their laying await 
was known of Saul: and they 
watched the gates alfo day and 
night to kill him. 25 Then the 
difciples took him by night, and 
let bia down by the wall in a 
basket. 26 And when he was 
come to Jerufalem, he aflayed to 
join himielf to the difciples : but 
they were all afraid of Aine and 
believed not that he was a difci- 
le. 27 But Barnabas took 
hia and brought Sim to the 
apoftles, and declared unto them 
how he had feen the Lord in 
the way, and that he had fpoken 
to him, aud how he had preach- 
ed boldly at Damafcus in the 
name of fefus. 28 And he was 
with 
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with them coming in, and going 
out in ferufalem. 29 And he 
fpake boldly in the name of the 
Lord Jefus, and difputed againit 
the Hellenifts: bat they went 
about to flay him. 30 When 
the brethren knew it, they 
brought him down to Cefarea, 
and fent Aim forth to Tarfus. 
31 Then had the church reft 
throughout all Judea, and Ga- 
lilee, and Samaria, and was 
edified, and wa'king in the fear 
of the Lord, and in the com- 
fort of the Holy Ghoit, was 
multiplied. 32 And it came to 
pais, as Peter paffed throughout 


all guarters, he came down alfo f 


to the faints who dwelt at 
Lydda. 33 And there he found 
a certain man named Eneas, 
who hid lain upon his bed eight 
years, and was fick of the pal- 
fy. 34 And Peter faid unto 
him, Eneas, The Lord Jefus 
Chritt maketh thee whole: arife 
aid make thy bed. And he 
arofe immediately. 35 And all 
that dwelt at Lydda, and Saron, 
faw him, and turned to the 
Lord. 36 Now there was at 
Joppa a certain difciple named 
fabicha, who by interpretation 
4 called Dorcas [a Doe] this 
woman was full of good works, 
and alms deeds which fhe did. 
37 Ard it came to pafs in thofe 
javs, that fhe was fick, and 
lied: whom when they had 
wafhed, they laid in an upper 
‘oom, 38 And forafmach as 
Lydda was nigh to Joppa, and 
he difciples had heard that Peter 
vas there, they fent unto him 
women, defiring bim, Do not 
hon delay to come to us. 3 

Chen Peter arofe, and went wit 

hem. When he was come, 
hey brought him into the upper 
com, and all the widows ftood 
vend about him weeping, and 


fhewing the coats and garments 
which Dorcas made while the 
was with them. 40 But Peter 
put them all forth, and kneeled 
down and prayed, and turning 
to the body, faid, Tabitha, arife. 
And fhe opened her eyes: and 
when fhe faw Peter, fhe fat up. 
41 And he gave her his hand, 
and lift her up; and when he 
had called the faints and widows, 
prefented her alive. 42 And it 
was known throughout all Joppa ; 
and many believed in the Lord: 
43 And it came to pafs, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with 
one Simon a tanner. 

X. There was a certain man 
in Cefarea, named Cornelius, a 


' centurion of the band called the 


' Italian, 2 Devout, and fearing 
᾿ God with all his houfe, giv- 
ing many alms to the people, 
and praying to God alway. 3 
He {aw in a vifion evidently, a- 
: bout the ninth hour of the day, 
-an angel of God coming in to 
him, and faying unto him, Cor- 
-nelins. 4 And ftedfaftly look- 
ing on him, and being much af- 
frighted, he faid, What is it, 
Lord ?. And he faid unto him, 
‘Thy prayers and thine alms are 
come up for-a memorial before 
God. ς And now fend men to 
‘Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whofe firname is Peter: 6 He 
lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, 
whofe houfe is by the fea: he 
fhall teli thee what thon oughteft 
to ie 7 And ee the angel 
who unto him, was - 
ed, 1 catted two of relay se 
hold-fervants, and a devout {ol- 
dier of them that waited on him 
continually : 8 And when he 
had declared all things unto them, 
he fent them to Joppa. 9 On 
the morrow as they went on their 
journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Peter went up to the upper. 
ve 100m 
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yoom to pray,. about the fixth 
hour. 10 And he became very 
hungry, and would have eaten : 
but while they made. ready,. he 
fell into a trance,, 11 And faw 
heaven opened, and a certain vef- 
fel defcending unto him,. as it 
had been a great sheet, knit at 


the four corners, and fet down 


from heaven to the earth: 12 
Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beaits, and creeping things 
of the earth, and fowls of the 
air. 13 And there came a voice 
to him, Rife, Peter ;. kill and 
eat. 14 But Peter faid, By no 
means, Lord ; for I have never 
eaten any thing that is common 
or unclean. τς And the voice 
Speke unto him again the fecond 
time, What God hath cleanfed, 
make not thou common. 16 
‘This was done thrice: and the 
veffe] was received up again into 
Heaven. 17 Now when Peter 
was come to himfelf, he doubted 
what this vifion which he had 


feen fhould mean ; And behold 


the men who were fent from Cor- 
' neéiius, had afked for Simon's 
houfe, and ftcod before the gate, 
18 And called, and afked whe- 
ther Simon who was firnamed 
Peer, ioaged there, 19° While 
cd theught on the vifion, the 
al faid unto him, Behold, men 
eek thee. 20 But arife and get 
thee down, and go with chem, 
doubting nothing: for I have 
fent them, 21 Then Peter went 
down to the men; and faid, Be- 


hold, Iam he whom ye feek : , 


‘What would ye have ? or What 
is: the caufe wherefore ye are 
come ? zz They faid unto him, 
One Cornelius a Centurion, a juit 
man, and one that feareth God, 
and‘of good report among all 
the nation of the Jews, was 
warned from God by an holy 
apgel, to fend for thee to his 


é 


houfe, and to hear words of thee; 
23 Then Peter brought them in, 
and lodged them, and on the 
morrow he rofe up and went out 
with them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 
24 But on the morrow after he 
entered into Cefarea ; and Cor- 
- nelius was waiting for them, and 
had called together his kinfmen 
and ftaid for his near friends. 
25 But as Peter drew nigh to 
Cefarea, one of the fervants ran 
‘before, and told that he was 
come. But Cornelius leaped up, 
and met him: and falling at his 
. feet, worfhipped him. 26 But 
Peter raifed him up, faying, What 
doeft thou ? I alfo am a man as 
thou art, 27 And as he talked 
- with him, he both went in, and 
found many come together. 28 
. And he faid unto them, Ye weil 
or that it is an unlawful thing 
or a man that is a Jew, to join 
himfeif, or come to a man of 
another nation : but God hath 
fhewed me, that I fhould call no 
man common or unclean. 29 
'. Therefore came I without gain- 
faying,.as foon as I was fent for 
by you: I afk therefore for what 
intent ye have fent for me. 30 
And Cornelius faid, Four days 
ago I was fafting until this hour : 
At the ninth hour I was both 
praying in my houfe, and behold, 
‘a man ftood before me in bright 
clothing, 31 And faid, Corne- 
hus, thy prayer 18 heard, and 
thine alms are had in remem- 
brance before God. 32 Send 
therefore to Joppa, and cal! hi- 
ther Simon whofe firname is Pe- 
ter; he lodges in the houfe of 
Simon a tanner, by the {ea ; 
who when he cometh, fhall fpeak 
unto thee. 33 Immediately there- 
fore I fent to thee, befeeching 
thee to come to us, But thou 
haft well done that thou art come 
c= 7 quickly. 
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quickly. Now lo we are all 


here prefent before thee, defiring 
to hear from thee the things thar 


are commanded thee of God. 
34 But Peter opened is mouth, 
and faid, Of a truth I perceive 
that God is no refpecter of per- 
fons: 35 But in every nation, 
he that feareth him, and work. 
eth righteoufnels, is accepted with 
him. 36 For the word which 


God fent unto the children of 


Hfrael, preachin ce by Jefus 
Chrift ake is ete of all. 37 
That you know, which was 
throughout all Judea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptifm 


which Join preached ; 38 Jefas 


of Nazareth; whom God an- 
cinted with the Holy Ghoft, and 
with power : He went about do- 
ing good, and healing all that 
were brought into fubjefion a 
the devil : for God was wi 


him. 39 And we are his wit- 


neffes of all things which he did 
both in the land of the Jews, and 
in Jercfalem ; and they flew diz, 
and hanged dim onatree: 40 
Him God raifed up the third 
day, and granicd him to be made 
manifeft : 41 Not to all the 
people, but to witnefles, chofen 
befcre of God, to us, who did 
eat and drink and converfe with 
him after be arofe fiom the dead 
forty days. 42 And he com- 
manded us to preach unto the 
people, and to teitify that it is 
he who was ordained of God 
the judge of quick and dead. 
43 To him witnefs all the pro- 
phets, that through his name 
whofoever believeth in him, fhall 
receive remiffion of fins. 44 
While Peter yet fpake thefe words, 
the Holy Ghoft fell on all them 
who heard the word. ἧς And 
they of the circumcifion who be- 
lieved, were aftonifhed, as many 
as came with Peter, becaufe that

on the Gentiles alfo was poured 
out the free gift of the Holy 
Ghoft. 46 For they heard them 
{peaking with other tongues, and 
magnifying God. But Peter faid, 
47 Can any one forbid water, 
that thefe fhould not be baptized, 
who have received theHolyG hott, 
as well as we? 48 Then he 
commanded them to be baptized, 
in the name of the Lord Jefus 
Chrift. Then prayed they him 
to tarry with them certain days. 
XI. But ic was heard by the 
Apottles and brethren in Judea, 
that the Gentiles had alfo receiv- 
ed the word of God. 2 Now 
Peter had a defire for a long time 
to go to Jerufalem. And when 
he bad {poken to the brethren, 
and confirmed them, he fpake 
largely, and taught them through | 
the countries ; who alfo came to 
them, and declared co them the 
grace of God. Bat thofe bre-~ 
threx who were of the circum- 
cifion contended with him, 3. 


| Saying, Thou, wentett in τὸ men 
‘uncircumcifed, and didit eat with 


them. 4 But Peter beginning, 
expounded it in order αὐτὸ them, 
faying, 5 I was in the city of 
Joppa, praying; and in a trance 
I faw a‘vjiion, A certain veffel 
defcended, as it had been a great 
fheet, let down fiom heaven by 
four €orners ; and it came even 
tome. 6 Upon the which when 
I ftedfaitly looked, I confidered, 
and faw four-footed beaits of the 
earth, and wild beafts, and creep- 
ing things, and towls of the air. 
7 And I heard a voice faying 
unto me, Arife, Peter; kill and . 
eat. 8 But! faid, By no means, 
Lord : for what is common or. 
anclean hath not at any time en- 
iered into my mouth. g But 
a voice caine co me from heaven, 
What God hath cleanfed, make 
not thou common. 10 And this

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was done three times: and all 
were drawn up again inio heaven. 
at And behold, immediately 
there were three men already 
come unto the houfe where 1 
was, feat from Cefarea unto me. 
12 And the {pirit faid to me, 
go with them. Thefe fix bre- 
thren accompanied me, and we 
entered. into the man’s houfe ; 
13 But he fhewed us how he had 
feen an angel in his houfe, who 
ftood and {aid unto him, Send to 
Joppa, and call for Simon, whofe 
firname is Peter ; 14 Who fhall 
{peak anto thee words, whereby 
thou fhalt be faved, and all thy 
houfe. 15 And as f began to 
‘fpeak to them, the Holy Ghoft 
feil on them, as alfo on us at 
the ‘beginning, 26 And ἢ res 
membred the word of the Lord, 
how he faid, John indeed bapti- 
zed with water ; but ye fhall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghoft. 
27 Forafmuch then as he gave 
them the like free gift az unto us,

eet fi thele things, they held 
their peace, and glo- 


tified God, faying, Then hath 
God alfo to the Gentiles granted 
yepentance umo life. 19 -Now 
they who were feattered abroad 
Spon the perfecution thae arofe 
from Stephen, travelled as far as 
Phenice, and Cypros, and An- 
uoch, preaching the word to 
none but unto the Jews only. 
20 And fome of them were 
men of Cyprus and Cyrene,

great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 22 But 
the report of theie things came 
unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerofalem: and 
they fent forth Barnabas, that 
he fhould go as far as An- 
tiech.. 23 Who when he came 
alfo and had feen the grace of 
God, rejoiced, and exhorted all, 
that with purpofe of hearc they 
would continue with the Lord. 
24 For he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghoit, and 
of faith: and a great multitude 
was added unto the Lord. 25 
But hearing that Saul was at 
Tarfus, he departed, feeking 
for him, 26 And when he had 
found sim, he befought ia to 
come to Antioch ; who when they 
were come, aflembled in the 
Church a whole Year, and 
taught a great multitude. And 
there it was that the difciples in 
Antioch were firft called Chri- 
ftians, 27 And in thefe days 
came prophets from Jerufalem 
unto Antioch, But there was 
great rejoicing. 28 And as we 
‘converfed together, one of them 
named Agabus, fpake, figuifying 
by the fpirit, that there fhould be 
8 gteat famine throughout all the 
world: which alfo came to pafs 
under Claudius. 29 But the 
difciples, every man according 
to their ability, determined to 
fend relief unto the brethren who 
dwelt in Judea. 30 Which alfo 
they did, and fent it to the 
elders by the hand of Barnabas 
and Saul. 

XII. Now at that time He- 
rod the king laid 4is hands to 
affliét certain of the church in 
Judez, 2 And he killed James 
the brother of John with the 
{word. 3 But becaufe he faw this 
attempt of his upon the faithful 
pleaicd the Jews, he proceeded 

. further 
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further, to take Peteralfo: Then 
were the days of unleavened 
bread. 4 When he had appre- 
hended this man, he put him 
into prifon, and delivered him to 
four gquaternions of foldiers to 
keep, intending afier the Paffo- 
ver to bring him forth to the 
eople. ς Peter therefore was 
cept in prifon; but great prayer 
was made with fervency of thé 
church unto God for him. 6 
And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the fame 
night Peter was fleeping betweeh 
two foldiers, bound with two 
chains; Bat the keepers before 
the door kept the prifon, 7 And 
behold, an angel of the Lord 
came upon Peter, and a light 
fhined in the prifon-houfe, and 
he {mote Peter on the fide, and

And his chains fell off 
from his hands. 8 But the angel: 
faid unto him, Gird thy ielf,

when he had deftroyed feven 
: nations 
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nations in the land of Chanagn, 
he divided the land of the 
ftrangers by lot. 20 And he 
gave judges, until four hundred 
and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 21 And afterwards 
they asked a king: and God 
gave unto them Sau! the fon of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, forty years: 22 And 
when he had removed him, he 
raifed up unto them David to 
be their king; to whom alfo 
he teftified and faid, I have 
found David the fon of Jeffe, a 
man after mine own heart, who 
will do all that I will. 23 God 
therefore from his feed hath, 
according to Sis promile, raifed 
unto Ifrael a Saviour, Jfefus: 
z4 When John had firft preach- 
ed before his coming, the bap- 
tiim of repentance to all the 
people of Hfrael. 25 And as 
John fulfilled-his courfe, he faid, 
Whom think ye thatI am?

as it is alfg written in the firit 
pfaim, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I ten thee. Ask 
of me, and I will give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance,and 
the utmoft parts of the earth for 
thy poffefion. 34 And that he 
raifed him up from the dead, no 
more ta return to corruption, he 
faid thus, ‘I will give you the 
{ure mercies of David. ° 35 He 
faith alfo in another p/alm, ‘Thou 
wilt nor faffer thine holy One to 
fee corruption, 36 For David 
after he had ferved his own ge 
neration by the wil! of God, fell 
afleep, and was laid anto his 
fathers, and faw corruption : 
37 Bat he whom God. raifed 
again, faw no corruption. 38 
Bz it known unto you therefore, 
Men, Brethren, that chroagh 
this man is preached unto you 
the forgivenefs' of fins. 39 By 
him therefore every one that 
belicves is jultified before God, 
from all things by repen- 
tance, from'which we could not 
be juitified by che law of Mofes. 
40 Beware therefore, left that 
come, which is fpoken of in the 
prophets. 41 Behold, ye de- 
fpifers, both wonder, and perifh : 
br I work a work in your days, 
which you will in no wife be- 
lieve, though any one declare it 


‘unto you: and they held their 


peace. 42 And when they were 
gue, they 
befought that thefe words might 
be preached to them the πε 


lo

fabbath. 43 Now tvhen the 
congregation was broken up, 
many of the Jews, and religious 
profelytes followed Paal and Bar- 
nabas, who {peaking to them, 
perfuaded them to continue in 
the grace of God. But ic came 
to pais that the word of God 
went through all the city, 
44 And the next fabbath-day 
came almoft the whole city, 
together to hear Paul ; and when 
he had fpoken a great deal about 
the Lord, 45 And when the Jews 
faw the maltiude, they were 
filled with envy, and contra- 


diéted thofe words which were , 


fpoken by Paul, contradiétin 

and blafpheming. 46. But Pa 

and Barnabas waxed bold, -and 
faid unto them, The word of 
God was to be firft fpoken to 
you: but feeing ye put it from 
you, and judge your felves un- 
worthy of eternal life, Jo, we 
turn to the Gentiles, 47 For fo 
hath the Lord commanded us, 
Behold I have fet thee to be a 
light to the Gentiles, that thou 


fhouldeft be for falvation unto the . 


ends of the earth, 48 And 
when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and received the 
word of God: and as many as 
were ordained to eternal life, 
believed. 49 And the word of 


the Lord was publifhed through | 


out all the region, 59 But the 


Jews ftirred up the devout honov- 


»rable women, and the chief men 


of the city, and failed affiiétion . 


and pérfecation againit Paul and 


Barnabas, and expelled them out : 


of their coaits. 51. But they 


fhook off the daft of their feet. 
againit them, and came onto ‘ 
Iconium. 52, And the difciples © 
were filled with joy, and with | 


the Holy Ghoft. 


XIV. And it came-to pafs in 
unto » 


Yconium, that he entr 
em, into the fynagogue of the 


Jews, and fo fpake, that a great 
multitude both of the Jews, and 
alfo of the Greeks, believed. 
2 But the heads of the Jews 
and the rulers of the fynagogue 
brought on a perfecution again 
the righteous, and made the 
minds of the Gentiles evil affected 
againft the brethren: but the 
Lord gave them peace quickly. 
3 Long time therefore abode 
they fpeaking boldly in the 
Lord, who gave teftimeny unto 
the word of his grace, and 
ages figns and wonders to be 
one by their hands. 4 But the 
Multitude ‘of the city was di- 
vided: and fome held with the 
Jews, and others with the apo- 
itles. 5 And when there was an 
affaul¢ made both of the Ger- 
tiles, and of the Jews, wth 
their rulers, to ule then defpite- 
fully, and to ftone them, 6 They 
were ware of it, and fled unto 
Lyftra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 
caonia, and unto the whole re- 
gion that liech round about: 7 
And there they were preaching 
the gofpel. And the whole mu!- 
titade was moved at the doétrine, 
But Paul and Barnabas abode at 
Lyftra. 8 And there fat a cer- 
tain man, impotent in his feet, 
ftom his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked. 9 The fame 
heard Paul {peak ; being in fear : 
‘who ftedfafily beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had faith 
to be healed, 10 Said with a 
loud voice, I fay to thee, in the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chritt, 
Stand up right on thy feet. 4nd 
he prefently {immediately} leap- 
ed and walked. 11 And when 
the multitude faw what Paul had 
done, they lift up their voices, 
faying in the {peech of Lycaonia, 
The gods are come down to us 
in the likenefs of men. 12 Now 
they called Barnabas, Jupiter; 
ana 
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and Paul, Mercury, becaufe he 
was the chief fpeaker. 13 But 
the prieftsof Jupiter who were 
before the city, brought oxen 
and garlands umco the gates, and 
would have done facrifice with 
the multitude. 14 When Bar. 
nabas and Paul heard it, they 
rent their clothes, and ran out 
to the multitude, crying, 15 And 
fpeaking, Sirs, why do ye thefe 
things ? we are men of hke paf- 
fions with you, and preach God 
unto you, that ye fhould tarn 
from chefe vanities unto the living 
God, who made the heaven, and 
the earth, and the fea, and all 
things thatare therein: 16 Who 
in the paft generations fuffered 
ail nations to walk in their own 
ways. 17 Neverthelefs he lef 
not himfelf without witnefs, in 
that he did good, and gave you 
rain from heaven, and fruitful 
feafons, filling your hearts with 
food and gladnefs. 18 And 
iaying thefe things they fcarce 
retrained the multitude from {a- 
crificing tothem: 19 But while 
they flayed and taught, there 
came upon them certain Jews 
from Antioch and Iconium, who 
flirred up the people, and having 
floned Paul, drew 4’ out of the 
city, fuppofing he had been dead, 
20 But as the difciples ftood round 
about him, he role up, and came 
into the οἷν of Lyftra: and the 
next day he departed with Bar- 
rabas to Derbe. 
they preached the golpel to thofe 
inthe city, and bad taught ma- 
ny, they returned again to Lyftra, 
and to Icontum and Antioch, 
22 Confirming the fouls of the 
difciples, avd exhorting them to 
Continue in the faith, and that 
we mult through much tribula- 
tion come into the. kingdom of 
God. 23 And when they had 
ordained them elders in every 


.Gofpel. to them. 


21 But when: 


church, and had prayed with 
fatting, fey commend them 
to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 24 But after they had 
palled throughout Pifidia, cthey 
came to Pamphylia. 25 And 
when they had . preached the 
word in Perga, they went down 
into Attalia, and preached the 
26 And 
thence .Giled to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God, 


- for the worl: which they fulfilled. 


27 Αὐὰ when they were come 
and had gathered the church 


“together, they rehearfed all chat 


God had done to them, with 
their fouls, and that he had 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. 28 And they abode 
no fmall time with the difciples. 

XV. And ‘certain men who. 
came down from Judea, taught 
the brethren, Except ye be cir- 
cumcifed, and walk after. the 
manner of Mofes, ye cannot be 
faved. z But when Paul and 
Barnabas had no {mall diffenfion 
and difpotation with them, Paul 
faid that they fhould abide fo as 
they had believed,’ and faid. it 
with great affurance, But thofe 
that came from Jerufalem charg- 


ed them, Paul and Barnabas and 


certain others, to go up to the 
Apoftles and Elders to Jerufalem 
that a determination might be 
made by them concerning this 
queftion. 3 They then being 
brought on their way by the 
church, they paffed through both 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring 
the converfion of the Gentiles: 
and they caufed great joy unto 
all the brethren. 4 And when 
they were come to Jerufalem, 
they were receivéd honourably of 
the church, and of the apoftles 
and of the elders, and they de- 
clared al! things that Ged had 
. : *. done 
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cone with them. 5 Bur thofe 
that had charged them to go up 
to the elders τοῖς up,faying, T’hat 
certain of the feét of the Phari- 
fees which believed, faid, . They 
oughr to circumciie chem, and to 
command them to keep the law 
of Motes. 6 And the apoftles 
and elders came together to con- 
fider of this matter, 7 And 
“when there had been much dif- 
puting, Peter rofe up by the 
ipirit, and faid unto them, Men, 
Brethren, ye know how that of 
ancient Days, God made choice 
among us, chat the Gentiles by 
my mouth fhould hear the word 
of the gofpel, and believe. ὃ 
But God, who knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witnef:, giving 
unto them the Holy Ghoit, 
even as unto us: g Ard put no 
difference between us and them, 
having purified their hearts by 
faith, 
tempt ye’God, to put a yoke 
mpon the neck of the difciples, 
which neither our fathers nor we 
have been able to bear? 11 


But we believe that throvgh. 


the grace of the Lord  Jeius 
Chriit, we fhall be faved even 
as they, 122 But the Elders 
agreed to what Peter had 
faid, and held their peace: and 
heard Barnabas and Paul, decla- 
ring what figns and wonders 
God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by them. 13 And 
after they had held their peace, 

ames arofe up and faid, Men, 

rethren, hearken tome. 14 
Symeon hath declared how God 
at the firft hath vifited the Gen- 
tiles, to take out of them a peo- 
ple for his name. 15 And to 
this will agree the words of the 
prophets, as it is written, τό 
After thefe things I will return, 
-and will build again the taber- 


nacle of David, which is fallen’ 


10 Now theretore why - 


down: and I will build again, 
the ruins thereof, and I will 
ereét it again. 17 That the re. 
fidue of men might feck out 
God, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, faith 
the Lord, who will do thef 
things. 18 Known unto tie 
Lord ts his work from the begir- 
ning of the world. 19 Where- 
fore my fentence is, -that we 
trouble not them who from a- 
mong the -Gentiles are turned to 
God; 20 But that we fend 
unto them, that they abftaia 
from pollutions of idols, and 
fornication, and blood. And 
what chings they would not hase . 
done to themfelves, do not ye 
to others: 2 For Moles of 
old hath in every city them that 
preach him, being read in the 
fynagogues every fabbath. 22 
Then. pleaied ic the apoftles and 
elders with the whole church, to 
fend chofen men of their own 
company to Antioch, with Pa:! 
-and Barnabas; Judas named ΒΔ. 
rabbas, and Silas, leading men 
among the brethren: 23 And 
wroie a letter containing what 
‘ follows. The apoftles,and eider:, 
and brethren, fend greeting 
unto the brethren of the Gen- 
tiles in Antioch, and Syria, and 
Cilicia. 24 Forafmuch as we 
have heard, that certain which 
went out from us hive. troubled 
you with words, difturbing your 
fouls; to whom we gave no 
commandment: 25 It feemed 
good unto us, being affembiled 
with one accord, to fend cut 
chofen men unto you, with your 
beloved Barnabas and Paul; 26 
Men that have hazarded their 
lives to every temptation, for the 
name of our Lord fefus Chritt. 
27 We have fent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who fhall alfo tell 
ε the fame things by word. 
28 For 
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28 For it feemed good to the. 


Holy Ghoit, and to as, to lay 
upon you no other burden than 
thee neceflary things; 29 That 
ye abftain from meats offered to 
idol:, and from blood, and from 
fornication: And what things 
ye would not have done to your 
felves, not to do to another : from 


which if ye keep your felves ye- 


fhall do wel], as moved by the 
Holy Spirit. Fare ye well. 40 
So when they were difmiffed, 
they came in a few days down to 
Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epiftle. 31 
When they had read it they 
Tejoiced for the confolation. 32 
And Judas and Silas being pro- 
phets alfo themfelves, full of the 
Holy Spirit: comforted tle bre- 
thren with many words, and 
confirmed them, 33 And after 
they had tarried a {pace, they 
were difmified in peace from the 
brethren unto thofe that {ent 
them, 34 But it pleafed Silas 
to abide with them. But Judas 
alone went. 35 Now Paul and 
Barnabas continued in Antioch, 
teaching and preaching the word 
of the Lord, with many others 
alfo. 36 And fome days after 
Paul faid unto Barnabas, Let us 
return and vifit the brethren in 
every city among whem we have 
preached the word of the Lord, 
and fee how they do. 37 But 
Barnabas had a mind to take 
with them John, whoie firname 
was Mark, 38 But Paul was 
not willing, fayirg, he would 
not take him with them, who 
departed from them from Pam- 
phylia, and went not with them 
to the work for Which they were 
fent. 39 But the contention 
was fo fharp, that they departed 
afander one from the other: 
Then Barnabas took Mark, end 


failed to Cypras. 40 And Paul 
took Silas, and departed, being 
recommended by the brethren 
unto the grace of the Lord. 41 
And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches, 
and delivering the commands of 
the elders, 

XVI. But when he had paffed 
over theie nations he came to 
Derbe and Lyiftra: and behold 
a certain difciple was there, 
named Timothy, the fon of a 
woman who was a Jewels, and 
believed ; but his father a Greek : 


. 2 Who was attefled to by the 


brethren that were at Lyftra and 
Iconium. 3 Him would Paul 
have to go forth with him; and 
took and circumcifed him, be- 
caufe of the Jews who were in 
thofe places: for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 4 
And as they went through. the 
cities, they preached and deliver- 
ed to them the Lord Jefus Chrift 
with all boldnefs; and withal 
delivered the commands of the 
apoitles and elders who were at 
Jerufalem. And fo were the 
churches eftablifhed, and in- 
creafed in number daily. 6 
And they paffed throvgh Phry- 
gia, and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy 


. Ghoft to fpeak the word of God 


toany in Afia. 7 But when 
tkey were in Myfia, they defired 
to go to Bithynia: but the Spirie 
of Jefus fuffered them not. 8 
And they paffing through My- 
fia came to 'Troas. g 4nd one 
like a man of Macedonia ap- 
peared to Paul in a vifion in the 
night, ftanding over againft 
him, and prayed, faying, Come 
over into Macedonia, and help 
us. 10 When therefore he was 
rifen he declared tous the vifion, 
and we underflood that the Lerd. 
had called us to preach the gofpel 
x unto 
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unto thofe that were in Mucedo- 
nize, τι Now on the morrow, 
loofing from Troas, we came 
with a ftraizht comfe to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to 
Neapolis; 12 And trom thence 
to Philippi, which is the head of 
Macedonia, a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain 
days. 13 But on the fabbath- 
day we went cut,of the gate by 
the river, where there appeared 
to be an houfe of prayer: and 
we {at down and {pake unto the 
women who came along with 
us. 14 And a certain woman 
named Lydia, a feller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, who 
worfhipped God, heard κε: 
whofe heart the Lord opened, 
that fhe attended unto the things 
which were fpoken by Paul. 
15 And when fhe was baptized, 
and all her houfhold, fhe be- 
fought ws, faying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to God, 
come into my houfe and abide 
there. And the conftrained us. 
16 And it came to pafs, as we 
went to the houle of prayer, a 
cer'iin damiel, poffeffed with a 
fpirit of divination, met us, 
which brought her mafters much 
gain by thus foothisying: 17 
She followed Paul, and us, and 
cried, faying, Thefe are the fer- 
vats of the moft high God, 
who preach unto you the way 
of falvatien. 48 And this did 
fhe many days. But Paul turned 
to the fpirit, and being grieved 
faid, I command thee in the 
name of Jefas Chrift to come out 
of her. And he came out im- 
mediaiely. τὸ But when the 
mafters of the fervant woman 
faw that they were deprived of 
the gains which they had by her, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and 
drew them into the court, unto 
the rulers, 20 And brought 


them to the Captains, faying, 
Thefe men being Jews, do ex- 
ceedingly trouble our city, 21 
And teach cuftoms which are 
not lawful for us to receive, nei- 
ther to do, being Romans. 22 
Anda great multitude rofe up 
together againit them, crying 
out. Then the captains rent off 
their clothes, and commanded to 
beat them. 23 And when they 
had laid many itripes upon them, 
they cait hem into prifon, charg- 
ing the jaylor to have them kept 
fafely. 24 Who receiving fuch 
acharge, thruft them imo the 
inner prifon, and made their feet 
faftin the flocks. 25 And at 
the middle of the night Paul 
and Silas prayed, and fang 
praifes unto God : and the prifo- 
ners heard them. 26 And fud- 
denly there was a great earth- 
quake, fo that the foundations of 


“the prifon were fhaken: But im- 


mediately all the doors opened, 
and every one’s bands were loof- 
ed. 27 And the keeper of the 
prifon awaking out of his fleep, 
and feeing the prifon-doors open, 
he crew out his fword, and 
would have killed himfelf, fup- 
pofing that the prifoners had been 
fled. 28 Bue Paul cried with a 
loud voice, faying, Do thy felf 
no harm; for we are all here. 
29 Then he called for a lighr, 
and leaped in, and trembling, 
fell down at the feet of Paul and 
Silas; 30 And brought them 
out, and fecuring the reft, he 
faid, Sirs, what muit I co to be 
faved? 31 And they faid, Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
and thou fhalt be faved, and thy 
houfe. 32 And they fpake unto 
him the word of the Lord, with 
all that were ia his houfe. 33 
And he took them the fame hour 


οὔ the night, and wafhed their 


ftripes; and was baptized, he 
and 
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and all his, flraightway. 34 And 
when he had moreover brought 
them, into his houie, and fe: 
meat before them, he rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his 
houfe, 35 And when it was 
cay, the captains came together 
into the court, aad remembring 
the earthquake tliat had happen- 
ed, they were afraid, and they 
fene the fergeants, who ‘aid, Let 
thofe men go, whom thou re- 
ceivedft yefterday. 36 And the 
keeper of the prifcn came in and 
told thefe words to Paul, The 
magiftrates have fent to let you 
go: mow therefore depart, and 
go. 37 But Paul faid unto them, 
‘They have beaten us openly, 
who are guiltlefs, and uncon- 
demned, and are Romans, and 
they have caft us into prifon; 
and now do they thruit us out 
privily ? nay verily ; but let 
them come themfelves and fetch 
us out. 38 And the fergeants 
told thefe words un:o the cap- 
tains : But when they heard that 
they were Romans, they were 
afraid. 39 And when they were 
come with many of their friends 
to the prifon, they befought chem 
to go out, faying, We were un- 
acquainted with your aff:irs, that 
you are juft men, And leading 
them out, they befought them, 
faying, Depart from this city, 
Jeft they again make an infur- 
re€tion upon you, and grow bit- 
ter againft you. 40 bue they 
went out of the prifon, and came 
to Lydia; and when they had 
feen the brethren, they declared 
to them how many things the 
Lord had done to them: and 
when they had exhorted them, 
they went cut. 

XVII. Now when they had 
pafled through Amphipolis, they 
came to Apollonia, and thence to 
Theffalonica, where was a fyna- 


gogue of the Jews. 2 And Paul, 
as his manner was, went in unto 
them, and three fabbaths reafoned 
with them out of the fcriptures, 
3 Opening and alledging, that 
Chrift mutt needs have fuffered, 
and rifen again from the dead : 
and that this:-Jefus whom L-preach 
unto you is Chrik. 4 And fome 
of chem believed, and conforted 
with Paul and Silas on account of 
their doétrine: and of the devout 
Grecks a great multitude, and 
the chief women not afew. 5 
But the Jews who believed not, 
moved with envy, gathered to- 
gether wicked fellows of the ba- 
fer fort, and getting che multi- 
tude together, they fet the city 
on an uprore, and affaulted the 
houfe of Jafon, and fought to 
brig them out to the people. 6 
And when . they found them not, 
they drew Ja‘fon, and certain 
brethren, mato the rulers of the 
city, crying and feying, Thefe 
that have fubverted the world, 
are come hither alfo; 7 Whom 
Jafon hath received : and thefe 
ali _do. contrary to the decrees of 
Cefar, faying, That there is an- 
other king, Jefus. 8 And they 


troubled the multitude, and the 


ralers of the city, when they 
heard thefe things. g And when 
they had taken iecurity of Jafon, 
and of the others, they di!miffed 
them, 10 And the brethren im- 
mediately func away Paul and Si- 
las by πῇς to Berea: who com- 


ing, went away unto the fyna- 


gogue of the Jews. 11 Thele 
were more generous than thofe 
in Theffalonica, in thet they + 
received the word with all readi- 
nefs of mind, and fearched the 
fcriptures daily, whether thofe 
things were fo. 12 Therefore 
fome of them believed : but {cme 
did not believe : alfo of the He- 
lenitt women, and of thofe that 

2 were 
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believed - among the which was 
Diony fius a certain Areopagite, of 
good qualny ; and others with 
them. 

XVIII. But he departed from 
Athens, and came to Corinth 3 
2 And found a certain Jew na- 
med Aquila, born in Pontus, 
lacely coine from [taly, and his 
wife Prifciila, becaufe that Clau- 
dius had commanded all Jews to 
depart from Rome, who alfo 
dwelt in Achaia, and Paul came 
unto him, 3 And becaufe he 
wa. αἱ the fame craft, he abode 
with them, and wrought. 4 
But entering into the {ynagogue 
every {xbbath, he reafoned ; and 
propofing the name of the Lord 
Jefus, he perfuaded not only the 
fews, but the Grecks alfo. 5 
And when Silas and Timothy 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was prefled by the word, and 
teltified to the Jews, that Jefus 
was the Lord. 6 But when there 
had been much difcourfe, and the 
fcriptures had been interpreted, 
and when they oppofed them- 
felves, and blafphemed, Paul 
fhook δὶς raiment, and faid unto 
them, Your blood ἦς upon your 
head ; I am clean: I go to the 
Gentiles. 7 And he departed 
from Aquila, aud entered into a 
certain man’s houfe named Juftus, 
one that worfhipped God, whofe 
houfe joined hard to the fyna- 
gogue. 8. And Crifpus the chief 
ruler of the fynagogue, believed 
on the Lord with ail his hoafe : 
and many of the Corinthians 
hearing, believed, and were bap- - 
tized ; believing on God, through 
the name of our Lord Jefus 
(μη, g And the Lord {pake 
to Paul in the night by a vifion, 
Be not afraid, but fpeak, and 
hold not thy peace: 10 Forl 
am with thee, and no man fhall 
κα om thee, τὸ hyre thee: for I 


have much. people in this city. 
11 And he continied in Corinth 
a year and fix mon:hs, teaching 
them the word of God. 12 
But when Gallio was proconful 
of Achaia, the Jews combined 
unanimoufly againft Pacl, and 
talking together among them- 
felves concerning Paul, and lay- 
ing hands upon him, they brought 
him to the judgment-feat, 13 
Crying out againft him and fay- 
ing, The fellow perfuadeth men 
to worfhip God contrary to the 
Jaw. 14 And wheu Paul was now 
about to open his mouth, Gallio 
faid unto the Jews, If it were a 
matter of injultice or grofs wick 
edneia, O ye men and Jews, I 
fhould with reafon bear with you : 
15 But if ye have queftions of a 
word, and names, and of your 
law, look. ye ; I will be no judge 
of fuch matters, 16 And he 
drave them from the judgment- 
feat. 17 Then all the Greeks 
took Softhenes, the chief ruler of 
the fynagogue, and beat him be- 
fore the judgment-feat, 18 And 
Paul tarried yet a good while, 
and then took his leave of the 
brethren, and failed thence into 
Syria, and with him Prifcilla 
and Aquila: having thorn dis 
head in Cenchrea : for he had a 
vow. 19 But when he was come 
to Ephefus, and left them there, 
on the next fabbath he himfeif 
entered into the fynagogue, and 
reafoned with the Jews. 20 And 
when they defired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he con- 
fented not: 21 Bidding them 
farewel, and faying, I muft by 
all means keep this feaft-day 
that is coming, at Jerufalem. 
I will retum unto you, if God 
will, and he. failed from E- 
hefus, 22 And when he had 

anded at Cefarea, and gone up 
and faluted the church, be ὄφρα 
' ᾿ wn 
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down to Antioch. 23 And after 
he had {pent fome time, he de- 
parted, and went over all the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia 
in order, and ftrengthning all the 
difciples. 24 And a certain Jew 
named Apollos, born at Alexan- 
dria, an eloquent man, mighty 
in the feriptures, came to Ephe- 
fos, 2z5 Who was inftrudted is 
his own country in the word of 
the Lord ; and being fervent in 
the {pirit, he fpake and taught 
diligently the things of Jefus, 
knowing only the baptifm of 
John. . 26.He began to {peak 
boldly in the fynagogue. Whom 
when Aquila and Prifcilla had 
heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him ¢bis way 
more perfe@tly. 27 But certain 
Corinthians who lived at Ephe- 
fus, and-heard him, defired him 
to pais over with them to their 
native country; but when he 
had given his confent, the Ephe- 
fians wrote to the difciples at 
Corinth, that they fhould receive 
the man : who when he fojourned 
. in Achaia helped them much in 
the churches through grace. 28 
For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and shat publickly dif- 
courfing, and fhewing by the 
Scriptures, that Jefus is the Chrift. 

XIX, But when Paul was de- 
firous, according to his own will, 
‘to go to Jerufalem, the. {pirit 
faid to him that he fhould. return 
into Afia: but pane 
through the upper parts he comes 
to Ephefus: and finding certain 
difcipies, 2 He {aid unto them, 
Have γε. received the Holy 
Ghof fince ye believed? And 
they faid, We have. not fo mach 
as heard whether apy do receive 
the Holy Ghoft. 3 Bux he faid 
unto them, Unto what then 
were ye baptized? And they 
faid, Unto Johns baptifm. 4 


Then faid Paul, John baptized 
with the baptifm of repentance, 
faying unto the people, That 
they thould believe on him who 
fhould come after him, chat is, 
on Chrift. 5 When they heard 
this, they were baptized unto the 
name of the Lord [εἰς Chrift, 
for the remiffion of fins, 6 And 
when Paul had laid 4is hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghoft 
prefently tell on them; and they 
a with tongues, and prophe- 
sed. 7 And all the men were 
about twelve. 8 Bur Paul en- 
tered into the fynagogue with 
great power, and {pale boldly 
for the {pace of three months, 
difputing and perfuading what 
concerned the kingdom of God. 
9 But then divers of them were 
hardned, and believed not, and 
fpake evil of the way before the 
multitude of the Gentiles. Then 
Paul departed from them, and 
feparated the difciples, difputing 
daily in the f{chool of one Ty- 
ranis, from the fifth hour to the 
tenth. 10 And chis was for two 
years ; Ard all they which dwelt 
in Afia, heard the words of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks. 
it But God wrought no {mall 
miracles by the hands of Paul: 
12 So tbat from his body were 
carried unto the fick, handker- 
chiefs or aprons alfo, and the 
difeafes departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out. 13 
Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcifls, took upon them 
to call over them who had evil 
{pirits, the name of the Lord 
Jefus, faying, 1 adjure you by 
Jefus whom Paul preacheth. 14 
Among whom were alfo the 
fons of Sceva a Prieft, who would 
do the fame, having the cuflom 
to exorcife fuch perfons. And 
when they had entred in to the 
Demoniack,they began to cali on 

that 
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molt throughout all Afia alfo, 
thisPaulthen perfuaded and turned 
away agreat multitude, faying, 
that chefe are no gods who are 
made with hands: 27 So that 
not only this part of our tradeis in 
danger to be under reproach, but 
alfo that che temple of the great 
goddefs Diana fhould be fet at 
nought, and deftroyed, whom 
all Afia, and the world worthip- 
peth. 28 And when they heard 
thefe things they were full of 
wrath, and rorning into the.read, 
.they cryed out, faying, Great is 
Diana of the Ephehans. 29 
And the whole city was filled 
with confufion: and having 
caught Gaius and Ariftarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul's com- 
panions in travel, they rufhed 
with one accord into the cheatre. 
30 And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the 
difciples hindered him. 31 And - 
certain of the Afiarchs, who 
were his friends, fent unto him, 
and befought Sim that he would 
not adventure himfelf into the 
theatre, 32. Some therefore 
cried one thing, and fome ano- 
ther: for the affembly was con- 
fufed; and the greater part 
knew not wherefore they were 
come together. 33 And they 
drew Alexander out of the mul. 
titude, the Jews putting him 
‘forward. Alexander therefore 
beckned with the hand, and 
would have made his defence un- 
to the people. 34 But when 
they knew that he was a Jew, 
with one voice of them all about 
the fpace of two hours, they 
cried out, Great és Diana of the 
Ephefians. 35 And when thetown- 
clerk had appeafed the multitude 
he faid, Ye men of Ephefus, what 
man is there that knoweth not 
how that our city is a keeper of 
the temple of the great age 
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that name, faying, We charge. 
thee by Jefus whom  Payl 
preacheth, to go out. τς Bat 
the evil {pirit anfwered and {gid 
to them, Jefus I know, and 
Paul! [ know, but who are ye? 
16 And the man in whom the 
evil fpirit was, leapt on them, 
overcame them, and prevailed 
againit them both; fo that they © 
fied out of that houfe naked and 
wounded, 17 And this was 
known toall the Jews and Greeks 
dwelling at Ephefus; and fear 
fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord fefus was magrified, 
18 But many that believed came, 
and confefled, and told cheir 
dseds. 19 Many alfo of them 
who ufed curious arts, brought 
their books alfo together, and 
burned them before all: and 
they counted the price of them, 
and found it fifty thoufand pieces 
of filver, 20 So mightily grew 
the word of God, and prevailed, 
and the faith of God increafed 
and multiplied. 21 Then Paul 
purpofed in the {pirit, to pafs 
through Macedonia and Achaia, 
and to goto Jerufalem, faying, 
After I have been there, 1 muft 
alfo fee Rome. 22 And he fent 
into Macedonia two of them that 
miniftred uato him, ‘Timothy 
and to Eraftus; and he himéelf 
flayed in Afia a little feafon. 23 
And the fame time there was-no 
{mall ftir about that way. 24 
For there was a certain man na- 
m:d Demetrius, a filverfmith, 
which made filver fhrines for 
Diana, who brovght no fmall 
gain unto the craftfmen. 25 He 
having called shea: together, with 
the workmen of like occupation, 
faid unto them, Men and fellow 
crafifmen, ye know that by this 
art we have our livelyhood, 26 
Ye both hear and fee, that not 
alone as far as Ephefus, but al- 
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and of that which fell dow:i 
from Jupiser? 36 Seeing then 
that thele things cannot be de- 
nied, ye ought to be quiet, and 
todo nothing rafhly. 37 For 
ye have brought hither theie 
men, who are neither robbers of 
temples, nor yet blafphemers of 
our goddefs, 38 Wherefore if 
this Demetrius and the craftfmen 
who are with him havea mat- 
ter againft them, the courts are 
held, and there are pleadess, let 
them be accufers of one another. 
39 But if ye enquire any thing 
concerning other matters, it fhall 
be determined by the law of the 
aflembly. 40 For we are in 
' danger to bz accufed this day for 
an uprore, there being no caufe 
whereby we may give an account 
of this concourfe. 41 And 
avhen he had thus {poken, he 
difmiffed the affembly. 
XX. And after the tumult 
was ceafed, Pant called unto him 
_ the difciples, and exhorted shem 
in many words, and took his 
leave of them, and depasted for 
Macedoniz. 2 And when he 
had gone over all thofe parts, 
and had given them much ex- 
hortation he came into Greece. 
And abode three months: 
and when the Jews laid wait for 
him, he was defirous to fail into 
Syria, but the Spirit faid to him 


that he fhould return through | 


Macedonia. 4 And when he 


was’ about to go forth, Sopater . 


of Berea ;. and of the Theflalo- 
nians, Ariftarchus and Secundns, 
and Gains; Of Derbe, Timo- 
thy ; and of the Ephefians Euty- 
chus and Trophimus accompa- 
nied him as far δὲ Afla, ς But 
thefe going before, tarried for 
him at Troas. 6 And we failed 
away from Philippi, after che 
days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas, in 
five days, wherein we abode {e- 


ver. days. 7 But upon the frit 
day of the week, when we the 
diiciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, 
réady to depart on the morrow, 
and continued his fpeech until 
midnight: 8 And there were 
many lamps in the upper cham- 
ber where we were pathered to- 
gether. g And there fat in the 
window a certain young man 
named Eutychus, being fallen 
into a deep ficep: and as Paul 
was long preaching, he junk 
down with fleep, and fell down 
from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. τὸ And Paul 
went down, and fell on him, and 
embraced dim, and faid, Be no: 
troubled, for his life isin him. 
τι And when he being come up 
again, and having broken bread, 
and eaten, and talked a long 
while, even till break of day, fo 
he departed, 12 And when 
they had faluted him, they 
brought the young man alive, 
and they were not a little com- 
forted. 13 And we went down 
to the fhip, and failed unto Affos, 
thence intending to take in Paul, 
for fo had he appointed, as being 
himfelf to go afoot. 14 And 
when he met us at Aflos, we 
took him in, and came to Mity- 
lene. 15 And we failed thence, 
and came the next day over a- 
gainft Chios; and the next day 
we arrived at Samos, and tarri- 
ed at Trogyllia; and the next 
day we came to Miletus. 16 
For Paul had determined to fail 
by Ephetus, left fomewhar fhould 
detain him in Afia: for he haited 
to be at Jerufalem againft the 
day of Pentecoft. 17 And 
from Miletus he fent to Ephefus, 
for the elders af the church. 13 
And as they were with him, he 
faid unto them, Ye know, Bre- 
thren, from the firit day that I 

came 
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came into Afia, after what man- 
ner I was always with you for 
three years, or even more. 19 
Serving the Lord witn all hu- 
mility of mind, and with tears, 
and temptavions which befel me 
by the lymg in wait of che Jews: 
20 How I kept back nothing that 
was profitabie, bu: have thewed 
you, and have taught from houfe 
to houie publickly, 21 Teftifying 
both to the fews, aid alfo to the 
Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and the faith which is by our Lord 
Jefus Chrrift. 22 And now, be- 
hold, 1 go bound in the ipirit unto 
Jerulalem, not knowing the 
things that fhall betal me there ; 
23 Save thatthe Holy Ghoft wit- 
neffeth to me in every city, faying, 
that bonds and zffli@ions abide 
me at Jerulalem. 24 Bat this I do ἡ 
not value, neither count I my life 
dear unto my felf, fothat I may 
finith my courfe, and the miniftry 
of the word, which word I have 
received of the Lord Jefus, to 
teftify co Jews and Gentiles the 
golpel of the grace of God. 25 
And now, benoid, [ know that 
yeall,among whom I have gcne 
preaching the kingdom of Jefus, 
shall fee my face no more. 26 
Wherefore I call you to witnefs 
this day, that 1 am pure from 
the blood of all of you: 27 
For I have not fhunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counfel of 
God. 28 Take heed unto your 
telves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghoit hath 
mad? you ‘overfeers, to feed the 
church of the Lord, which he 
hath purchaied with his own 
blood. 29 | know that after 
my departing, grievous wolves 
will enter im antong you, not 
fparing the flock. 20 Alfo of 
your own felves will men arife, 
fpeaking perverte things, to turn 
away the difciples after them. . 


gt Therefore watch, and re- 
member thst for three years 
night and day I ceafed not to 
warn every one of you with 
tears, 32 And now, I com- 
mend you to the Lord, and to 
the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and-to 
give you an inheritance among 
all them who are fanctified. 33 
I have coveted the filver, and 
gold, or apparel of none of 
you, 34 You your felves know, 
that my hands have miniftred 
unto my neceffities, and to all 
them that were with me. 35 FE 
have fhewed you every thing, 
that fo labouring ye ought to 
fapport the weak; and to re- 
member the words of the Lord 
Jefus, that he faid, ‘Iris more 
bleffed to give than to receive. 
36 And when he had thus 
fpoken, he kneeled down, and 
prayed with them all. 37 And 
they all wept fore, and fell on 
Paul’s neck, and kiffed him, 
38 Sorrowing moft of all for 
the word which he fpake, shat 
they fhould fee his face no more. 
And they accompanied him unto 
the hip. fos 
XX. And it came to pafs, 
that after we were parted from 
them, and had lanched, we 
came with a ftraight tourfe unto 
Coos, and the day following un- 
to Rhodes, and ‘from thence 
unto Patara, and Myra. 2 
And finding a hip failing over 
unto Phenicia, we went aboard, 
and fet forth. 3 Now when we 
had difcovered Cypras, leaving 
iton the left hand, we failed into 
Syria, and came down to Tyre: 
for there the fhip’ was to uulade 
her burden. 4 And finding dif- 
ciples, we tarried with them 
feven days: who faid to Paul by 
the Spirit, that he fhould not go 
up to Jerufalem. ‘5 And when 
Y we 
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we had accomplithed thofe days, 
we departed, and the next day 
we went out and walked our 
way, and they all brought us on 
our journey, with wives and 
children, ti:l ave qvere out of the 
city! and we kneeled down on 
the fhore; and prayed. 6 And 
when we had taken our leave 
one of another, they returned 
home again. 7 And when we 
had ‘finifhed eur courfe from 
Tyre, we went down to Ptole- 
mais, and faluted the brethren; 
and abode with them one day. 
8 And the next day we departed, 
and came unto Colnreay and we 
estered inta the houfe of Philip 
the evangelift, who was of the 
feven, gpd ‘abode with him. 
And he:had four daughters, vir- 
gins, who did prophefy. τό 
And as we tarried many days, 
there came down from Judea a 
éertain prophet, named Agabus. 
11 And-shen he was come unto 
us, he took Paul's girdle, and 
bound his own ‘feet and hahds, 
and.faid, Thys faith the Holy 
Ghoft, So fhall the Jews in Je- 
tufalem bind the man that 
owneth this girdle, and fhall de- 
liver Lim into. the hands of the 
Geatiles., 72° And when ‘ we 
heard thefe things, we and they 
of that place, beforght Paul not 
to go np to Jerufalem, 13 Then 
Paul faid unto us, What mean 
eto weep, and to diflurb mine 
Meat? for 1 am rot only wil- 
ling to be boynd, but alfo am 
ready tq die at Jerufalem for the 
name of. the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
‘14 And’ when he would not be 
perfuaded, we ceafed, faying 
one to another, The will of God 
be done. τς And after certain 


days, we took our leaves, and . 
went up to: ferufalem. 16 Rut - 


there went with us alfo certain of 
the difciples of Cefarea. But thefe 


brought us to an old difciple, And 
when we were come to a cer- 
tain village, we were with one 
Nafon ot Cyprus an old difciple, 
with whom we fhould lodge, 
And going out thence, 17 We 
came co Jerufalem, But the bre- 
thren received us gladly. 18 
And the day following Paul 
went in with us unto James; and 
all the elders were with him. 19 
And when he had faluted shem, 
he declared particularly how 
God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by his minifiry. 20 
And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, faying, Thou 
feeft, brother, how many ten- 
thoufands in Judea there are who 
have believed, and they are all 
zealots of the Jaw. 21: And 
they are informed of thee, that 
thou teacheit the Jews who are 
among the Gentiles, to forfake 
Moles, not to cireumcife sheir 
children, neither to walk after 
the cufloms. 22 What is it 
therefore? the multitude mutt 
needs come together: for they 
will hear that thou-art come. 
23 Do therefore this that we 
fay to thee: we have four men 
which have a vow on them; 24 
Them take, and be purified thy 
felf with them, and be at 
charges with them, that they 
may fhave ¢heir heads: and all 
will know that thofe things 
whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are nothing, but 
thou thy felf alfo walkeft order- 
ly, and keepeft the law. 23 
As touching tie Gentiles which 
have believed, they have nothing 
to fay to thee, for we have written 
and determined, that they ob- 
ferve no fuch thing, fave enly, 
that they keep themfelves from 
what is effered to idols, and 
from blood, and from fornica- 
ton. 26 Then Pau] took the 

mnen, 
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men, and the next day purify- 
ing himfelf with them, entered 
“jnto the temple, to fignify the 
days in which the purification 
would be accomplifhed, that an 
offering might be offered for 
every one of them.

and when they faw the chief

beating of Paul, 33 Then 
the chief captain came near and 
took him, and commanded Jim 
to be bound with two chains; 
and demanded, who he was, 
and what he had done. 34 And 
fome cried one thing, fome 
another among the multitude: 
and when he could not know 
the certainty for the tumult, - he 


commanded him ta be carried | 


inva the caftle. 35 And wh7a 


he was upon the ftairs, fo it was 
that Paut was born of the fol- 
diers, for the violence of the 
multitude. 36 For the muki- 
tude followed after, crying our, 
that he fhould be flain. 37 And 
as he was to be led into the 
caftle, he anfwered and faid un- 
to the chief captain, May I 
‘fpeak unto thee? Who faid, 
-Canft thou fpeak Greek? 38 
Art not thou -that Egyptian 
which before thefe days madejt 
an uprore, and Jeddeft out into 
the wildernefs four thoufand men 
that were murderers? 39 But 
Paul faid, Iam aman who am 
a Jew, but born at Tarfus; and 
I befeech thee, fuffer me to 
{peak unto the people. 40 And 
when the chief captain had 
given him licence, Pau! ftood 
on the ftairs, and beckned with 
the hand unto them: and when 
there was made a great filence, 
he fpake unto them in the He- 
brew tongue, faying, 

XXII. Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hear ye the defence 
_which I make now unto you, 
2 And when they heard that 
he {pake in the Hebrew tongue 
they were filent; and he faith, 
εἰ, ama man who am a Jew, 

rh in Tarfus, of Cilicia, but 
brought up in this city, at the 
feet of Gamaliel, taught accord- 
ing to the perfect manner of the 
law of the fathers, being zea-~ 
lous towards God, as ye all are 
thisday. 4 And I perfecuted 
this way unto death, binding 
and delivering unto prifon both 
men and women. ς As alfo 
the high prieft will bear me 
witnels, wee all the Presbytery ; 
from whom I received letters 
unto the brethren, and went 
to Damafcus, to bring them 
who were there bound unto

5 Now 
Paul faid, I knew nor, brethren, 
that he was the high prieft: For

6 But when Paul per- 
ceived that the one part were 
Sadducees, and the other Phari- 


fees, he cried out in the council, _ 


Men, brethren, I am a Pharifee, 
the fon of the Pharifees: of the 
hope and refurredction of the dead, 
Tam called in queftion. 7 And 
when he had fo faid, there arofe 
a diffenfion between the Pharifees 
and the Sadducees : and the mul- 
titcude was diffolved. 8 For the 
Saiducees fay that there is no 
relurrection, neither angel, nor 
fpirit ; but the Pharifees confefs 
both. g And there arofe a great 
cry : and fome of the Pharifees 
arofe, and ftrove, faying, .We 
fad no evilin thisman: What 
if a fpirie or an angel hath fpo- 
ken to him? 10 And when 
there arofe a preat diffenfion, the 
chief captain fearing left Paul 
fhould have been pulled in pieces 
of them, commanded the foldiers 
to go down, and take him by 


force from among them, and to 


lead him away into the caftle. 


1t And the night following, the 
Lord fiood by him, and faid, Be 
of good cheer, Paul ; for as thou 
haft teftiied of me in Jeruialem, 
fo muft thou bear witnefs alfo ac 
Rome. 12 And when it was 
day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and bound rhemfelves 
under an anathema, faying, that 
they would neither eat nor drink 
till they had killed Paul. 13 
And they were more than forty 
who had made this confederacy. 
34 And they came to the chief 
poets and elders, and faid, We 
ave bound our felves under a 
great anathema, that we will eat 
nothing until we have flain Paul. 
15 Now therefore ye with the 
council, fignify to the chief cap- 
tain, that he bring him down 
unto yon, as though ye would 
enquire fomething more perfectly 
concerning him : and we, or 
ever he come near, are ready to 
kill him, 16 And when Paul's 
fifter’s fon heard of their lying 
in wait, he went and entered in- 
to the caftle, and told Pau!. 17 
Then Paul called one of the 
centurions unto him, and faid, . 
Bring this young man unto the 
chief captain ; for he hath a cer- 
tain thing to tell him. 18 So 
he took him, and brought him 
to the chief captain, and faid, 
Paul the prifoner prayed me to 
bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath fomething to fay unto 
thee. 19 Then the chief cap- 
tain took him by the hand, and 
went afide privately, and atked 
him, What is that thou hait to 
tell me? 20 And he faid, The 
Jews have agreed to defire thee, 
that thou wouldeft bring down 
Paul tomorrow into the council, 
as though they would enquire 
fomewhat of him more perfectly. 
21 But do not thou yield unto 
them : for there lic in wait for 
him 
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him of them more than forty mea, 
who have bound themfelves wich 
an anathema, that they will nei- 
ther eat nor drink till they have 
killed him: and now are they 
ready, looking for a promile from 
thee. 22 So thechief captain let 
the young man depart, and charg- 
ed fim, Tell no man, that thou 
haf thewed thefe things to me. 
23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, faying, Make ready 
two hundred foldiers ta go to 
Cefarea, and horfemen three- 
{core and ten, and fpearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of 
the night. 24 And provide 
beafts, that they may fet Paul 
on, and bring 47a fafe ynto Fe- 
lix the governor. For he was 
afraid leit the Jews fhould feize 
on him, and kill him; and he 
fhould afterward bear the re- 


proach, as if he would have ta- | 


ken money. 25 And he wrote 
a letter, containing what fol- 
Jows. 26 Claudius Lyfias, un- 
to the mott excellent governor 
Felix, eee 27 This man 
was taken of the Jews, and 
fhould have been killed of them } 
then came J with an army, and 
tefcued Aim, having pnderftood 
that he was a Roman, 28 And 
when I would have known the 
caufe wherefore they accufed him, 
1 brought him forth into their 
council : 29-Whom I perceived 
to be accufed. of queitions of 
their law, but to have nothing 
laid to his charge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 30 And when 
it was told nie, how chat the 
Jews laid wait for the. man, I 
fent firiaghtway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accufers al- 
fo, to fay before thee what they 
had againt him. Farewel. 31 
Then the foldiers, as it. was 
semmanded them, took Paul and 


brought dim by night to Antipa- 
tris. 32 On the morrow they 
left the hor emen to go with him, 
and returned to the callie. 33 
Who when they came to Cefarea, 
and delivered the epiitle to the 
governor, preiented Paul alfo be- 
fore him, 34 And when he had 
read it, he afked of what pro- 
vince he was. And when he un- 
derftood that he was of Cilicia ; 
35 I will hear thee, faid he, 
when thine acca‘ers are come, 
And he commanded him to be 

kept in Herod's judgment-hall. 
XXIV. Aud after five days, 
Ananias the high prieft, defcend- 
ed with certain elders, and 2 
artain orator ‘Tertullus, who in- 
formed the governor againtt Paul. 
2 And when he was catled forth, 
Tertullus began to accufe “dim, 
faying, Seeing that by thee we 
enjoy great quietnefs, and that 
many worthy deeds are done un- 
to this nation by thy providence, 
3 Weaccept it always, and in 
all places, moft uoble Felix, with 
all thanlzfulnefs. 4 Notwith- 
ftanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldeft hear us of thy 
clemency a few words. 5 We 
have fou:d this man a peitilent 
fellow, and a mover of {editions 
among all the Jews throvghout 
the world, and a ringleader of 
the feét of the Nazarenes: 6 
Who alfo hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we 
took and would have judged ac- 
cording to our law. 7 But the 
chief captain Lyfias came upon 
us, and with great violence tool: 
him away out of our hands, 8 
Commanding his accufers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom, 
thy felf mayft take Eeowteige 
of all thefe things, whereof we 
accufe him. 9 And the Jews 
aua 
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alfo affented, faying, that thefe 
things were fo. 10 Then Paul, 
after that the governor had beck- 
ned unto him to fpeak, anfwered, 
Forafmuch as I know that thou 
haft been of many yéars a judge 
unto this nation, 1 do cheerfully 
aniwer for my felf: 11 Bzcanle 
that thou may ft underitand, that 
there are yet but twelve days 
fince ] went up to Jerufalem for 
to worfhip. 12 And they πεῖς 
ther found me in the temple di- 
fpuing with any man, neither 
raifing up the people, neither in 
the fynagogues, nor in the city : 
13 Neither can they prove to 
thee the things whereof they 
now accufe me. 14 But this I 
coniefs unto thee, that after the 
way which they call an herefy, 
fo worfhip I my Father, and my 
God ; believing al] things which 
are written in the law and the 
prophets : τς And have hope 
rowards God, which they them- 
tclyes alfo allow, that there fhall 
be a refurre€tion, both of the 
jet and unjuft. 16 And herein 
do 1 exercife my felf to have al- 
ways a confcience void of offence 
coward God, and toward men. 17 
Now after many years, I came 


o bring alms to my nation, of- ἡ 


erings, and vows, 18 Where- 
spon certain Jews from Afia 


cund ime purified in the temple, | 


1either with multitude, nor with 
umult, 19 Who ought to have 
cen here before thee, and ob- 


ect, if they had cought againf- 


ne. 20 Or elte let thefe fame 
ay, if they have found any evil- 
loing in me, while I ftood before 
he council, 21 Kxcept it be 
or this one voice, that I cried 
‘anding among thim, Touching 
he reiurre@ion of the dead, I 
τῇ called in queftion by you this 
ay. 22 And Felix having 
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-more perfe& knowledge of the 
"way, hedeferred them, and faid, 


When Lyfias the chief captain 
hall come down, I will hear 
you. 23 And he commanded a 
centurion to keep him, and to 
let Sim have libesty, and that he 
fhould forbid none of’ his ac- 
quaintance to minifler to him. 
24 And after certain days, when . 
Felix came with his wife Dru- 
filla, who was a Jewels, he fent 
for Paul, and heard him con- 
cerning the faith in Chrift Jefus. 
z5 And as he reafoned of righ- 
teoulnefs, temperance, and judg- 
ment to come, Felix trembled, 
and-anfwered, Go thy way for 
this time ; when I have a con- 
venient feafon, I will call for 
thee. 26 He hoped alfo that 
money fhould have been given 
him of Paul; wherefore he fent 
for him the oftner, and commu- 
ned with him. 27 But after 


‘two years, Porcius Feftus came 


in the room of Felix, and Felix 
willing to fhew the Jews a plea- 

fure, left Paul bound. 
XXV. Now when. Feflus was 
come into the province, after 
three days he -afcended from 
Cefarea to Jerufalem. 2 Then 
the high prieftg and the chief of 
the Jews informed him againft 
Paul, and befought him, 3 
And defired favour again him, 
that he would fend for him te 
Jerofalew, laying wait in the 
waytokillhim. 4 But Feftus 
anfwered, that Paul fhould be 
kept δὲ. Cefarea, and that he 
himfelf. would depart fhortly. 
5. Let them therefore, faid he, 
who among you are able, go 
down with me, and accufe this 
man,sif there be any crime in 
him. ὃ And when he had 
tarried among them not more 
than eight or ten days, he went 
down 
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down unto Cefarea, and the 
next day fitting in the jadgment- 
feat, comman Paul to be 
bronght. 7 And when he was 
come, the Jews which came 
down from Jerufalem, δορὰ 
round about him, and laid ma- 
ny and grievous complaints 
againft Paal, which they could 
not prove; 8 While Paul an- 
fwered for himfelf, Neither 
againt the law of the Jews, 
neither againgt the temple, nor 
_ yet againft Cefar, have I of: 
fended any thing at all. g But 
Feftus, willing to do the Jews a 

leafure, anfwered Paul, and 
hid, Wilt thou go up to Frru- 
falem, and there be jadged of 
thefe things before me? 19 
Then faid Paul, I ftand at 
Cefars judgment-feat, where I 
ought to be judged: to the 
Jews have I-done no wrong, as 
thou very well knoweft. τι 
For if I be an offender, or have 
- commited any thing worthy of 
death, I refufe not to die: but 
if there be none of thefe things 
whereof thefe accufe me, no 
man may deliver me unto them. 
I appeal unto Cefar. 12 Then 
Feftus when he had conferred 
with the council, anfwered, Haft 
thou appealed unto Cefar? unto 
Cefar fhalt thou go. 13 And 
after certain days, king Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Ceiarea 
. to falute Feflus. 14 And when 
- they had been there many -days, 
‘Feftus declared Paul's cauf? unto 
the king, faying, There is a 
certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: 15 About whom, when 
I was at Jerufalem, the chief 
prietts and the elders of the 
Jews) informed me, defiring 
condemnation againit him. . 16 
To whom ἴ anfwered, It is not 
the manner- of the Romans 


to deliver any mam to die, be- 
fore that he who is accufed, have 
the accufers face to face, and 
have licence to anfwer for him- 
felf concerning the crimes laid 
againt him. 17 Therefore 
when they were come hither, 
without any delay on the mor- 
row I fat on che judgment feat, 
and I commanded the man to be 
brought forth, 18 Againft 
whom when the accufers itood 
up, they brought no wicked 
accufation of fuch things as [ 
fuppofed: 19 But had certain 
queftions againit him of their 
own fuperitition, and of ane 
Jefus who was dead, whom Paul 
afirmed to be alive. zo And 
becaufe I doubted of fuch man- 
ner of queftions, I asked sin 
whether he wou!d go to Jerufa- 
lem, and there be judged of 
thefe matters. 21 But whea 
Paul bad appealed to be re- 
ferved unto the hearing of Au- 
guflus, I commanded him to be 
kepe rill I might fend him to 
Cefar. 22 Then Agrippa faid 
unto Feitus, I would alfo hear 
the man my (εἶ. To morrow, 
faid he, thou fhalt hear him. 
23 And on the morrow whe: 
Agrippa was come, 2nd Ber- 
nice, with great pomp, and was 
entered into the piace of hearirz, 
with the chicf captains, a:.! 


ΕΝ men of the city, 8: 


eftus commandment Paul was 
brought forth. 24 And Fefus 
faid, King Agrippa, and 2}} 
men who are here prefent with 
us, ye fee this man, avovt 
whom all the multitude of thz 
Jews have dealt with me at Je- 
rofalem, editing, and cryorz 
that ke ought not to live any 
longer. 25 But when I found 
that he had committed nothi:g 
worthy of death, and that he 
himlef 
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himfelf hath appealed to Au- 
aftus. I have determined to 
fend Lim. 26 Of whom I have 
no certain thing to write unto 
my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, 
and {pecially before thee, Ὁ 
king Agrippa, that after ex- 
amination had, I may have 
fomewhat that I mtay write, 
27 For it feemeth to me unrea- 
fonable to fend 2 prifoner, and 
not withal co fignify the crimes 
again him. 

XXVI. Then Agrippa faid 
unto Paul, thou art permitted to 
{peak for thy (εἰ, Then Paul 
itretched forth the hand, and 
an{wered for himfelf, 2 I think 
my felf happy, king Agrippa, 
becaufe I fhall anfwer for my 
felf this day before thee, touch- 
ing all the things whereof I am 
acculed of the Jews. 3 Efpe- 
cially, becaufe I know thee to 
be expert in all cuftoms and 
queftions which are among the 
Jews: wherefore I befeech shee 
to hear me patiently. 4 My 
manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the firft among 
mine own nation at Jerufalem, 
know all the Jews, 5 Which 
knew me from the begianing, 
if they would teflify that after 
the moft ftraiceft fect of our reli- 
gion, I lived a Pharifee. 6 And 
now I ftand, and am judged for 
the hope of the promife made of 
God unto our fathers: 7 Unto 
which our twelve tribes ferving 
day and night, hope to come: 
for which hopes fake, king: A- 
grippa, I am accufed of the Jews, 
8 Why fhould it be thought 
a thing incredible with you, 
that God fhould raife the dead ? 
o I verily thought with my felf, 
that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the ‘name of Jelus of 


Nazareth, 10 Which thing ἢ 
alfo did in Jerufalem:' and ma- 
ny of the faiats did.I fhot up in 
prifon, having received authority 
from the chief priefts; and when 
they were put to death I gave 
my voice againft them. 11 And 
F punifhed them off in every 
fynagogue, and compelled shens 
to blafpheme ; and being exceed- 
ingly mad againft them, I per- 
fecuted them even unto ftrange 
cities, 12 Whereupon, as I 
went to Damafcus, with autho- 
rity and commiffion from the 
chief priefis; 13 At midday, 
O king, I faw -in the way a 
light from heaven, above the 
brightnefs of the fun, fhining 
round about me, and them who 
journeyed with me.. 14 And 
when we were alj fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice {peaking 
unto me, in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft thou 
me? J¢ is hard for thee to kick 
againft the goads. 15 And [I 
faid, Who artthou, Lord? And 
the Lord faid, Iam Jefus whom 
thou perfecuteft. 16 But rife, 
and itand upon thy feet: for I 
have appeared unto thee for this 
purpofe, to make thee a minifler 
and a witnefs both of thefe things 
which thou haft feen, and of 
thofe things in the which I will 
appear unto thee; 17 Deli- 
vering thee from the people, and 
the Gentiles, unto whom now ἢ 
fend thee, 18 To open their 
eyes, and to turn th:m from dark- 
nefs to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgivenefs of fins, 
and inheritance among them 
who are fanétified by faith that 
is in me. τῷ Whereupon, O 
king Agrippa, I was not difobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vifion : 
20 But fhewed firft unto them of 
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Damateus, and at Jerufalem, and 
throughout all the coaits of 
Judea, and to the Gentiles, 
that they fhould repent, and turn 
to God, and do works meet for 
sepentance. 21 For this caufe 
the Jews caught me in the tem- 
ple, and went about to kill me, 
22 Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto 
this day, witnefling both to 
fmal] and great; faying none o- 
ther things chan thofe which the 
prophets and Moles did fay 
fhould come: 23 That Chritt 
fhould fuffer, that he thould be 
the firft that fhould rife from the 
dead, and fhould fhew light un- 
to the people, and to the Gen- 
tiles. 24 And as he thus fpake, 
and made his apology for him- 
felf, Feftus faid with a loud 
voice, Paul, thou art befide thy 
felf: much learning doth make 
thee mad. 25 But Paul faid, I 
am not mad, moft noble Feftus ; 
but fpeak forth the words of 
truth and fobernefs. 26 For the 
‘king knoweth of thefe things, 
before whom alfo I {peak freely : 
for I am perfuaded that none of 
thefe things are hidden from 
him: Nor was this thing done 
inacomer. 27 Κρ Agrippa, 
helieveft thou the prophets? J 
knew that thou believelt. 28 
Then Agrippa μά unto Paul, 
Almoft thou perfuadeft me to be 
a Chriftian. 20 And Paul /aid, 
1 would to God, that not only 
thou, but alfo all that hear me 
this day, were both almoft, and 
altogether fuch as 1 am, except 
thefe bonds. 30 And the king 
rofe up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that fate with 
them. 31 And when they were 
gone afide, they talkcd between 
themfelves, faying, This man 
doth nothing worthy of death, 


or of bonds. 32 Thenfaid A- 
gtippa unto Feitus, This man 
mignt have been {et at liberty, 
if he had not appealed unto 
Cefar. 

XXVII. And when ic was de- 
termined that he fhould {fail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul and 
certain other prifoners, unto one 
named fulius, a centurion of 
Auguftus band. 2 And entering 
into a fhip of Adramyttium, 
we lanched, meaning to fail to 
the places of Afia, one Ariftar- 
chus a Macedonian of Theffa- 
Jonica, being with us. 3 But 
the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteoufly 
entreated Pau}, and gave bim 


: libercy to go unto his friends, to 


refrefh himfelf. 4 And when 
we had Janched from thence, we 
failed under Cyprus, becaufe 
the winds were contrary. 5 And 
when we had failed over the fea 
of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Lyftra of Lycia. 6 
And there the centurion found a 
fhip of Alexandria failing into 
Tealy 3 and he put us therein. 7 
And when we had failed flowly 
many days, and fearce were 
come over againit Cnidus, the 
wind not fuffering us, we failed 
under Crete, over againft Sal- 
mone: 8 And karly paffing 
i#, came unto a place which is 
called the fair havens, nigh 
whereunto was the city Tha- 
laffa. g Now when much time 
was fpent, and when failing was 
now dangerous, becaufe the faft 
was now already paft, Paul com- 
forted them, 10 And (μιά 
unto them, Sirs, 1 perceive that 
this voyage will be with hurt 


| and much damage, not only of 


the lading and fhip, but alfo of 


our ives 11 Neverthelefs, 
the centurion, believed the mailer 
and 
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and Pilot of the fhip, more than 
thofe things which were {poken 
by Paul. 12 And becaufe the 
haven was not commodious to 
winter in, the more part advifed 
to depart thence, if by any 
means th:y might attain to Phe- 
nice, to winter; which is en 
haven of Crete, and lieth toward 


the fouth-welt, and north-weft.- 


3 And when the fouth.wind 
blew foftly, fuppoting that they 
had obtained ἐῤεὶν purpofe, loof- 
ing they failed clofe by Crete. 
14 But not long after there arofe 
againit it a ctempeftuous wind, 
called The North-eaft wind. 
15 And when the fhip was 
caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let ber drive 
16 And running under a certain 
iland which is called Cauda, 
we had much work to come by 
the boat: 17 Which when 
they had taken up, they ufed 
helps, undergirding the hip ; 
and fearing left they fhould fall 
into the quick -fands, ruck fail, 
and fo were driven. 18 And 
we being exceedingly toffed with 
a tempeft, the next day they 
lightned the thip; 19 And the 
third day they cait out with their 
own hands the tackling of the 
fhip. 20. And when neither fun 
nor flars in many days appear- 
ed, and no {mall tempeft iay on 
us, all hope that we fhould be 
faved, was then taken away, 
21 And after long abftinence, 
Paul ftood forth in the midi of 
them, and faid, Sirs, ye fhould 
have hearkened unto me, and 
not have loofed from Crete, and 
to have gained this harm and 
lofs. 22 And now I exhort 
you to be of-good cheer: for 
there fhall be no lofs of life a- 
mong you, but of the fhip. 23 
For there ftood by me this night, 


‘any of you. 


the angel of God, whofe Iam, 
and whom J ferve, 24 Saying, 
Fear not, Paul; thou mult be 
brought before Cefar: and lo, 
God hath given thee all- them 
that fail with thee. 25 Where- 
fore, firs, be of good cheer: for 
I believe God, that it fhall be 
even as it was told me. 26 
Howbeit, we mutt be caft upon 
acertain Hland. 27 But when 
the fourteenth night was come, 
as we were driven up and down 
in Adria about midnight, the 
fhipmen deemed that they drew 
near to fome country: 28 And 
founded, and found it twenty 
fathoms: and when they had 
gone a little further, found it 
fifteen fathoms. 20 But fearing 
left we fhould have fallen upon 
rocks, they caft four anchors out 
of the flern, and wifhed for the 
day. 30 And as the fhipmen 
were about to flee out of the 
fhip, when they had let down 
the boat into the fea, under co- 
lour as though they would have 
caft anchors out of the forefhip, 
31 Paul faid to the centurion, 
and to the foldiess, Except thefe 
abide in the fhip, ye cannot be 
faved. 32 Then the foldiers 
cut off the ropes of the boat, 
and let her fall off. 33 And 
while the day was coming. on, 
Paul befought them all to take 
meat, faying, ye have waited 
this fourteenth day, and conti- 
nued fafting, having taken no- 
thing: 34 Wherefore I pray 
you take meat; for this is for 
your health: for there fhall noe 
an hair perith from the head of 
35 And when he 
had thus fpoken, he took bread, 
and gave thanks to God in pre- 
fence of them all, and when he 
had broken it, he began to eat. 
36 Then were they all of good 
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cheer, and they alfo took meat. 
37 And we were in all in the 
fhip, two hundred threefcore and 
fixteen fouls. 38 And when 
they had eaten enough, they 
lightned the fhip, and caft out 
the wheat into the fea. 39 And 
when it was day, they knew not 
the land : but they difcovered a 
certain creek with a fhore, into 
the which they were minded, if 
it were poffible, to thraft in the 
fhip. 40 And when they had 
taken up the anchors, they com- 
mitted rhem/felves unto the fea, 
and loofed the rudder-bands, and 
hoifed up the main-fail to the 
wind, and made toward fhore. 
41 And falling into a place 
where two feas met, they ran 
the fhip aground ; and the fore- 
part ftuck fafl, and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder part 
was broken with the violence of 
the fea. 42 And the foldiers 
counfel was to kill the prifoners, 
Jett any of them fhowld {wim 
out, and efcape. . 43 But the 
centurion, willing to fave Paul, 
kept them from their purpofe, 
and commanded that they who 
could fwim, thould caft rhemfehoes 
firft into the fea, and get to land : 
44 And the reft, fome on boards, 
and fome on pieces of the fhip : 
and {fo it came to pafs that they 
eicaped all fafe to land, 
XXVIII. And when we were 
efcaped, then. we ‘knew that the 
ifland was called ‘Melita. . 2 And 


the barbarous: people thewéed us’ 


no Jittle kindnefs : for they kin- 
dled a fire, and refrefhed us eve- 
ry one, becaufe of the prefent 
‘rain, and becaufe of the cold. 
3, And when Paul had gathered 
a certain bundle of fticks, and 
laid chem on the fire, there came 
a viper out of the heat, and 
faitned on his hand. 4 And 


when the barbarians faw the ve-. 


nomous beait hang on his hand, 
they faid among themfelves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, 
whom though he hath efcaped 
the fea, yet vengeance fuffereth 
not to live. § And he fhook off 
the beaft into the fire, and felt 
no harm. 6 Howbeit, they 
looked when he fhould have 
fwollen, or fallen down dead 
fuddenly : but after they had 
looked a great while, and faw 
no harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and faid 
that he was a god. 7 In the 
fame quarters were pofleflions of 
the chief man of the ifland, whofe 
‘name was Publius, who received 
us, and lodged us three days 
courteoufly. 8 And it came to 
pafs, that the father of Publius 
lay ficle of a fever, and of a 
bloody flux: to whom Paul en- 
tered in, and prayed, and laid 
his hands on him, and healed 
him. 9. So when this was done, 
all others alfo who had difeafes 
in the ifland, came, and were 
healed : τὸ Who alfo honoured 
us with many honours, and when 
we departed, they laded as with 
fuch things as were neceffary. 11 
And after three monthis, we de- 
parted in a fhip of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the ifle, 
whofe fign was Caftor and Pol- 
lux. 12 And landing at Syra- 
cufe, we tarried three days. 13 
And from thence we fetched ἃ 
compafs, and came to Rhegium : 
and after one day the fouth wind 
blew, and we came the next day 
to Puteoli: 14 Where we 
found brethren, and were defired 
to tarry with them feven days :

And when they were come toge- 


ther, he faid unto them, Men, | 
brethren, though I have com- | 


mitted nothing againft the people 
or cultoms of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prifoner from Je- 
rufalem into the hands of the 
Romans. 18 Who when they 
had examined me, would 
let. me go, becaufe there was no 
caufe ot death in me, 19 
when the Jews fpake againtt it, 
I was conftrained to appeal unto 
Cefar ; not that I had onght to 
accufe my nation of. 20 For 
this caufe therefore have T called 
for you, to fee and to freak with 
you : becaufe that for the hope of 
Ifrael { am bound with 
chain. 21 But they faid unto 
him, We neither received letters 


out of Judea concerning thee, - 


neither any of the brethren that 
came, fhewed or {pake any harm 
of thee. 22 But we defire to 
hear of thee what thou thinkeft : 
for as conterning this fect, we 
know that every where it is {po- 
ken againft. 23 And when they 
had appointed him a day, there 
came many to him unto his lodg- 
ing ; to whom he expounded 
teltifying the kingdom of God,

phet, ynto our fathers, 26 Saying, 
Go ento this people, and fay unto 
them, Hearing, ye fhall hear, and 
fhall not underitand ; and feeing 
ye fhall fee, and not perceive. 
27. For the heart of this people 
is waxed grofs, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their 
eyes have they clofed ; left they 
thould fee with ther eyes, and 
hear with sheir ears, and under- 
ftand with their heart, and fhould 
be converted, and I fhould heal 
them. 28 Be it known there- 
fore unto you, that this falvation 
of God is fent unto the Gentiles, 
and that they will -hear it. - 2 

And when he had {aid chefe 
things, the Jews departed, and 
had much reafoning among them- 
felves. 30 But Paul dwelt two 
whole years in his own hired 
houfe, and received all that came 
in unto him, 31 Preaching the 
en of God, and teaching 
thofe things which toncern the 
Lord Jefus Chritt, with all con- 
fidence, no man forbidding him.

Concerning his Son Jefus Chrilt 
our Lord, who was made to him 
of the feed of David, according 
to the fiefh, 4 And fore ordain- 
ed the Son of God with power, 
according to the fpiric of holi- 
nefs, by the refurrettion from the 
dead : ς By whom we have re 
ceived grace and apoftlefhip for 
obedience to the faith among all 
nations for his name : 6 Among 
whom are ye alfo the called of 
Jefus Chrift. 7 To all that be 
in Rome, beloved of God, the 
called faints ; Grace to you, and 
peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jefus Chritt. 8 Firft, 
1. thank my God through Jefus 
Chrift for you all, that your faith 
is fpoken of throughout the whole 
world. g For God is my wit- 
nefs, whom I ferve with my Pe 
rit in the gofpel of his Son, chat 
without ceafing, [ make mention 
of you always in my prayers, 
10 Making requeft if by any 
means now at length 1 might 
have a profperous journey by the 
will of God to come unto you. 
11 For I long to fee you, that I 
may impart unto you fome {piri- 
tual gift, tothe end you may be 
eflablifhed » 12 That is, that I 
my be comforted together with 
you, by the mutual faith both of 
you and me, 13 Now TI fuppofe 


that you are not ignorant, bre- 
thren, that oftentimes | purpofed 
to come unto you, but was hin- 
deted hitherto, chat I might have 
fome fruit among you alio, even 
as among other Gentiles. 14 I 
am deb:er both to τὰς Greeks, 
and to the barbarjans, both to 
the wife, and to the unwife. 15 
So, a8 much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the Gofpel among 
you that are at Rome allo. 16 For 
I am not afhamed of the Gofpel : 
for it is the Power of God unto 
falvation, to every one that be- 
lieveth 5 to the Jew firit, and al- 
fo to the Greek, 17 For there- 
in is the righteoufnefs of God re- 
vealed from faith to faith : as it 
is written, The juft fhall live by 
faith. 18 For the wrath of God 
is revealed from heaven againft 
all ungodline(s, and unrighteouf~ 
nels of thofe men, who huld the 
truth in unrighteonfiefs. 19 Be- 
caufe that which may be known 
of God, is manifeft in them ; for 
God hath fhewed ἐξ to them. 20 
For the invifible things of him 
from the creation of the world 
are clearly f{een, being under{tood 
by the things thar are made, his 
eternal power and Godhead ; fo 
that they are without excufe: 21 
Becaufe that when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as 
‘God, neither were thankful ; bet 
became vain in their imagina- 
tions, and their foolifh heart was 
darkned. 22 Profeffing them- 
felves to be wife, they became 
fools: 23 And changed the glo- 
ry af ‘the vncosruptibie Ged, in- 
tote’ image mad: like to cor- 
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ruptible man, and to birds, and 
four footed beafls, and creeping 
things.24WhereforeGod alfogave 
them up to uncleannels, through 
the lufts of their own hearts, to 
difhonour their own bodies be- 
tween themfelves : 23 Who 
changed the truth of God into a 
lie, and worfhipped and ferved 
the creature more than the Crea- 
tor, who is blefled for ever. A- 
men, 26 For this cau‘e God 
gave them up unto vile affections : 
For even their women changed 
the natural ufe into that which 
is againft nature and ufe: 27 
And likewife alfo the men, leav- 
ing the natural ue of the women, 
burned in their luft one toward 
ancther ; men with men working 
that which is unfeemly, and re- 
ceiving in themfelves that re. 
compence of their error which 
Was meet, 28 And even as they 
did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do thofe 
things which are not convenient : 
29 Being filled with all unrigh- 
teoufr.ef, maliciouinefs, fornica- 
tion, covetoufne(s ; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, maligni- 
ty ; Whifperets, 30 Evil {peak- 
ers, hacen Οἱ God, ΤΥ ΜΝ 
proud, boafters, inventers of evil 
things, difobedient to parents, 
31 Wirhout underftanding, cove- 
nant-breakers, without natural 
afk n, unmerciful: 32 Who 
knowing the judgment of God, 
that they which commit fucb 
things are worthy of death, they 


not only do the fame, but con-. 


fent to them that do them. 

{f, Therefore thou art inexcu- 
fatie, O man, whcfoever thou 
art that judg: ft : for wherein thon 
judg ft another, thou condemneft 
tty ielfs for thou that judgeft, 
dvelt the fame things, 2 But we 
ase ime that the judgment of 


God is according to truth, againft 
them who commit.fuch things. 
3 And thinkeft thou this, O man, 
that jadgeft them who do fuch 
things, and doft the fame, that 
thou fhalt efcape the judgment of 
God? 4 Or defpifeit thou the 
riches of his goodnefs, and for- 
bearance, and long-fuffering, not 
knowing that the goodnefs of 
God leadeth thee to dd sear gs ὃ 
+ But after thy hardnefs and im- 
penitent heart, treafureft up unto 
thy felf wrath againft the day of 
wrath, and revelation of the righ- 
teous judgment of God ; 6 Who 
will render to every man accord- 
ing to his deeds: 7 To them 
who by patient continuance in 
well-doing, feek for glory, and 
henour, and immortality ; eter- 
nal life: 8 But unto them that 
are contentious, and do not oe 
the truth, but obey unrighteoui- 
nefs ; wrath and indignation ; 
9 Tribulation and anguifh upon 
every foul of man that doth evil, 
of the Jew firft, and alfo of the 
Gentile. 10 Glory, honour, and 
peace, to every man that work- 
eth , to the Jew firit, and 
alfo to the Gentile, 11 For 
there is no refpeét of perfons with 
God. 12 For as many as have 
finned without law, fhall alfo pe- 
rifh without law : and as many 
a ehh seep in a law, ae 
jue by the law, 13 For 
may gee of the law ae jut 
before God, but the doers of the 
law fhall be jaflified. 14 For 
when the Gentiles who have not 
the law, do by nature the things

7 For if the 
truth of Ged hath more abound- 
ed through my tie unto his glory ; 
why yet am I alfo judged asa 
finner ὃ 8 And not, as we be 
flanderoufly reported, and as fome 
afirm that we fay, Let us do 
evil, that geod may come? whofe 
damnation js jutt. g What ther 
have we before them that is ex- 
traordinary ? Nothing at all: for 
we have before proved both Jews 
and Gentiles, chat they are all 
under fin; 10 As it is written, 
there is none righteous, not one : 
11 There is none that underfiand- 
eth,there is none that feeketh after 
God. 12 They are all gone out 
of the way, they are together he- 
come unprofitable, there is none 
thac doeth good, no not one. 13 
Their throat s an open fepulchre 5 
with their tongues they have afed 
deceit ; the poiton of afps ἐξ under 
their lips ; 14 Whole mouth is full 
of curfing and bitcernefs. 15 
Their feet are fwife to fhed blood. 
16 Deftruétion and mifery are in 
their ways: 17 And the way οὗ 
peace have they not known. 18 
‘hese is no tear of God before

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their eves. 19 Now we know 
that what things foever the law 
faith, it faith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth 
may be lopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God. 
20 Therefore by the deeds of 
the law, there fhall no fleth 
be juitied in his fight: for by 
the Jaw is the knowledge of fin. 
2t But now the righteoufnefs of 
.God without the law is mani- 
fefled, being-witneffed by the law 
and the prophets; 22 Even the 
vighteoutnet of God by faith of 
Jetus Chrift unto all, and upon all 
them that believe ; for there is no 
‘difference : 23 For all have fin- 
.ned ; and come fhort of the glory 
of God ; 24 Being juftified treely 
by his grace, through the re- 
demption that is in Jefus Chriit ; 
25 Whom God hath fet forth a

nefs for the remiffion of fina that 
were formerly through the for- 
bearance of God; 26.To declare 
at this time his righteoufnefs: that 
he might be juit, and the juftifier 
of him who believeth in Jefus 
Chrift.

faith, 28 For we conclude, that 
a man is juftified by faith without 
the deeds of the law. 29 Js be 
the God of the Jews only ? and 
not of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles alfo: 30 Seeing ἐξ is one 
God, who thall juftify che cir- 
-cumcifion by faith, and uncircum- 
cifion through faith. 31 Do we 
then make void the law through 
_faith ? God forbid: ye: , we efta- 
-blifh the law, 

1V. What fhall we fay then 
that Abraham our father found 
according to the fiefh? 2 For if 
Abraham were juflified by works, 


he hath to glory, but not before 


God. 3 Forwhat faith the Scrip- 
ture? Abraham beieved God, 
and it was counted unto him 
for righteoufnefs. 4 Now to him 
that worketh, is the reward not 
reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
5 But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that juiti- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteoufnefs. 6 Even 
as David alfo defcribeth the blef- 
fednefs of the man unto whom 
God imputeth righteoufnefs with- 
out works. 7 Bleffed are they 
whofe iniquities are forgiven, and 
whofe fins are covered. 8 Blel- 
fed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute fin 9g Js this 
bleffednefs then upon the circum- 
cifion only, or upon the circum- 
cifion alfo ? For we fay that faith 
was reckned to Abraham for 
righteoufnefs. τὸ How was it 
then reckned? when he was in 
circumcifion, or in uncircumci- 
fion ? not in circumcifion, but in 
upcircumcifion, 11 And he re- 
ceived the fign of circumcifion, a 
feal of the rightecuinefs of the 
faith which he ad b.'-.g uncir- 
cumcifed : that he might be the 
father of all them chat beiieve, 
though they be not circumcifed ; 
that nghtecufuefs might be im- 
puted unto them alio: 12 And 
the father of circumcifion to them 
who are not of the circumcifion 
only, but alfo walk in the ileps 
of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham. 13 For the promife that 
he fhould be the heir of the world, 
avas not to Abraham, or to his 
feed through the law, but through 
the righteoufnefs of faith. +4 For 
if they which are of: the law de 
heirs, faith is made void. and the 
promife made of none effect.

made thee a father of many na- 
tions before him whom he belie- 
ved, God, who quickneth the 
dead, and calleth thoie things 
which be not as though they were: 
18 Who againft hope believed in 
hope, that he mighe become the 
Father of many nations; accord- 
ing to that which was {poken, So 
fhall thy feed be. το And being 
not weak in the faith, he confi- 
dered not his own body now dead, 
when he was about an hundred 
years old, neither yet the dead- 
nefs of Sara’s Womb. 20-He 
ftaggered not at the promiile of 
God through unbelief ; but was 
ftrong in faith, giving glory to 
God: 21 And being fully per- 
fuaded, that what he had pro- 
mifed he was able alfo to perform. 
22 Therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteoufnefs. 23 Now 
it was not written for his fake 
alone, that it was imputed to him 
for righteoufnels. 24 But for us 
alfo to whom it {hall be imputed, 
if we believe on him that railed 
up jefus our Lord from the dead, 
ἃς Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raifed again for 
our jultification. 

V. Therefore being jultified by 
faith, we have peace with God, 
through our Lord jefus Chrift. 
z By whom alfo we have accefs 
into this grace wherein we ftand, 
and rejoice in hope of the glory 
of God. 3 And not only this, 
but we glory in tribulations alfo, 
knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience; 4 And patience, expe- 
rience; and experience, hope: 
5 And hope maketh not afhamed, 
becanfe the love of God is fhed 


abroad in our hearts, by the Ho- 
ly Ghoft. 6 For. when we were 
yet without Strength, in due time 
Chrift died for the ungodly. 7 
For‘fcarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure 
for a good man fome would even 
dare to die. 8 But God com- 
mendeth ‘his love towards us, in’ 
that while we were yet finners, 
Chrift died for us. g Much more 
then being now juttified by his 
blood, we fhall be faved from 
wrath through him. 10 For-if 
when we were enemies, we were 
reconciled to Ged by the death 
of his Son: much more being re- 
conciled, we fhall be faved by his 
life. 11 And not only this, but 
we alfo joy in God, through our 
Lord Jelus Chrift, by whom we 
have already received the atone- 
ment. 12 Wherefore, as by one 
ara — = = oe and 
death by fin ; and fo it paffed u 
on all aati for that ath bave fia 
ned. 13°For until the. law, fia 
was in the world : but fin is not 
imputed when there is no law. 
14. Neverthelefs, death reigned 
from Adam to Mofes, even over 
them that had not finned after the 
fimilitude of Adam’s tranf{greffion, 
who is the figure of him that was 
to come: τς But not as the οἵ» 
fence, fo allo és the free’ gift..For 
if through the offence of one, the ἡ 
many be dead ; much more the 
grace of God, and the gift by 
grace,. by one man, Jefus Chrift, 
hath abounded unto many. 16 
And not as it was by one fin, fo 
is the gift: for the judgment was 
by one to condemnation: but the 
free gift is of many offences unto 
juftification of life. 17 For ifby 
one offence, death reigned by one ; 
much more they which receive 
abundance of grace, and of the 
gift of righteoufnefs, fhall reign 
ia lifeby one Jefus Chrift. 18 

There- 
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Therefore as by one offence 7 
came ὍΡΟΝ all men to condemna- 
tion : even fo by one righteoufnefs 
it came upon all men unto juftifi- 
cation of life. 19 For as by one 
man’s difobedience. many were 
made finners : fo by the obedience 
of one man, fhall many be made 
righteous. 20 Moreover, the law 
encered, that the offence might 
abound: But where fin abounded, 
race did much more abound : 
2t ‘That as fin hath reigned un- 
to death, even fo might grace 
reign through righteoufnefs unto 
eternal life, by Jefus Chrift our 
Lord.

10 
But why doft thou judge thy 
brather in not eating ; or why 
doft thou fet at nought thy bra- 
ther ? for we shall all fland be- 
fore the judgment-feat of God. 
11 For it 18 written, I live, 
faith the Lord, every knee fhall 
bow to me, and every tongne 
fhall confefs to God. 12 So eve- 
ry one of us Shall render an ac- 
count of himfelf to God.

Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more : bat judge this 
rather, that no man put 8 Rum- 
bling-block, or an occafian to 
fall in the brother’s way. 14 I 
kaow, and am perfyaded by the 
Lord Jefus, that nothing is on- 
clean of it felf; but to him that 


eieemeth any thing to be or- 
clean, to him it is unclean. 15 
For if thy brother be zrieved 
with meat, now walkeft tho: rot

died. + cet not then cis ycod 
be evil fpoken οὔ 17 For the 
kingdom of God is not mest and 
drink, but sightecufnel*, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoit, 
18 For he that in theie things 
ferveth Chrift, is accep:able to 
God, and approved of men. 19 
Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make ‘or peace, and 
obferve the things wherewith one 
may edify another.

brethren, I have written the more 
boldly unto you, in fome fort, as

22 
For the Jews reqaite figns, and 
the Greeks Wok ater wih om : 23 
But’ we preach Chrift crucified, 
unto the Jews a fttmbling block, 
and onto the Gentiles foolifhnefs ; 
24 Bat unto thtm who are 
called both Jews and Greeks, 
Chrift, the powet of God, and 
the wifdom of God. 25 Be- 
caufe the’ foolifinels. of Gad is 
wifer than men; and the wéak- 
πεῖ of God is ftronger than meh. 
26 Therefore ye fee your calling, 
brethren, how that not many 
wile Men after the flefh, not mia- 
ny mighty, riot many noble are 
cbofer. 27 But God hath chéftn 
the foolith things of the world, to 
‘confound the wife ; and God hath 
‘chofen the wéak things of the 
world to confound the things 
Cz which 
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which are mighty ; 28 And 
ba:e things of the world, and 
things which are defpifed, hath 
God chofen, to bring to nought 
things that are : 29 That no 
fleth thould glory in the prefence 
of God. 30 But of him are ye 
in Chrift Jefus, who of God is 
made unto us wifdom, and righ- 
teoufnefs, and fanétification, and 
redemption: 31 That, accord- 
ing as it is written, He that glo- 
rieth, let him glory in the Lord. 
ll. And I, brethren, when 1 
came to you, came not with ex- 
cellency of {peech, or of wifdom, 
declaring unto you the teftimony 
of God.

2 I have fed 
you with milk, and not with 
meat; for hitherto ye were not 
able; neither yet now are ye 
able. 3 For ye are yet carnal : 
for whereas there is among you 
envying, and ftrife, and divifions, 
are ye not carnal, and walk as 
men?

labour. 9g For we are labourers 
together with God : ye are God’s 
hu{bandry, God's building. 10 
Accerding to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, asa wife 
mafter-builder, I laid the foun- 
dation ; another buildeth thereon. 
Bar let every man take heed how 
he buildeth thereon. 11 For

be puffed up for one 2- one, 
gainft another. 7 For 
who maketh thee to differ? and 
what haft thou that thou didft not 
receive ? now if thou didft re- 
ceive ἐδ, why doft thou glory as 
if thou hadft not received ἡ ὃ 8 
Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings 
without us : and 1 would that ye 
did reign, that we alfo might 
reign with you. 9 For I think 
that God hath fet forth us the a- 
poftles laft, as it were appointed 
to death. For we are made2 
fpeétacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 10 We are 
fools for Chrif’s fake, but ye are 
wife in Chrift : we weak, but ye 
ftrong : ye honourable, but we 
defpifed. 11 Even unto this pre- 
fent hour, we both hunger, and

11 But now 
4 have written unto you, rot to 
keep company. if any man thet 
is called a brother be a fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, ora 
railer, or a drar.kard, or an ex- 
tortioner, with fuch an ore, no 
hotto cat. 12 For what have | 
to do to judge them alfo. cha: are 
without ? do not ye judge them 
that are within ? 613 Bat them 
that are without, God judgeth. 
Therefore put away from among 
your felves that wicked perion. 
VI, Dareany of you, having 
a matter apainit another, go to 
law before the unjuft, and not 
before the faints? 2 Or do ye 
not know that the fants Thall 
judge the world? and if the 
world fhall be judged by you, 
are ye unworthy to judge the 
{mallet matters? 3 Krow ye 
not that we fhall judge angels ? 
how much more things that fer- 
tain to this life? 4 If then ye 
have judicatures of things per 
taining to this life, fet them to

the church. 5 [ fpeak to your 
fhame, Is it fo, that there is 
not a wife man amongft you, 
that fhalt be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren?

the name of the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 12 All things are lawful 
unto me, burt alt things are not 
expedient: all things are lawful 
for me, but I will not be brought 
under the power of any. 13 
Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God hall 
deftroy both it and them. Now 
the body is not for fornication, 
bat for the Lord; and the Lord 
for the body, 14 And God hath 
both raifed up the Lord, and 
will alfo raife up us by his own 
power, τς Know ye not, that 


Chrift? fhall I chen take the 
members of Chritt, and make 
themrhe members of an harlot ? 
By no means. 16 Know ye 
not that he that is joined to an 


your 


harlot, is one body ? for two, 
faith he, fhatl be one Reth. 17 
But he that is joined unto the 
Lord, is one {pirit. 18 Flee for- 
nication. Every fin that a maa 
doth, is without the body : but 
he that committeth fornication, 
finneth againit his own body. 
tg What, know ye not . that 
yeur body is the temple of che 
Holy Ghoft in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not 
own? 20 For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body. 

VII. Now concerning the 
things wherefore ye wrote unto 
me: Jt is good for a man not 
to touch a woman. 2 Never- 
thelefs, to avoid fornication, ket: 


“every man have his own wife, 


and let every woman have an 
hufband peculiar to her. 3 Let. 
the hufband render unto the wife 
what is due: and likewife alfo. 
the wife unto the hufband. 4 
The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the hufband ; and: 
likewife alfo che hufband hath 
not power of his own body, but 
the wife, ς Defraud you not 
one the other, except with con- 
fent for a time, that ye may 
give your felves to prayer; and 
come together again, that Satan: 


‘tempt you not for your inconti- 


nency. 6 But I fpeak this by- 
permifion, nor by command-. 
ment. 7 But-1 would that ail: 


-men were even as I my felf: 
but every maa. hath. his preper 
: gift of God, ‘bne after this man- 
‘ner, and: another after that. 8 
. I fay therefore to the unmarried: 
. and widows, It is good for them. 
your bodies are the members of ], 


if they abide even as I, 9 But 
if they. cannot contain, let them 
marry : for it is better to mar- 
ry than to burn. - 10 And un- 
tothe married J command, not I, 


“but the Lord, Let not the wife 


depart 
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depart from the hufband: 11 
But and if fhe depart, fet her 
remain unmarried, or be recon- 
ciled to the bufband: and let 
not the hufband put away the 
wie, 12 But to the reft ipeak 
I, not the Lord, If any b:o- 
ther hath a wife that believeth 
not, and fhe be pleated to dwell 
with him, iet him not put her 
away. 13 And the woman who 
hath an hufband that believeth 
«ποῖ, and if he be pleaied to 
dwell with her, let her not leave 
her hufband. 14 For the unbe- 
Keving hufband hath been fanéti- 
fied by the believing wife, and 
the unbelieving wife hath been 
fanctified by the brother: elfe 
were your children unclean ; but 
now are they holy. 15 But if 
the unbelieving depart, let him 
depart. A brother or 6 filter is 
not under bondage in fuch cafés: 
but God hath called us to peace. 
16 For what knowel thon, O 
wife, whether thou fhalt fave the 
hufband ὃ or how knoweft thou, 
O man, whether thou fhalt fave 
the wife or not? 17 As the 
Lord hath diftributed to every 
man, as God hath called every 
one, fo let him walk: and fo 
teach 1 inailchurches, 18 Is any 
man called being circumcifed ? 
let him not become, uncircum- 
cifed : is any called in uncircum- 
cifion? let him not become cir- 
cumcifed, 19 Circumcifion is 
nothing, and oncircumcificn is 
nothing, but the keeping of the 
commandments of God. 20 Let 
every man abide in the fame 
calling wherein he was called. 
21 Art thou called a fervane? 
care not for it; but if thou mayft 
be made free, ufe it rather. 22 
For he that is called in the 
Lord, a fervant, is the Lord’s 
free-man: likewife alfo he that 
js called free, is Chrifi’s fervant, 
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23 Are ye bought with ἃ price? 
| be not ye the fervacts of men. 
| 24 Brethren, Iet every man 

wherein he is called, therein 
abide wih God. 25 Now con- 
cerning virgins, I have no com- 
mandment of tke Lord: yet [ 
give my judgment as one that 
| hath ob:amed mercy of the Lod 

to be faithful. 26 I fuppofe 
therefore that this is good far che 
prefent difirefs, that it is good 
for a man fo to be. 27 Arce 
thou bound unto a wife? feek 
not to be loofed. Art thou looied 
from a wife? feek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou takefi a 

wife, thou haft not finned ; and 

if a virgin marry, fhe hath not 
finned : neverthelefs, fuch fhail 

have trouble in the fiefh ; but I 

fpare you. 29 But this I fay, 

brethren, the time is fhort. It 
remaineth that both they that 
have wives, be as though they 
had none; 30 And they that 
weep, as though they wept not ; 
and they that rejoice, as though 
they rejoiced not ; and they that 
buy, as though they poflefied 
not; 3 And they that uie 
this world, as not abufing it: 
for tae fafhion of this world paf- 
fecth away. 22 But I would 
have you without carefulnefs. 

He that is unmarried, careth for 
the things that belong to the 
‘Lord, how he may pleale the 

Lord: 33 But he that is mar- 
ried,-careth for the thing: that 
are of the world, how he may 
pleafe the wife. 34 And there 
is a difference alfo between a 
wife and a virgin: The unmar- 
ried woman careth for the things 
of the Lord, that fhe may be 
holy, both in body and in fpiri:: 

but fhe that is married, careth for 

the things of the world, how fhe 
‘may pleafe the hefband. 35 

And this 1 {peak for your own 

profit, 
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profit; not that I may οὐ ἃ 
{nare προ you; but for that 
which is comely, and that you 
may attend upon the Lord with- 
out diitradtion. 36 Bat if any 
man think that he behaveth him- 
felf uncomely towards his virgin, 
if fhe pals the Hower of der uge, 
and need fo require, let him do 
what he will, he finneth not: 
lec him marry. 37 Neverthe- 
lefs, he that flandeth ftedfait in 
his heart, having no neceffity, 
bat hath power over hisown will, 
and hath fo decreed in his heart, 
that he will keep his virgin, doth 
well. 38 So then, he chat giv- 
eth his virgin in marriage, doth 
well : and he chat giveth er not 
in marriage, doth better. 39 
The wife is bound as long as her 
hufband liveth: but if ber hu 
band be dead, the is at liberty 
to be married towhom the will; 
only inthe Lord. 40 But fhe is 
happier if the fo abide, after my 
judgment : and 1 think alfo that 
{ have the fpirit of God. 

VILE. Now as touching things 
offered unto idols, we know that. 
we all have knowledge. Knows 
ledge puffeth up, but charicy edi- 
fetch. 2 And if any man think 
that he kooweth any thing, he 
knoweth nothing yet as he ought 
toknow. 3 Butif any man love 
God, the fame is known of him. 
4 But as concerning the eating 
of chofe things that are offered 
in facrifice unto idols, we know 
that an idol és nothing in the 
world, and that there is none 
other God but one. ς For 
though there be that are called 
gods, and lords, whether in hea 
ven or in earth, as there be gods 
many, and lords many. 6 But 
to us is one God, the Father, 
of whom are all things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jefus Chrift, 
ty whom are all things, and we 


by him. 7 Howbeit there is not 
in every man that knowledge : 
for iome with confcience of the 
idol unto this hour, eat ic as a 
thing offered unto an idol; and 
theie conicience being weak, is 
defiled: 8 But meat commend- 
eth us not to God : for neither 
if we eat, are we the better ; 
neither if we eat not, are we the 
worle 9. But take heed leit by 
any means this liberty of yours 
become a ftumbling block to 
them that are weak, 10 For 
if any man fee thee who haf 
Knowledge fit at meat in the 
idols temple, fhall not the eon- 
fcience of him who is weak be 
emboldened to eat thofe things 
which are offered to idols? 11 
And through thy knowledge 
fhall the weak brother perith, for 
whom Chritdied? 12 But when 
ye fin {@ againft the brethren, 
and wound their weak confcience, 
ye fin againft Chrift. 13 Where- 
fore, if meat make?my brother to 
offend, I will eat no fich while 
she world ftandeth, left I make 
my brother to offend. 
1X. Am I not an apoftle ? 
am J not free? have I not feen 
Jefus Chrift our Lord ? are not 
you my work in the Lord? 2 
If 1 be not an apoftle unto 
others, yet doubtlels I am to 
you: forthe feal of mine apo- 
iWethip are ye. 3 Mice anfwer 
to them that do examine me, is 
this, 4 Havé we not power to 
eat andto drink? 5 Have we 
not power to lead about a fitter, 
a wife, as well as other apoftles, 
and thé brethren of the Lord, 
and Cephas?

7 Who goeth 
a warfare any time at his own 
charges ? who plaateth a vine- 
yard, and eateth and drinketh 
not the fruit thereof? or who

8 Say FE thefe 
things as a man? or faith not the 
Jaw the fame alfo? 9 For it is 
written, ‘Chou fhakc not muzzle 
the mouth of the ox that treadeth 
out the com, Doth God take 
care for oxen? τὸ Or faith he 
it altogether for our fakes? for 
our rs no doubt, it js writ- 
ten : that he thac ploweth fhould 
plow :n hope ; and that he that 
threfheth in hope, thould be par- 
taker of his hope 11 If we 
have fown unto you {piritual 
things, 7s 7¢ a great thing if we 
fha!l reap your carnal things ἢ 
12 If others be partakers of 
power over you, aré not we ra- 
ther? Neverthelefs, we have not 
ufed this power; but fuffer all 
things, left we fhould hinder the 
gofpel of Chrift. 13 Do ye 
not know that they which mini- 
fter about holy. things, tive of 
the things ofthe temple? and they 
who wait. at the altar, are par- 
takers with the altar? 14 Ewen 
fo hash the Lord ordained, that 
they who preach the gofpel, 
fhould live of the gofpel.

11 Truly when Σ was an 
infant, 1 {fpake as an infant, I 
underftood as an infant, I reafon- 
ed as an infant: When 1 became 
a man, I pot away the things of 
an infant. 12 Now we fee 
through a glafs darkly ; but chen 
face to face : now 1 know in part ;

13 And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, thefe 
three ; but the greatelt of thefe 
is charity. 

XIV. Follow after charity, and 
defire {piritual gifts, but rather 
that ye may prophefy. 2 For he 
that {peaketh with tongues, {peak- 
eth not unto men, but unto God:

unto the air. 10 There are, it 
may be, kinds of voices in the 
world, and none without fignifi- 
cation. 11 Therefore if I know 
not the meaning of the voice, I 
fhall be anto him that fpeaketh, a 
barbarian ; and he that fpeaketh 
a barbarian unto me, 12 Even 
fo ye, forafmuch as ye are zea- 
Jous of fpiricual gifts, feek chat 
ye may excel to the edifying of 
the church. 13 And therefore 
let him that {fpeaketh in a tongue 
pray fo that he do interpret. 14 
._ For if i pray in a tongue, my 
fpirit prayeth, but my under- 
fianding is unfruitful. 15 What 
is it then ? I will pray with the 
Spirit, and 1 wilt pray with a 
meaning alfo: I will fing with 
the fpirit, and 1 -will fing with 
a meaning alfo. 16 Elfe when 
thou fhale blefs in the fpi- 
ric, how thalf he that occupieth 
the room of the unlearned, fay 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, 
feeing he underitandeth πρὶ what 
thou fay: ft? +7 For thow verily 
giveft thanks well, but the other 
is not edifed. 18 I thank my 
God, I fpeak with a tongue more 
than you all; 19 Yer in the 
church I had rather fpeak five 
words by my mind, that I. may 
teach others alfo, than ten thon- 
fand words in a tongue.. 20 Bre- 
thren, be sot little children in 
underiianding : howbeit, in ma- 
lice be ye infants : but in under- 
flanding be perfect. 21 In the 
law it is written, With other 
tongues, and other lip:, will I 
fpeak unto this people: and yet 
r all that, will they not hear 
me, faith the Lord. 22 Where- 
fore tongues are for a fign, not 
to them that believe, but to them 


that believe not ; but prophefies, 
not for them that believe not, but 
for them that believe, 23 If 
therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and 
all jpeak with tongues, and there 
come in thofe that ase unlearnd, 


or unbelievers, will they not fay 


that ye are mad ? 24. But if all 
prophefy, and there come in one 


‘that believeth not, or unlearned, 
he is convinced of all, he is judg- 


ed of all: 25 And thus are the 


 fecrets of his heart made mani- 


fet; and falling down on bis 
face, he will worfhip God, and 
report that God is in you of a 
truth. 26 How is it then, bre- 
thren ὃ when ye come together, 
every one of you hath a doctrine, 
hath a pfalm, hath a revelation, 
hath a tongue, hath an interpre- 
tation.

31 For ye 
may all prophefy one by one, 
that all may Jearn, and ail may 
be comforted. 32 And the fpi- 
rit of the prophets is fubjeét to 
the prophets.

44. What 2 came the word of 
God ont from you? or came it 
unto you only ? 35 If any man 
think himfelf to be.a prophet, or 
fpiritual, jet him acknowledge 
that the things that I write unto 
you, are of ihe Lerd. 36 Bur 


if any man be ignorant, let him 


be ignorant. 37 Wherefore, bre- 
thien, 
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thren, covet to prophefy, and 
forbid not to fpeak with tongues. 
38 But let all chings be done de- 
cently, and according to the con- 
ftitution. 39 Let your women 
keep filence in the churches : for 
it is not permitted unto them to 
{peak ; but to be ander obedience, 
as alfo faith the law. 40 And 
if they will learn any thing, let 
them afk their hafbands at home : 
for it isa fhame for women to 
{peak in the church. 

XV. Moreover, brethren, I 
declare unto you the gofpel which 
I preached into you, which alfo 
you have received, and wherein 
ye fland; 2 By which alfo ye 


are faved. Ye ought to keep in’ 


memory what J preached unto 
you, unlefs ye have believed in 
vain, 3 For! delivered unto you 
firft‘of all, that which I alfo re-

forted of God. For as the 
fuffering of Chritt abounds in 
us, fo our coniolation alfo a- 
boundeth by Chrift. “6 And 
whether we be δἰ θεὰ, it és for 
your confolation and falvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the fame fufferings which we 
alfo fuffer : and our hope is fled- 
fafton your account: or whether 
we be comforted, it is for your 
confolation and falvation; 7 
Knowing that as you are par- 
takers of the fufferings, fo alfo 
of the confolation. 8. For we 
would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant of our trouble which 
came in Afta, that we were prel- 
fed out of meafure, above ftrength, 
infomuch that we defpaired even 
of life: But we sad the fen- 
tence of death in our felves, that 
we fhould not truft in oar felves, 
but in God, who raifeth the dead. 
10 Who delivered us from fo 
great a death; in whom we truoft 
that he will yet deliver vs: 11 
You alfo helping together by

prayer for us, that for the gift 
upon us by the means of many 
perfons, thanks may he given 
by many on your behalf.

For our rejoicing is this, the tes 
ftimony of our confcience, that 
in fimplicity and godly fincerity, 
not with fiehly wifdom, but. by 
the. grace of God, we have bad 
our converfation in the world, 
and more abundantly to you-. 
wards. 13 For we write none 
other things unto you, than what 
you read or acknowledge, and 
T cruft you fhali acknowledge to 
the rat 14 As alfo you have 
acknowledged gs in part, that we 
are your rejoicing, even as ye 
alfo ere ours in the day of the 
Lord Jefus Carift. τς And in 
this confidence I was minded to 
come unto you before, that yeu 
might have a fecond benefit: 
16 And to pais by you into Ma- 
to come again out 
of Macedonia unto you, and of 
you to be broyght on my way 
toward Judea. 17 When 1 there. 
fore was thus minded, did I ufe. 
lighenefs ? or che things that I 
purpofe, do I purpofe according 
to the flefh? that with me there 
fhould be yes, yes, and, no, no. 
18 But God ἐς true, our word 
toward you, was not yes and no. 
19 For the Son of God Jefus 
Chrift, who was preached among 


’ you by us, by me, and Silvanus, 


and Timotheus, was not yes 


‘and no, but in him was yes. 


20 For all the promifes of God 
in him are yes, and in him 
amen, unto the glory of God by 
us. 21 Now he who confirmeth 
us with you, ia Chrift, and hath 
anointed us, 4 God; 22 Who 
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hath alfo fealed us, and given cre 
earneft of the Spirit in our 
hearts. 23 Morcover, I call God 
for a record upon my foul, thai 
to {pare you 1 came not as yet 
unto Csrinth. 24 Not for that 
we have dominion over your 
faith, but are helpers of your 
joy : for by faith ye fiand. 

If And I determined this 
with my felf, that 1 would not 
come again to you in heavineis, 
2 For it J make you forry, who 
is he then that maketh me glad, 
but he who is made forry by me? 
3 And wrote this fame thing 


unto yeu, lett when 1 came I: 


fhoule have forrow upon forrow 
from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice ; having confidefice in you 
all, that my joy is that of you 
all, 4 For out of much af- 
Aiétion and anguifh of heart, 1 
‘wrote unto you with many tears ; 
not that you fhould be grieved, 
bue that ye might know the 
Jove which I have mere abun- 
dantly unto you. 5 But if any: 
have caufed: prief, he hath not 
Brieved me, bue in part : that I 
may not overcharge you all. 6 
Sufficient ‘to fuch a man is this 
punifhment, which was of the 


many. 7 So that contrariwife, s¢ 


ought rather to forgive and comfort, 
left perhaps fich an one fhould be 
Swallowed up with overmuch for- 
row. 8 Wherefore I befeech 
you, thet ye would confirm your 
Jove towards him. g For to this 
end alfo did I wrire, that I 
might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all 
things. 10 Towhom ye forgive 
any thing, I do it alfo : for if I 
forgave any thing, it was for 
your fakes, in the perfon of 
Chrift; 11 Left Satan fhould get 
an advantage of us: for we are 
not igeorant of his devices. rz 
furthermore when I came to 


Iroas by the gofpel of Chrift, 
and a door was o:ened unto me 
ot the Lord, 13 ihad no reit 
in my fpirit, beeaufe 1 found not 
Titus my brother: but taking 
my leave of them, | came trom 
thence into Macedonia. 14 Now 
thanks de unto God, who always 
cauleth us to triumph in Chrilt, 
and maketh manifeft the favour 
of his knowledge by us in every 
place. 15 For we are onto God 
a {weet favour of Chrift, in them 
that are faved, and in them that 
perith. 16 ‘To the one the fa- 
vour of d.ath unto death ; and 
to the ocher, the javour of life 
unto life: and who zs {ufficient 
for thefe things? 17 For we 
are not as the reff, who corrupt 
the wotd of God: but as of fin- 
cerity, but as of God, in 
the fight of God {peak we in 
Chrift, 
If. Do we begin again to 
commend our felves? or need 
we, as fome, commendatory epi- 
files to you, οἱ commendatory 
ones from you? 2 Ye are our 
epiftle written in our hearts, 
known and read of all men. 3 
Ye are manifefliy declared to be 
the epiftle of Chrift, miniftred 
by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God ; 
not in tables of ftone, but in 
fefhly tables of the heart: 4 


' And fuch cruft have we through 


Chrift to God-ward: § Not 
that we are fufficient of our felves 
to think any thing as of our 
felves : but our fufficiency és of 
God, 6 Who alfo hath made 
us able minifters of the new cove- 
nant, not of the letter, but of 
the fpiric: for the letter killeth, 
bat the fpirit giveth life 7 But 
if the miniftration of death writ- 
ten and ingraven in itones, was 
glorious, fo that the children of 
 Tirael could not ftedfafily behold 
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the face of Moles, for the glory 
of his countenance, which was 
to be done away; 8 How fhall 
not the miniftration of the fpirit 
be rather glorious? 9 Kor if 
the miniitration of condemnation 
be glory, much more doth the 
miniftration of rghteoufne(s ex- 
cecd in glory. to For even that 
which was made glorious, had 
no glory in this refpect, in com- 
parifon of the glory that excel- 
leth. τι For it chat which is 
done away wa: giorious, mach 
more that which remaineth is 
glorious. 12 Seeing then chat 
we have fuch hope, we ufe great 
plainneis of fpeech. 13 And not 
as Mofes put a vail over his face, 
that the children of Ifrael could 
not ftedfaftly look to the end of 
that which is abolifhed. 14 But 
their minds were blinded: for 
until this day remaineth the fame 
vail untaken away, in the read- 
ing of the old teftament; which 
is done away in Chrift. 15 But 
even unto this day, when Mofes 
is read, the vail is upon their 
heart. 16 Nevertheleis when it 
fhall turn to the Lord, the vail 
fhali be taken away. 17 Now 
the Lord is the Spirit, and where 
the Spirit of the Lord #1, is li- 
berty, 18 But we all with open 
face, beholding as in a glafs the 
glory of the Lord, are changed 
inte the fame image, from glory 
to glory, as by the Spirit of the 
Lord. 
IV. Therefore feeing we have 
this miniitry, aswe have received 
mercy we faint not: 2 But have 
renounced the hidden things of 
difhonefty, not walking in crafti- 
ne(s, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully, but by mani- 
feftation of the truth, commend- 
ing our felves to every man’s 
confcience in the fight of God. 


3 But if our gofpel be hid, it is | 
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hid to them that are loft: 4 
Ia whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them 
who believe not, Icit the light of 
the glorious gofpel of Chri, 
who is the image of God, fhould 
fhine. 5 Nor we-preach not opr 
felves, but Chrift Jefus che Lord 5 
and our felves your iervants for 
Jefus fake. 6 For God com- 
manded the light to thine out of 
darknefs, agd hath fhined in our 
hearts, to illuminate the know- 
ledge of his glory, in the perfon, 
of fefus Chriit, 7 But we have 
this treafure in eerchen veflels, 
that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 
8 We are troubled on every 
fide, yet not diltrefed; per- 
plexed, but not in defpair; 9 
Perfecuted, but not forfaken ; 
calt down, but not deltroyed ; 
10 Always bearing about in the 
body, the dying of the Lord 
Jefus, that the life alfo of Jefus 
Chrift might be made manifett in 
our body. 11 For we which 


- live, are always delivered . unto 


death for Jefus fake, that the life 
alfo of [εἰμ Chritt might be 
made manifeft in our mortal 
flefh. 12 So death worketh in 
us, but life in you. 13 We 
having the fame fpirit of faith, 
according as it ts written, I ber 
lieved, and therefore have I 
fpoken: we alfo believe, and 
therefore fpeak ; 14 Knowing, 
that he who raifed up the Lord 
Jefus, fhall raife up us alfo with 
Jefus, and hall prefent us with 
you. τς For alj things are for 
your . fakes, that the abun- 
dant grace, ‘might, throagh 
the thank{giving of many, re- 
dound to the glory of God. 16 
For which caufe we faint not, 
but though our outward man 
perth, yet our inward man is 
renewed day by day. 17 Forour _ 
light 
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light and fhort affli@ion, which 
is but for a moment, worketh 
for us a far more exceeding eter- 
nal weight of glory; 18 While 
we look not at the things which 
are feen, but at the things which 
aré not feen: for the things 
which are feen, are temporal; 
bac the things which are not feen, 
eternal. © 
V. For we know, that if our 
earthly houfe of this tabernacle 
were diffolved, that we have a 
building of God, an houfe not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. 2 For in this we grone 
earnellly, acong to be clothed 
upon with our hovfe which is 
from heaven: 3 Lf fo be that 
being unclothed, we hall not be 
found naked. 4 For we that 
are in this tabernacle do grone, 
being burdened: inafmuch as 
we would not be unclothed, but 
clothed upon, that mortality may 
be fwallowed up of life. 5. Now 
he that worketh wus for the felf- 
fame thing, is God, who hath 
iven unto us the earneft of the 
Spirit. 6 Therefore we are al- 
ways confident, knowing that 
whilft we are at home in the 
body, we are abfent from God. 
9 For we walk by faith, not by 
fight. 8 We are confident, and 
-willing rather to -be abfent from 
the body, and to be prefent with 
God. 9 Wherefore we labour, 
that whether prefent or abfent we 
may he accepted of him, 10 
For we muft ali appear before 
_ the judgment. feat of Chrift, that 
‘every one may receive the things 
‘done by his body, what he hath 
done, whether good or bad. 
11 Kaowing therefore the terror 
of the Lord, we perfuade men; 
but we are made. manifef& unto 
God, and I truft alfo, are made 
manifeft in your confciences. 
‘42 Fer we commend: not our 


‘felves again unto you, but give 
you occafion to glory on our be- 
half, that you may have fome- 
what for them which glory in 
appearance, and not in heart. 
12 For whether we be befides our 
ielves, ἐδ is for God: or whether 
we be fober, ἐξ zs for your caufe. 
14 For the love of Chrift con- 
ftraineth us, becaufe we thus 
judge, that #f one died for all, 
then were all dead: τς And 
he died for all, that they who 
live, fhould not henceforth live 
anto themfelves, but unto him 
who died for them, and rofe 
again, 16 Wherefore henceforth 
know we no man after the fieth: 
though we have known Chrift 
after the fleth, yet now henceforth 
know we im no more after the 
fiefh. 17 Therefore if any man 
de in Chrift, δὲ a new crea- 
ture: old things are pait away, 
behold they are become new, 
18 And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to him- 
felf by Chrift, and hath given 
to us the miniftry of reconcilia- 
tions 19 To wit, that God 
was in Chrift, reconciling the 
world unto himfelf, not imputing 
their trefpaffes unto them ; and 
hath committed uato us the word 
of the gofpel of reconciliation. 
20 Now then we are ambaffa- 
dors for Chrift, as though God 
did befeech by us: we pray in 
Chrift’s ftead, be ye reconciled 
unto God. z1 He hath made 
him fin for us, who knew no 
fin ; that we might be made the 
righteoufnefs‘of God in him. 

VI. We fellow-workers ex- 
horting you, Receive not the 
race of God in vain: 2.For 
¢ faith, I have heard thee in 
a time accepted, and in a day of 
falvation have I fuccoured thee : 
behold, now ἐν the accepted time; 
behold, now the day of falva- 
tion, 
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tion, 3 Giving no offence in 
any thing, that our miniftry be 
πος blamed: 4 But in all things 
approving our felves as the mini- 
fiers of God, in much patience, 
in afflictions, in neceflities, in di- 
firefles, ς In ftripes, in impri- 
fonments, in tumults, in labours, 
in watchings, in faflings, 6 In 
urity, in knowledge, in long- 
uffering, in kindnefs, in the 
Holy Ghoft, in love anfeigned, 
7 An the word of truth, in the 


power of God, in the armour of 


righteoufnefs, on the right hand, 
and on the left, 8 By honour 
and difhonour, by evil report and 
good report: as deceivers, and 
true; g As unknown, and well 
known; as dying, and behold, 
we live; as chaftned, and not 
killed; 10 As forrowful, yet 
alway rejoicing; as poor, yet 
making many rich; as having 
nothing, and poffefling all shings. 
tr Ὁ ye Connthians, our mouth 
is open unto you, our heart is 
enlarged. 12 Ye are not itrait- 
ned in us, but ye are ftraitned in 
your own bowels. 13 Now for 
a recompence in the fame, I 
fpeak as unto children, be ye 
alfo enlarged, 14 Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with un- 
believers: forwhat fellowfhip hath 
righteoufnefs with unrighteoufnefs? 
or what communion hath light 
with darknels? τς And what 
concord hath Chriit with Belial ὃ 
or what part hath he that believeth, 
with an infidel? 16 And what 
agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols ? for we are the 
temple of the living God; for God 
faith, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them ; and]! will be their 
God, and they fhall be my peo- 
ple. 17 Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye fe- 
parate, faith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing ;

and 1 will receive yoo, 18 And 
will be a Father wnto you, and 
γὲ fhall be my fons and daugh- 
ters, faith the Lord Almighty. 
VII. Having therefore thefe 
promifes, dearly beloved, let ‘us

3 I fpeak not this to condemn

Tis filled with has Ns Tan 
exceeding joyful in our mani- 
fold tribulation. 5 For when we 
were come into Macedonia, our 
flefh had no reft, but we were 
troubled on every fide; without 
fightings, within fears. 6 Never- 
thelefs, God that comforteth thole 
that are caft down, comforted us 
by the coming of Tits: 7 And 
not by his coming only, but by 
the confolation wherewith he wde 
comforted in you, when he told 
us your earneft defire, your 
mourning, your fervent mind 
toward me; fo that I rejoiced 
the more, 8 Forthough I made 
you forry with my epiltle, I do 
nat repent, though I did repent : 
for 1 perceive chat the fame epi- 
ftle made you forry, though but 
for a featon. g 1 rejoice, not 
that ye were made forry, but 
that ye forrowed to repentance : 
for ye were made forry after a 
godly manner, that ye might re- 
ceive damage by us in nothing. 
10 For godly forrow worketh 
repentance to falvation not to be 
repented of : but the forrow of 
the world worketh death. 11 
For behold, this felf-fame thing 


fort, 
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fort, what, carefulne fs ir wrought 


in you, yea, clearing of your 


Selves, yea, indignation, yea, fear, ἢ

Vill. Moreover, brethren, we 
make known to you the grace of 
God beitowed on the churches of 
Macedonia: 2 How that in a 
great trial of effliftion, ‘the abun. 
dance of their joy, and their 
deep poverty abounded unto the 
siches of their liberality. 3 For 
to sheir power I bear record, : yea, 
and beyond their power they were 
willing of theméelves, 4 Pray- 
ing us with much intreaty, thet 
ave would accept the gift, and the 
fellowfhip of the miniflring to 
the faints. And chie, not as 
ave hoped s but fir gave. their 
own felves τὸ the Lord, and unto 
us by the willof God. 6-Info- 
much that we have defired Titus, 
that as he had begun, fo he 


In our comfort we 


would alfo finifh in you the fame 
grace alfo. 7 ‘herefore as ye 
abound in every thing, in faith, 
in utterance, and knowledge, and 
in ali diligence, and in your love 
to us 3 that ye abound -in this 
grace alio. 8 I fpeak -not by 
commandment, but on account of 
the forwardnefs of others, and to 
prove the fincerity of your love. 
For ye know the grace of our 
rd Jetus Chrilt, that though he 
was rich, yet for your fakes he 
became poor, that ye through his 
verty might ber:ch. τὸ And 
rein I give advice: for this 15 
expedient for you, who have be. 
un before, not only to do, bur 
alfo to be forward a year ago. 
11 Now therefore perform the 
doing of it; that as there was a 
readinefs to will, fo there may be 
a performance alfo oat of that 
which you have. 12 Fer if 
there be firtt a willing mind, iz is 
accepted according to that a man 
hath, not according to chat he 
hath not. 13 For not that other 
men be eafed, and you burdened : 
14 Bat by anequality, tar now 
at this time your abundance may 
és for their want, that cheir abun- 
dance alfo may be for your want, 
that there may be τοῖν, 15 
As it is writen, He that bad 
much, had nothing over; and 
he that Jad Jitrle, had no lack. 
16 But thanks δεῖο God, who 
pat the fame earneft care into 
the heart of Tivus for you. 17 
For indeed he accepted the ex- 
hortation, but being more for- 
ward, of his own accord he went 
unto you, 18 And wehavefent 
with ‘him the brother, whofe 
praife és ‘in the gofpe}, throughout 
all che churches: 19 And not 
that only, but he was alfo chofen 
of the churches ro travel with us 
with this grace which is admini- 
ftred by us to the -glory of = 
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Lord, and of your ready mind. 
20 Avoiding this, that no man 
fhould blame us in this abun- 
dance which is adminiftred by us: 
21 For providing to do honeft 
things, not only in the fight of 
the Lord, but alfo in the fight of 
men. 22 And we have fent 
with them our brother, whom 
we have oftentimes proved dili- 
gent in many things, but now 
much more diligent, upon the 
great confidence towards us. 23 
Whether for Titus, δὲ is my 
partner, and fellow-helper con- 
cerning you: or for our jbre- 
thren, shey are the meflengers of 
thechurches, the glory of Chrift, 
24 Shewing thereby to them, 
and before the churches, the proof 
of your love, and of our boail- 
ing on your behalf. 

[X.. For as rouching the mini- 
firing to the faints, it is fuper- 
fluous for me to write to you. 
2 For] know the forwardnefs of 
your mind, for which } boat of 
you co them of Macedonia, that 
Achaia was ready a year ago 3 
and your zeal hath provoked very 
many. 3 Yet have we fent the 
brethren, left our boafting of you 
fhould be in vain in this behalf ; 
that, as I jaid, ye may be ready: 
4 Left haply if they of Macedo- 
nia come with me, and find you 
unprepared, and we, that we fay 
not, you, should be afhamed in 
this fame confidence. ς There- 
fore I have thought it neceflary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and 
make up beforehand your bounty, 
which had been promifed before, 
that the fame might be ready, as 
bounty, and not as covetoufnefs, 
6 But thus, He who foweth {pa- 
ringty, fhall reap alfo fparingly : 
and he who foweth bountilully, 
fhall reap bountifully. 7 Every 
man according as he purpofeth in

his heart ; not gredgingly, or of 


neceflity : for God loveth a cheer-- 
fal giver. 8 And God # able 
to make all grace abound to- 
wards you; that ye always hav- 
ing all fufficiency in all things, 
may abound toevery good se : 
9 As it is written, He hath dif- 
perfed abroad; he hath given to 
the poor: his righteouinefs re- 
maineth for ever, 10 Now he 
that miniftreth feed to the fower, 
will both minifter bread for your 
food, and wil] multiply γοῦν feed 
fown, atd will increafe the © 
fruits of your righteoufnefs. τι 
Being enriched in every thing 
to all bountifulnefs, whicn 
caufeth through us thankfgiving 
toGod. 12 For the adminiftra- 
tion of this fervice, not only fup- 
plieth the want of the faints, but 
is abundant alfo by many thark{- 
givings unto God; 13 Whiles 
by the experiment of this mini- 
ftration, they glorify God for 
your profeffed fubjefion unto 
the gofpel of Chriit, and for 
your liberal diftribution unto 
them, and unto all men. 14 
And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the ex- 
ceeding grace of God in you. 
15 Thanks de unto God for his 
unfpeakable gift. 

Now 1 Paul my felf be- 
feech you, dy the mecknefs and 
gentlenefs of Chrift, who in pre- 
tence am bafe among you, but 
being abfent am bold toward you. 
2 Bot I befeech you, that I may 
not be bold when I am prefent, 
with that confidence wherewith I 
think to be. bold againft fome 
who think of us, as if we walked 
For: 
though we walk inthe fiefh, we 
do not war after che fichh : 4 For 
the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through 


os tg the pulling down of

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firongholds, 5 Cafting down ima- 
Zinations, and every high thing 
that exalteth it felf againg the 
knowledge of God, and capti- 
Vating every thought, and bring- 
ing it unto the cbedience of 
Chrift: 6 And havigg in rea- 
dinefs to revenge all ‘oVedience, 
when your obedience’ is fulfilled. 
7 Do ye look on things after 
the outward appearance? if any 
man truft to himfelf, that he is 
Chrift’s fervant, let him of him- 
felf think this again, that as he 
3s Chrift’s, even {o are we Chrift’s. 
8 For though I fhould boaft fome- 
what more of our authority, which 
God hath given- for edification, 
and not for your deftruction, I 
fhould not beathamed: g That 
we may not jfecm to terrify you 
by epiftles. 10 For the epifiles 
(fays hc) are weighty and power- 
ful, but bodily prefence weak, 
and fpeech contemptible. 11 
Let fuch an one think this, that. 
fuch as we are in word by let- 
ters, when we are abfent, fuch 
evill we be alfo in deed, when we 
are prefent. 12 For we dare 
not make our felves of the num- 
ber, or compare our felves with 
thofe that commend themfelves : 

t they are meafuring them- 
felves by themfelves, and com- 
paring themfelves amongit them- 
felves. 13 But we will not boaf 
of things without ezr meafure, 
but according to the meafure of 
the rule which God hath diftri- 
buted to us, a meafure to reach 
evel unto you. 14 For we 
firetch not our felves too far, as 
though we reached not uuto you ; 
for we are come as far as to you 
alfo, in the gofpel of Chrifts 315 
Not boaiting of things without the 
Meafure of other mens labours ; 
but having hope, when your 
faith is increafed, that we fhalt 
be enlarged by-you according to 


our rule abundantly, 16 To 
preach the gofpei in the places 
beyond you, not to boail in an- 
other man’s line, οἱ things made 
ready to ourhand.

3 Buc 1 fear 
leR by any means, as the ferpent 
beguiied Eve through his fubtilty, 
your minds fhould be corrupted 
from the fimplicity and purity 
that is in Chrift. 4 For if he 
that cometh, preacheth another 
Jefus whom we have not preached, 
or ye receive another fpiric, which 
ye have not received, or another 
gofpel which ye have not ac- 
cepted, you would fairly fuffer 
him. 5 For I fuppofe J have 
not been among you a whit be- 
hind the very chief apoftles. 6 
Bat though 1 be rude in {peech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we 
have been throughly made mani- 
felt among you in all chings. 7 
Have I committed‘ an offence in 
abafing my felf that you might 
be exalted, becaufe I have preach- 
ed to you the gofpel of God free- 
lyf 8 1 robbed other churches, 
taking wages, to do you fervice. 
9 And when 1 was prefent with 
you and wanted, I was charge- 
able to no man: for that which 
was lacking to me, the brethren 
who came from Macedonia, fup- 
plied: and in all things I have 
kept my felf from being burden- 
fom unto you, and will keep my 
Jef. τὸ As the truth of Chrift 
is in me, no man fhall flop ἐφ: 
ο 
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of this boafting in the regions of | 


Achaia. 11 Wherefore? becaufe 
I love you not? God knoweth. 
12 But whac Ido, that 1 will 
do, that] may cut off occafion 
from them which defire occafion, 
that wherein they glory,.. they 
may be found even as we. 13 
For fuch are falfe apofiles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming 
themlelves into the apoltles of 
Chritt. 14 And no marvels for 
Satan himfelt is transformed inte 
an angel of light. 15 ΤΡ is no 
great thing if his miniiters alfo 
be transformed as the miniflers 
of righteouinefs ; whofe end fhall 
be according to their works. 16 
I fay again, Let no man think 
me a fool; if ocherwife, yet as 
a fool receive me, that I may 
boaft my felf a litde.

18 Seeing that ma- 
ny glory after the ficfh, I will 
glory alfo.

26 In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils by countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the 
city, in perils in the wildernefs, 
in perils in the fea, in perils 
among falfe brethren; 27 
In wearinefs and painfulnefs,

And through a window in 2 
batket was I let down by the 
wall, and efcaped his hands, 
AIL, Itis not expedient doubt- 
lefs to glory: I will come to vi- 
fions and revelations of the Lord. 
z I knew a man in Chrift fourteen 
ears ago, whether in the body, 
cannot tell ; or whether out of 
the body, I cannot tell: God 
knoweth : fech an one caught 
up tothe third heaven. 3 And, 
1 knew fuch a man, whether in 
the body, or out of the body, ὦ 
cannot tell: God knoweth : 4 
How that he was caught up inta 
paradife, and heard un{peakable 
words, which it is not lawful for 
aman to utter. ς Of fuch an 
one wili I glory : yet of my felf

12 Truly the figns of an 
apoltle were wrought among you 
in all patience, in figns, and 
wonders, and mighty deeds.

For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, ex- 
cept that I my felf was not bur- 
denfom to you? forgive me this 
wrong. 14 Behold, this- third 
time I am ready to come to yous 
and I will not be burdenfom to 
you; for I feek not yours, but 
you: for the children ought not 
to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 15 And 
I will very gladly {pend and be 
fgent for you: the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the lefs I am 
beloved: 16 But b> ic fo, I did 


not burden you: neverthelefs, be- 
ing crafty, I caught you with 
guile. 17 Did I make a gain of 
you by any of them whom | {ent 
unto you? 181 defired Titus, 
and with im Ifent a brother : 
did Titus make a gain of you? 
walked we not in the fame {pi- 
rit ? not in the fame fleps? 19 
Again, think you that we excufe 
our felves unto you? we {peak 
before God in Chrift: but all 
things, dearly beloved, are for

GALATIANS. 


CHAP. I. 

AU L an apofile, not of 

men, neither by man, bur 
by Jefus Chrift, and God ‘the 
Father, who raifed him from the 
dead, 2 And all the brethren 
who are with me, unto the 
churches of Galatia: .3 Grace 
te to you, and peace from God 
the Father, and our Lord Jefus 
Chrif, 4 Who gave himfelf for 
our fins, that he might deliver 
us from this prefent evil world, 
according to the will of God, 
and our Father: 5 To whom 
fe glory for ever and ever, 
Amen. 6 I marvel that ye are 
io ioon removed from me that 
called you into the grace of Jeius 
Chrift, unto another gofpel: 7 
Which is not another ; but there 
be fome that trouble you, and 
would pervert the gofpei of Chrif. 
ὃ But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gofpel unto ycu, than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accuricd. g As we laid 


before, fo fay I now again, if 
_any one. preach any other gofpel 
unto you, than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be accarfed.. 10 
For do I now perfuade men, or 
God? or -do f feek to pleafe 
men? If I yet pleafed men, I 
fhould nat be the fervant of Chritt. 
11 -For 1 certify you, brethren, 
that-the gofpel whith was preach- 
td of me, ts not after man. .12 
For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught is, but by 
the: revelation of Jefus Chrift. 
13 For. ye have heard of my 
converfation in time ρα, in the 
Jews religion, that beyond mea- 
fure I perfecuted the church of 
God, and wafted it: 14 And 
profited in the few religion 
above many my equa's in mine 
own natjon, beirg more ex- 
ceedingly zealous of the tradi:ions 
of my fathers. 15 But when it 
pleafed God, who feparated me 
from my mothers womb, and 
called me by .his grace, τό. Τὸ 
reveal bis Son in me, that I 
might 
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might preach him among the 
heathen ; immediately I confer- 
red not with flefh and blood: 17 
Neither went I up to Jerufalem, 
to.them who were apoitles before 
me; but I went into Arabia, and 
returned again unto Damajicus. 
18 Then after three years] went 
up to ferufalem, to fee ‘Peter, 
and abode with him fifteen days, 
19 Bur other of the apoftles faw 
I none, fave James the Lord’s 
brother, 20 Now the things which 
I write unto you, behold, before 
God, I lie not. zt Afterwards 
I came into the regions of Syria 
apd Cilicia: 22 And was un- 
known by face unto the charches 
of Judea, which were in Chrift : 
23 But they had heatd only, 
That he which perfecuted us in 
times paft, now preacheth the 
faith which once he deftroyed. 
24And they glorified God in me. 

11. Then fourteen Years after, 
I went up again to Jerufalem, 
with Barnabas, and took Titus 
with me alfo. 2 And I went up 
by revelation, and communicated 
unto them that gofpel which I 
preach among the Gentiles, but 
Privately to them who were of 
reputation, left by any means I 
fhould run, or had run in vain. 
3 But neither Titus, who was 
with me, being a Greek, was 
compelled to be circnmeifed : 4 
And that becaufe of falfe brethren 
unawares brought in, who came 
in privily to fpy out our liberty, 
which we have in Chrift Jefus, 
that they might bring us into 
bondage: ς We gave place by 
fubjection, no ποὶ for an hoar ; 
that the trath of che gofpel might 
continue with you. 6 But of 
‘thefe, who feemed to be fome- 
what : whatfoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me ; God 
accepreth no man’s perfon: for 
they who feemed to be fracwhat, 


in conference added nothing to 
me. 7 Bot contrariwife, when 
they faw that the gofpel of the 
uncircumcifion was committed 
unto me, as that of the circum- 
cifion was unto Peter; 8 For he 
that wrought effectually in Peter 
to the apoitlefhip of the circum- 
cifion, the fame was mighty in 
me towards the Gentiles. g And 
when Peter, James, and John, 
who feemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to me and 
Barnabas the right hands of fel- 
lowfhip ; that we fbould go unto 
the heathen, and they unto the 
circumcifion, 310 Only that we 
fhould remember the poor ; the 
fame which [I alfo was forward 
todo, 11 But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withftood him 
to the face, becaufe he was to be 
blamed. 12 For before that cer- 
tain came from James, he did eat 
with the Gentiles ; but when they 
were come, he withdrew, and 
feparated himfelf, fearing them 
who were of the circumcifion. 
13 And the other Jews diffem- 
bied likewife with him ; info- 
much that Barnabas alfo was car- 
ried away with their diffimula- 
tion. 14 But when I faw that 
they walked not uprightly, ac- 
cording to the truth of the go- 
{pel, 1 faid unto Peter before all, 
If thou, a Jew, liveft after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as 
do the Jews. How compelleft 
thou the Gentiles co live as do 
the Jews? 15 We Jews by na- 
ture, and not finners of the Gen- 
tiles; 16 And knowing that a 
man is not juttified by the works 
of the law, bur by the faith of 
Jefus Chrift, even we have be- 
lieved in Jefus Chrift; that we 
might be juftified by the faith of 
Chrift, and not by the works of 
the law: for by the works οἵ 
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the law shall πὸ fleth be juftified. 
37 But if while we feek to be 
juttiied by Chritt, we ourfelves 
alfo are found finners, is then 
Chri the minifter of fin? By 
no means. 18 For if I build a- 
gain the things which I deitroyed, 
1 make mylelf a tranigreffor, 19 
For 1 through the Jaw am dead 
to the law, that I might live un- 
to God. 20 Iam crucified with 
Chrift : Neverthelefs I live ; yet 
net I, but Chrilt liveth in me : 
and the life which 1 now live in 
the fiefh, I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himfelf for me. 21 I 
do not fruftrate the grace of God : 
for if righteoufnefs ὅς by the law, 
then Chrift is dead in vain. 

111. O foolith Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you ? before whofe 
eyes Jefus Chrift hath been evi- 
dently fet forth, crucified among 
you, 2 This only would 1 learn 
of you, received ye the Spirit by 
the works of the law, or by the 
hearing of Faith? 3 Are ye fo 
foolifh ? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flefh? 4 Have ye fuffer- 
ed fo many things in vain ? if i# 
be yetin vain. ς He therefore. 
that miniftreth to you the Spirit, 
and worketh miracles among you, 
is it by the works of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith ? 6 Even 
as Abraham believed God, and 
it was accounted to him for righ- 
teoufnefs. 7 Know ye therefore, 
that they which are of faith, the 
fame are the children of Abra- 
ham. 8 And the fcripture fore- 
feeing that God would juitify the 
heathen through faith, preached 
before the gofpel unto Abraham, 
In thee fhall all nations be bief- 
fed. 9. Sothen, they who be of 
faith, are bleffed with faithful 
Abraham, 10 For as many as 
ue of the works of che law, are 


under the curfe: for it is written, 
Carfed ἐξ every one that conti- 
nueth not in all things which are 
written in the book of the law 
todothem., 11 But that noman 
is juftified by the law in the fight 
of God, ἐς evident: For it is 
written, that The juft fhall live 
by faith, 12 And the law is 
not of faith ; but, He that doth 
them, fhall live in them.

Chriit hath redeemed us from the 
curfe of the law, being made a 
carfe for us: It is written, Curfed 
és every one that hangeth on ἃ 
tree: 14 That che bleffing of 
Abraham might come on theGen- © 
tiles through Jefus Chrift ; that 
we might receive the promife of 
the Spirie chrovgh Bich. τῷ 
Brethren, I {peak after the man- 
ner of men ; Though it be but 
a man’s covenant, yet if it be 
confirmed, no man difannulleth, 
or addeth thereto. 16 Now to 
Abraham and his feed were the 
promifes made. He faith not, 
And to feeds, as of many; but 
asof one, And to thy feed, who 
is Chrift. 17 And this I fay, 
‘The covenant that was confirmed 
before of God in Chrift, the law 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot difan- 
nul, that it fhould make the pro- 
mife of none effet. 18 For if 
the inheritance é¢ of the law, ἐὲ 
is no more of promife ; but God 
gave itto Abraham by promife.

It was added becaufe of tranfgref= 
fions, till the feed fhould come, 
to whom the promife was made;

‘the promifes of God ? God for- 


bid: for if there had been a law 
given which could have given life, 
verily righteoufnefs fhould vehi 
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been by the law, 22 But. the 
cripture hath concluded all un- 
der fin, that the promife by faih 
of Jefus Chrift might be given to 
them that believe, 23 But before 
faith came, we were kept under 
the law, fhut up unto the faith, 
which thould afterwards be revea!- 
ed. 24 Wherefore the law was 
our {chool-maiter, unto Chrilt 
Jeius, that we might be juftified 
by faith, 25 But after that faith 
as come, we are no longer under 
a {chool-mafter. 26 For ye are 
all the children of God by faith 
in Chriit Jefus, 27 For as many 
of you as have been baptized into 
Chrift, have put on Chriit. 28 
‘There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, 
there is neither male nor female: 
for ye are all one in Chrift. fefus. 
zg And if ye be one in Chriit 
Jefus, then indeed are ye Abra- 
ham’s feed, and heirs according 
to the promife, 

IV, Now I fay, The heir as 
long as he is a child, differeth 
nothing from a fervant, though 
he be lard of all; 2 But is un- 
der tutors and governors, until 
the time appointed of the father. 
3 Even fo we, when we were 
children, were in bondage under 
the elements of the world: 4 
But when the fulnefs of the time 
was come, God. fent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, made 
under the Jaw, 5 To redeem 
them that were under the. law, 
that we might receive the adop- 
tion of fons.

28 Now we, brethren, as Ifaac 
was, are the children of the pro- 
miie. 29 But as tien he that 
was born after the fleth perfecut- 
ed him after the Spirit, even fo 
it is now. | 30 Neverthelefs, 
what faith the fcripture? alt 
out the bond-svoman and her fon ; 
for the fon of the bond woman 
fhali not be heir with my fon I- 
ἴλας, 31 So, Brethren, we are 
not children of the bond-woman, 
but of the free. ᾽ 


__ V. Stand faft therefore in the- 


liberty wherewith Chrift hath 
made us free, and be not en- 
tangled again with the yoke of 
bondage. 2 Behold, I Paul fay 
unto you, that if ye be circum- 
cifed, Chrift fhall profit you no- 
thing.

4 According as he hath chofen 
us in him, before the foundation 
of the world, that we fhould be 
holy, and without blame before 
him in love: 5 Having prede- 
flinated us unto the adoption of 
children by Jefus Chrift to him- 
felf, according to the good plea- 
fure of his will, 6 To the praife 
of the glory of his grace, where- 
in he hath made us accepted in 
his beloved Son. 7 In whom 
we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgivenefs of fins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace ; 
8 Wherein he hath abounded to- 
ward us in all wifdom and pru- 
dence, g Having made kaown 
unto us the myftery of his will, 
according to the good pleafure, 
which he hath purpofed in him- 
Εἰ: 10 Thac in the difpenfa- 
tion of che fulnefs of times, he 
would gather together in one all 
things in Chrift, both which are 
in heaven,and which are on earth, 
in him: 1t In whom alfo we 
have been called ; being predefti- 
nated according to the purpofe of 
him who workcth all things af- 
ter che counfel of his own will : 
2 ‘Shae we fhould be to the 


praife of Sis glory, who firft ho- 
ped in Chrift. 13 In whom ye 
alfo did fo, after that ye heard the 
word of truth, the gofpel of your 
falvation : in whom after that ye 
believed, ye were fealed with that 
holy Spirit of promife, 14 Who 
is the earneft of our inheritance, 
until the redemption of the pur- 
chafed poffeffion, unto the praife 
of his glory, 15 Wherefore I 
alfo, after I have heard of your 
faith in the Lord Jefus Chrift, and 
love unto all the faints, 16 1 
will not ceafe to give thanks for 
you, making mention in my pray- 
ers; 17 That the God of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
lory, may give unto you the 
pirit of wifdom and revelation, 
in the knowledge of him: 18 
The eyes of your heart being en- 
lightned ; that ye.may know 
what is the hope of his calling, 
what the riches of the glory of 
his inheritance in the faints, 19 
And what zs the exceeding great- 
nef of his power towards you 
who believe, according to the 
working of his mighty power 5 
zo Which he wrought in Chrift, 
when he raifed him from the 
dead, and fet him at his own 
right hand in the heavenly p/aces, 
z1 Far above all principality, 
and power, and might, and do- 
minion, and every name that is 
named, not only in this age, but 
alfo in that which is to come : 
22 And hath put all things un- 
der his feec, and gave him the 
head over all things to the church, 
22 Which is his body, the ful- 
nefs of him chat filleth all in all. 
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ἯΙ. And you who were dead 
in your trefpafies and fins,: 2 
‘Wherein in ume palt ye walked 
according to the courfe of this 
world, according to the priace 
of the power of the air, the fpi- 
rit that now wotketh in the chil- 
dren of difobedience. 3 Among 
whom alfo we all ‘had’ our con- 
verfation in times paft, in the 
lufts of our fleth, fulfilling the 
defires of the θεῖ, and of the 
mind ; and were by nature the 
children of wrath, even as others. 
4 But God, who is rich in mercy, 
for the great love wherewith he 
Joved us, 5 Even when'we were 
dead in fins, hath quickned us 
together with Chrift, by whofe 
grace ye are faved. 6 And ‘hath 
raifed ws up together, and made 
us fit together in heavenly péaces 
in Chrift Jefus. “7 That in ‘the 
ages to come he might fhew the 
exceeding riches of his grace, in 
kindnefs towards us, ° through 
Chri. 8 For-by his grace are 
we faved, through faith ; and 
that not of our felves; 2} ἦς the 
pit of God: 9 Not ‘of works, 
eft any man fould boalt; ‘10 
For we are his workmanthip, 
created in Chrift Jefus ynto good 
works, which ‘God’ hath ‘before 
ordained, that we fhould waik in 
them. τι Wherefore remember 
that ye evere in time paffed'Gen 
tiles in the ficth, ‘who are called 
uncircumcifion by that which is 
called the circumcifion in the 
-flefh made by hands; 12 That 
at that time ye were without 
Chrift, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of Ifrael, and 
itrangeérs from the covenants of 
promife, having no hope, and 
without God inthe world : 12 
Bur now in Chrift Jefus, ye who 
Tometimes were far'off, are made 


nigh ‘by the blood of Chrift. τὰ" 
For he is our peace, who hath . 


made both one, attd hath broken 
_down the middle wali of parti- 
‘tion’ between us ; τς Having 
abolifhed in his fiefh the enmity, 
the law of commandments, in 
ordinancce, for to make in-him- 
felf,, of twain, one new man, 
making peace ; 16 And that 
he might reconcile both unto 
God in one body by the crofs, 
having flain the enmity thercby : 
17 And came, and preached 
peace to thofe who were afar off, 
and co thofe that were nigh, 18 
For through him we both have 
an accefs by one Spirit unto the 
Father: 19 Now therefore ye 
are no more ftangers and foreign- 
ers, but fellow-citizens with the 
faints, and of the houfho!ld of 
God; 20 And are built upon 
the foundation of the apoftles and 
rophets, Jefus Chritt himfelf 
eing the chief corner-flone; 21 
In whom all the building fitly 
framed together, groweth unto 
am holy temple in the Lord; 22 
In ‘whom you elfo are builded 
together for an habitation of God 

through the Spirit. 
ΠῚ For this caufe, I Paul, 
the prifoner of Chrift, am an 
ambaflador for you Gentiles ;

5 Which in 
other ages was not made known 
voto the fons of men, as itis now 
revealed unto his holy apottles 
and prophets by the Holv Spi- 
rit; 6 That the Gentiles fhou'd 
be fellow-heirs, and of the fame 
body, and partakers of the pro- 
mife in Chrift, by the gofpel: 
Ἢ Whereof I have been made a 
minifler, 
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minifter, according to the gift of 
the grace of God given unto me, 
by the effectual working of his 

wer.. 8 Unto me, who am 
lefs than the leaft of all faints, 
is this grace given, that 1 should 
preach among che Gentiles the 
unfearchable riches of Chrift.

And-to make all men fee, what

Always in every prayer of mine : 
. for you all making requef with | 
joy; ς For your. fellowhhip in | 
the gofpel from the firft day until 
now ; 6 Being confident of this 
very thing, that he who hath be- 
gun a good work in you, will 
perform it until the day of Jefus 
Chrift; 7 Even as it is meet } 
for me to think this of you all, | 
pecaufe I have you in my heart, | 
fnafnuch as both im my bonds, | 
and in the defence and confirma- : 
tion, of the gofpel, ye all are par- 
takers of my grace, 8 For God 
is my record, how greatly I long ; 
after you all, in ¢he bowels of ; 
Fefus Chrift, 9 And this I pray, ; 
that your love may abound yet ' 
more and more in knowledge, - 
und all judgment ; τὸ That ye 
may approve things that are ἐξ... 
cellent ; that ye inay be fincere, 
and without offence till the day of 
Chrift; 11 Being filled wich the 
fruits of righteoufhefs, which are 
by Jefus Chrift unto the glory 
and praife of Chrift.[God.] 12 
But I would ye fhould utder- 
ftand, brethren, that the things 
about me, have fallen out rather . 
unto the furtherance of the Go- 
{pel ; “13 So chat my bonds in 
Chriik are manifeft in all the pa- 
Jace, and in all other places; 14 
And ‘many of the brethren in the: 
Lord waxing confident by my 
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bonds, are much more bold to 
fpeak the word of God without 
fear. 15 Some indeed preach 
Chrift even of envy and itrife ; 
and fome alfo of good will. 16 
But one preach Chérif of love, 
knowing that I am {et for the de- 
fence of the gofpel. 27 ‘The 
other preach Chrift of contention, 
not fincerely, fuppofing to add 
afflifion to my bonds ; 18 What 
then ὃ notwithitanding every way, 
whether in pretence, or in truth, 
Chriit is preached ; and therein 
do rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 
19 For I know that this thall 
turn to my falvation through your 

rayer, and the fupply of the 
Spirit of Jefus Chritt, 20 Ac- 
cording to my earneft expeCation 
and my hope, that in nothing I 
fhall be afhamed, but with all 
boldnefs, as always, now alfo 
Chrift thall be magnified in my 
body, whether by life or by death. 
21 For to me to live is Chrii, 
and to die ἐν gain. 22 But whe- 
ther I live in the flefh, this zs 
worth my while ; yet what I 
fhall choofe, I wot not. 23 But 
I am in a ftrait between two, ha- 
ving a defire to depast, and to be 
with Chrift ; which is far better : 
24 Neverthelefs, to abide in the 
flefh, is ‘more necdfal for you. 
25 And having this.confdence, 
1 ‘know that 1 fhall abide ard 
continue with you all, for your 
furtherance and joy of faith: 20 
That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jefus Chrift for me, 
by my coming to you again. 27 
Only let your donverfation he as 
it becometh the gofpel of Chrift : 
that whether 1 come and (ee you, 
or elfe be abfent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye fland faft in 
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one fpirit, with one mind, ftriv- 
ing together for the faith of the 
goipel ; 28 And in nothing ter- 
rified by your adverfaries : which 
is to them an evident token of 
perdition, but to us of falvation, 
aad that of God. 29. For ynto 
you ἐς is given in the behalf of 
Chrift, not only to believe on 
him, but alfo to fuffer for his 
fake ; 30 Having the fame con- 
flict which ye both faw in me, 
and now hear #o de in me. 

HI. 1 there be therefore any 
confolation in Chrift, if any com- 
fort of love, if any fellowship of 
the Spirit, if any bowels and 
mercies; 2 Fulfil ye my joy, 
that ye be unanimous, having the 
fame love, of one accord, of one 
mind. 3 Do nothing through 
ftrife, or vain-glory, but in low- 
linefs of mind let each efleem 
others better than themfelves. 4 
Lookiag, not every man on his 
own things, but every man on 
the things of others. 5 Let this 
mind be in you, which was alfo 
in Chrift Jefus: 6 Who being 
in the form of a Ged, did not 
take upon him to be equal toa 
‘God: 7 But made himfelf of 
no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a fervant, and was 
made in the likenefs of men: 8 
And being found in fafhion as a 
man, he humbled himfelf, and 
became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the crofs. g Where- 
fore God alfo hath highly exalt- 
ed him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: 10 
That at the name of Jefus every 
knee fhould bow,of sbings in hea- 
ven, and on earth, and under the 
earth; εἰ And that every tongue 
fhould confefs, that Jefus Chrift 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. 12 Wherefore my be- 
loved, as ye have always obeyed, 
not as in my prefence only, but 


now muth more in my abfence αὶ 
work out your own falvation with 
fear and trembling. 13 For it 
is God who worketh ia you, both 
to will and to do of bis good 
pleafare. 14 Do all things with- 
out murmurings and difputings : 
ig That ye may be blamele/s and 
hasmle(s, the ions of God, with- 
out rebuke, in the midft of a 
crooked and perverfe generation, 
among whom fhine ye as lights 
in the world: 16 Holding forth 
the word of life ; chat 1 may re- 
joice in che day of Chrift, that I 
ve not run in vain, neither la- 
boured in vain, 1.) Yea, and if 
may blood be — ont upon the 
facrifice and fervice of your faith, 
I joy, and rejoice with you all. 
18 For the fame caufe alfo do 
€ joy, and rejoice with me. _ 
Bui f truft in Chritt Jefus, to font 
Timothy fhortly unto you, that 
1 alfo may be of good comfort, 
when I know yoar flate. 20 For 
I have no man like-nrinded, who 
will naturally care fer your flate. 
21For all feck their own, not the 
ong which are Jefus Chrii’s. 
22 But ye know the proof of 
him, that as a fon with the fe- 
ther, he hath ferved with me in 
the Gofpel. 23 Him therefore 
I hope to fend prefently, fo foon 
28 J fhall fee how it will go with 
me. 24 But! truft in the Lord, 
that I alfo myfelf thail came 
fhortly, 25 Yet I fuppofed ἐς 
.neceflary to fend to you Epaphro- 
ditus, my brother, and fellow- 
foldier, but your meflenger, and 
he that miniftred to my want. 
26 For he longed to fee you all, 
and was full of heavinefs, be- 
caufe chat ye had heard thas he 
had been fick. 27 For indeed he 
was fick nigh unto death: but 
-God had mercy on him; and 
not on him only, but on. me alfo, 
left I thould bave forrow upon 
forrgw. 
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forrow. 28 I have fent him 
therefore the more carefully, that 
when ye fee him again, ye may 
rejoice, and that I may be the 
leis forrowful. zg Receive him 
therefore in the Lord with all 
gladnefs, and hold fuch in repu- 
ration : 20 Becaufe for the work 
of Chrift he was nigh unto death, 
expofing his life to danger to fup- 
ply your lack of fervice toward 
me. 

III. Finally, my brethren, re- 
joice in the Lord. To write the 
fame things to you, to me indeed

_ an ‘Hebrew of the Hebrews ; as 
touching the law, a Pharifee ; 6 
Concerning zeal, perfecuting the 
charch 3 touching the righteouf- 
nefs which is in the law, blamelefs, 
7 But what things were gain to 
me, thofe [ counted lofs for Chrift. 
8 Yea doubtlefs, and I counc all 
things bet lofs, for the excellency 

- of the. knowledge of Chri Jelus 
may Lord : for whom I have fuf- 
fered the lofs of all things, and do 
court them but dung that I may 
avin Chrift, 9 And be found in 
him, not having mine own righ- 
teoufnefe, which is of the law, 
but that which is threugh the 

“faith of Chrift, the righteoufnels 
which is of God by faith: 10 
That I may know him, and the 

-powet of his refurreGtion, and 

~the fellowth'p of his {ufferings, 


being made conformable unto his 
death; τι If by any means I 
mighe attain τὸ that re{urrection 
which is of the dead: 12 Net 
as though I had already attained, 
or am already juitified, either 
were already perfec : but I fol- 
low after, if that | may appre- 
hend chat for which I am appre- 
hended of Chrift. 13 Brethren, 
T count not my felf to have yet 
apprended : but one thing J do, 
forgetting thofe things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto 
thofe things which are betore, 
14 I prefs toward the mark, for 
the prize of the high calling cf 
God in the Lord Jeius Cariit. 
15 Let us therefore, as many as 
be perfect, be thus minded : and 
if in any thing ye be otherwile 
minded, God. thal] reveal even 
this unto you. 16 Neverthelets, 
whereto we have already aitained, 
let us be unanimous : jet us walk 
by the fame ru‘e, 17 brethren, 
be followers together of me, and 
mark them who walk fo, as ye 
have us for an enfample, 18 For 
many walk, of whom, we have 
fatd to you often, and now tell 
you weeping, they are the ene- 
mies of the crofs of Chritt: 19 
Whole end is deitruction, whole 
God is the beily : and glory ss in 
their fhame, who mind earthly 
things. zo For our converfation 
is in heaven, from whence alfo we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Je- 
fus Chrift: 21 Who hall change 
our vile body, to ὅδ like unto h:s 
glorious body ; according to the 
working whereby he is able even 
to fubdue all things unto himfelf. 
IV. Therefore, my brethren, 
dearly beloved and longed for, 
my joy and crown, fo ftand fait 
in the Lord, my dearly beloved. 
2 I befeech Euodia, and befeech 
Syntyche, that they be of the 
fame mind in the Lord. 3 Nay, 
- I entreat 
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I entreat thee aifo, true yoke-fel+

are in the book of life. 4 Re- 
joice in the Lord alway : again 
Liay, Rejoice. 5 Let your mo- 
deration be known unto ail men. 

6 Be careful 
for nothing : but in every thing 
by prayer and fupplication with 
thank{giving, let your requeits be 
made known unto God, 7 And 
the peace of God which paffeth 
all underftanding, fhall keep your 
hearts and minds through Chrift 
Jefus. 8 Finally, brethren, what- 
foever things are true, whatfoever 
things honeft, whatfoever things 
joft, whatfoever things pure, what- 
foever things lovely, whatfoever 
things of good report ; if shere 
be any virtue, and if any praife 
of knowledge think on thefe 
things. g Lhofe things which 
ye have both learned, and receiv- 
ed, and heard, and feen in me, 
do ; and the God of peace fhall 
be with you.

things I am: inftructed, both to be 
full and το be hungry, both to 
abound and to fuffer need. 13 ἢ 
can.do ali things through Cahrift 
who itrengthnech me, 14 Neot- 
withftanding, ye have well done, 
that ye did communicate with my 
affliction. 1 Ye,Philippians know 
alfo, that in the beginning of the 
gofpel, when 1 departed from 
Macedonia no church communtiy 
cated with me, as concerning giv- 
ng and receiving, but ye only. 
16 For even in ‘I heffalonica ye 
fent once and again uxte my ne- 
ceflity. 17 Not becauie I defire 
a gift: buc I defire fruit that may 
abound to your account. 18 But 
I have all, and abound: I am 
full, having received of Epa- 
phroditus what was fent from 
you, an odour of a {weet {mell, 
a facriice acceptable, well-plea- 
19 Bat my God 
fhall fupply all your need accord- 
ing to the riches in glory, by

and our Father: 4 Knowing; 
brethren beloved, your eleétion 
of God. 5 For our gofpel came 
Hot unto you in word only, but 
alfo in power, and in the Holy 
Ghoft, and in much affarance ; 
as ye know what manner of men 
we were among you for your 
fake. 6 And ye became followers 
of us, and of the Lord ; having 
received the word in much afftic- 
tion, with jay of the Holy Ghof : 
7 So that ye are become enfam- 
ples to all that believe in Mace« 
donia and in Achaia. 8 For 
from you foanded ovt the word 
of the Lord, not only in Mace- 
donia and in Achaia, but in every 
place our faith to God-ward ‘is 
fpread abroad, fo that we need 
not to fpeak any thing. 9 For 
they themfelves thew of us, what 
Manner of entring in we had 
unto you, and how ye turned to 
God from idols, to ferve the liv- 
mg and true God, τὸ And to 
wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raifed from the dead, 
Jefus, who delivereth us from the 
wrath that is coming. 
EI. For your felves, brethren, 
knew our entrance in unto you, 


that it was not in vain. 2 But 
after that we had fuffered before, 
and were fhamefully entreated, 
as ye know, at Philippi, we were 
bold in our God to fpeak unio 
you the gofpel of God with much 
contention, 3 For our exhor- 
tation was not of deceit, nor of 
uncleannefs, nor in guile: 
But as we were allowed of God 
to be put in traf with the gofpel,; 
even fo we fpeak, not as piealing 
men, but God, who crieth our 
hearts. 5 For neither at any 
time ufed we flattering words, as 
ye know, nor a cloke of cove- 
toufnefs ; God is witnefs. 6 Nor 
of men fought we glory, neither 
of yoa, nor yet of others, when 
we might have been burdenfom, 
as the apoftles of Chrift. 7 But 
we were infants in the midit of 
you, even as a furfe cherifheth 
her children: 8 So, being af- 
feionately defirous of you, we 
were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gofpel of God 
only, but alfo our own fouls, be- 
caufe ye were dear unto us. g 
For ye remember, brethren, our 
Tabour and travail: labouring 
night and day, becaufe we would 
not be chargeable unto any of 
you, we preached anto you the 
gofpel of Gods 10 Ye are wit- 
nefies, and God, ‘how holily, and 
juftly, and unblameably we be- 
haved our felves among you that 
believe: 11 As you know, how 
_we exhorted and comforted, and 
charged every one of you, as a 
father his children, 12 That ye 
would walk worthy of God, wha 
hath called you unto his kingdom 
and glory. 13 For this cauie 
alfo Bank we God without ceaf- 
ing, becaufe when ye received 

the 
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the word of God which ye heard 
of us, ye received ἐξ not as the 
word of men, but, as it is in 
truth, the word of God, which 
effetually worketh alfo in you 
that believe. 14 For ye, bre- 
thren, became followers of the 
churches of God, which in Ju- 
dea are in Chrift Jefus : for ye 


have fuffered like things of your- 


own countrymen, even as they 
of the Jews : τς Who bath 
killed the Lord Jefus, and the 
prophets, and have periecuted us ; 
and pleafe not God, and are con- 
trary to all men: 16 Forbid- 
ding us to {peak to the Gentiles, 
that they might he faved, to fill 
up their fins alway : forthe wrath 
ot God is come upon them to the 
uttermoft,’ 17 But we, brethren, 
being taken from you for a fhort 
time, 1n prefence, not in heart, 
endeavoured the more abundantly 
to fee your face with greawdefire. 
18 Wherefore we would have 
come unto you, even I Paul, ohce 
and again ; but Satan hindred us. 
19 For what és our hope, or joy, 
or crown of rejoicing ? are not 
even ye in the prefence of our 
Lord Jefus, at his coming ? 20 
For ye are our glory and joy. 
ΠῚ. Wherefore when we could 
no longer forbear, we thought it 
good τὸ be left at Athens alone : 
2 And fent Timothy-our brother, 
and our fellow-worker with God 
in the gofpel of Chrift, to efta- 
biifh you, and to comfort you 
concernirg your faith; 3 That 
no man fhould be moved by thefe 
afftictions : for your felves know 
that we are appoinced tiereunto,

§ tor this caufe, when 1 could 
ne vorger forbear, I {ent τὸ know

charity, and that ye have good 
remembrance of us always, de« 
firing greatly to fee us, as we al- 
fo you: 7 Therefore, brethren, 
we are comforted over you in all 
our affliftion and diftrefs by ycur 
faith: 8 For now we live, if ye 
ftand fat in the Lord.

8 
Fle therefore that defpileth, de- 
fpifeth nor man, but God ; who 
hath alto. given unto you his ho- 
ly Spirit. «g Batas touching bio- 
therly love, we have no noted to 
write unto you: for ye your felves 
are taught of God to love one 
another. τὸ And indeed ye do 
it cowards all che brethren, which

increafe more and more 3 11 
And that ye ftudy to be quiet, 
and to do your own bufinels, and 
to work with your hands, as we 
commanded you. 12 That ye 
may walk honeftly toward them 
that are without, and may have 
lack of nothing. 13 But we 
would not have you to be igno- 
rant, brethren, concerning them 
who are afleep,that ye forrow not, 
even as others who have ne hope.

trouble you ; 7 And to you who 
are troubled, reft with us ; when 
the Lord Jefus fhall be revealed 
from heaven, with his mighty

every one that nameth the name 
of the Lord depart from iniquity. 
20 But in a great boufe there are 
not only veilels of gold, and of 
filver, but alfo of wood, and of 
earth ; and fome to honour, and 
fome to difhonour, 21 If aman 
therefore purge himfelf from 
thele, he fhali be a veffel unto 


honour, 
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honour, fanttified, meet for the 
matters ufe, prepared unto every 
good work. 22 Flee alfo youth- 
ful lufts : but follow righteoufnefs, 
faith, charity, peace, with them 
that call on the Lord out of a 
pure heart. 23 But foolifh and 
unlearned queftions avoid, know- 


ing that they do gender firifes.’ 
24 And the fervant of the Lord 


muft not ftrive ; but be an infant 
unto all men, apt to teach, pa- 
tient, .25 In meeknefs infiruG- 
ing thofe that oppofe themfelves ; 
if God peradventure will give 
them repentance to the acknow- 
ledging of the truth ; 
that they may recover themfelves 
out of the ἔπαγε of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at 
his will. 

Ul. This know alfo, that in 
the Jaft days perilous times will 
come. 2 For men will be lovers 
of their own felves, covetous, 
boatters, proud, blafphemers, dif- 
obedient to parents, unthankful, 
unholy, 3 Without natural af- 
feftion, truce. breakers, falfe-ac- 
cufers, incontinent, fierce, defpi- 
fers of thofe that are good, 4 
Treacherous, heady, high- mind- 
ed, lovers of pleaiures more that 
lovers of God ; 5 Having a 
form of godlinefs, but denying 
the power thereof : from fuch 
turn away: 6 For of this fort 
are they who creep into houfes, 


and lead captive filly women Ja-- 


den with fins, led away with di- 
vers lufts, 7 Ever learning, and 
never able to come to the know- 
ledge of the truth. 8 Now as 
Jannes and Jambres withftood 
Moées, fo do thefe alfo refift the 
truth; men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the ‘faith. 
9 But they fhall proceed no far- 
ther τ for their folly fhall be ma- 
nifett unto all, as theirs alfo was. 
re Bat thou haft fully known

pofe, faith, long-fuffermg, cha-

.affli&tions which came unto me at

me. 12z,Yea, and ali that wiil 
live godly in Chrift Jefus, will 
fuffer perfecution. 13 But evil 
men and {educers will wax worfe 
and worle, deceiving, and being 
deceived.

might be fully known, and al!

VI. Therefore leaving the 


. principles of the doctrine of Chrift, 


let us go on unto perfection ; not 
laying again the foundation of 
repentance from dead works ; 
and of faizh towards God ; 2 Of 
the doétrine of baptifms ; and of 
laying on of hands; of refur- 
rection of the dead ; and of e- 
ternal judgment. 3 And this will 
we do, if God permit. 4 For 
it is impoffible for thofe who 


were once enlightned, and have 
. tated of the heavenly gift, and 


were made partakers of the Ho- 
5 And have tailed 
the good word of God, and the 


"powers of the world to come ; 6 
' And are fa'len away, to renew 
‘ them again unto repentance : fee- 


ing they crucify to themfelves 


‘ the Son of God, and put im to 


an open fhame, 7 For the earth 


‘which drinketh in the rain that 


cometh oft upon it, and bringeth 
forth herbs meet for them by 


/ whom it is dreffed, receiveth 
 blefling from God: 8 Bur that 
| which beareth thorns and briers, 


is rejected, and is sigh unto curf- 


“ing 3 whofe end is to be burned. 
high prieft after the order of Mel- |. 9 


But beloved, we are perfuaded 
better things of you, and things 
that accompany falvation, though 
we thus fpeak. τὸ For God ἦν 
not unrighteous, to forget your 
work of love, which ye have 
fhewed toward his name, in that 
ye have miniftred to the faints, 
and do minifter, 11 And we 
defire that every one of you do 
thew the fame diligence, to the 
full affurance of hope unto the 


‘end: 12 That ye be not floth- 
ee Se ἀ δᾶ ful, 
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ful, but followers. of them, who 
through faick and patience inhe- 
rit the promifes, 13 For when 
God made promife to Abraham, 
becaufe he could iwear by ho 
greater, he fware by himflelf, 
14 Saying, Surely, bleffing, I 
will blefs thee, and mui:iplying, 
I will multiply thee. 15 And 
fo, ater he had patiently endured, 
he obtained the promiie. 16 For 
men {wear by the greater: and 
an oath for confirmation 4; to them 
an end of all ftrife. 17 Wherc- 
in God willing more abundant! 
to thew unto the heirs of promife 
the immutability of his couniel,. 
confirmed i# by an oath: 18 
That with two immutable things, 
in which ἐξ was impoflible for 
God to lie, we might have a 
* ftrong confolation, who have fed 
for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope fet before us: 1g Which 
we have as an anchor of the 
foul, both fure and ftedfaft, and 


which entereth into thax within ἢ 


the vail, zo Whither the forerun- 
ner is for us entered, Jefus Chrift ; 
made an high prieft ior ever after 
the order of Melchifedec. 

VIL. For this Melchifedec was 
king of Salem, and prieit of the 
moit high God, who met Abra- 
ham returning from the flaughter 
of the Kings, and bleffed him, 
and Abraham was bleffed by him. 
2 To whom alfo Abraham gave 
a tenth part of all: firft being 
by interpretation, king of Righ. 
teoufnefs,, and after that alfo, 
king of Salem, which is, king 
of Peace ; 3 Without father, 
without mother, without genea- 
logy, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God, 
abideth a prieft continually. 4 
Now confider how great he was, 
unto whom even the patriarch 


Abraham gave the tenth of the 


{poils. 5 And -verily they that 
are of the fons of Levi, who re- 
ceive the office of the priefthood, 
have a commandment to take 
tithes of the people according to 
the law, that is, of their bre- 
thren, though they come out of 
‘the loins of Abraham: 6 But 
he whofe defcent is not counted 
from them, received tithes of A- 
braham, and bleffled him that 
had the promifes. 7 And with- 
out all contradiétion, the lefs is 
bleffed of the beter. 8 And 
here men that die receive tithes : 
but chere he of whom it is wit- 
neffed that he liveth. g And as 
I may fo fay, Levi alfo who re- 
ceiveth titbes, payed tithes in 
‘Abraham. τὸ For he was yet - 
in the loins of his father when 
Melchifedec met him. 11 If. 
therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priefthood, for under it 
the people received the law, what 
farther need that another prieft 
fhould rife after the order Mel- 
chifedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? 12 For 
the priefthood -being changed, 
therg is made of neceflity a change 
alfo of the law. 13 For he of 
whom thefe things are {poken, 
pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at 
the altar. 14 For é ds evident 
that our Lord {prang out of Juda ; 
of which tribe Mofes {fpake no- - 
thing concerning priefts. 15 And 
it is yet far more evident : for 
that after the fimiltude of Mel- 
chifedec there arifeth another 
priell, τό Who is made, not 
after the law of a carnal com- 
mandment, but alter the power 
of an endlefs life. 17 For he 
teftifieth, Thou art a prieft for 
ever after the order of Melchife- 
dec. 18 For there is verily a 
difanulling of the commandment 
that wag introduced : for the 
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weaknefs and unprofitablenefs 
thereof. 19 For the law made 
nothing perfect, but the intro- 
duction of a better hope didz by 
the which we draw nigh unto 
God, 20 And inafmuch as it 
«was not without an oath: For 
thofe priefts were made without 
an oath, 21 But chis with an 
oath, by him that faid unto 
him, The Lord fware and will 
not repent, Thou art a priett 
for ever after the order of Mel- 
chifedec. 22 By fo much was 
Jefus made a furety of a better 
covenant. 23 And they truly 
were many priefts, becaufe they 
were not fuffered to continue by 
seafon of death : 24 But he, 
becaufe he continueth ever, hath 
an unchangeable priefthood. 25 
Wherefore he is able alfo to fave 
them to the uttermoft, that come 
unto God by him, feeing he ever 
liveth to make interceflion for 
them. 26 For fuch an high 
prieft became us alfo, holy, harm- 
Jefs, undefiled, feparate from fin- 
ners, and made higher than the 
heavens + 27 Who needeth not 
daily, as the high prieft, to offer 
up facrifice, firft for his own fins, 
and then for the peoples : for this 
he did once for all, when he of- 
fered up himfelf. 28 For the 
law maketh men priefis which 
have infirmity ; but the word of 
the oath which was fince the 
law the Son, who is confeerated 
for evermore. 

VIII. Now of the things 
which we have fpoken, rhis is 
the fam : We have fuch an high 
ΡῈ» who is fet on the_ right 

and of the throne of the Maje- 
fty in the heavens; 2 A mini- 
fer of the fan&tuary, of the true 
tabernacle which the Lord pitch- 
ed, and not man. 3 For every 
high - prieft is ordained to offer 
gifts and facrifiees : wherefore it 


is of necefity that this man have 
fomewhat alfo to offer. 4 If there- 
fore he were on earth, he fhould 
not bea prieft, feeing that there 
are that offer gifts according to 
the Jaw : 5 Who ferve unto the 
example and fhadow of heavenly 
things, as Moles was admonifhed 
of God when he was about to 
make the tabernacte. For fee, 
faith he, thou make all things 
according to the pattern fhewed 
to thee in the mount. 6 But 
now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent miniftry for thee, by how 
much he is the mediator of a bet- 
ter covenant, which was efla- 
blifhed upon better promifes. 7 
For if thac fir had been faultlefs, 
then fhould no place have becn 
fought for a fecond. 8 For find- 
ing fault with them, he faith, 
Behold the days come, faith the 
Lord, when I will make 2 new 
covenant with the houfe of Ifrae), 
and the houfe of Judah: g Not 
according to the covenant that 1 
made with their fathers in the 
day when I took them by the 
hand to lead them out of the 
land of Egypt ; becavfe they 
continued not in my covenant, 
and I regarded them not, faith 
the Lord. τὸ For this ἐξ my 
‘covenant that I will make with 
the houfe of Ifrael after thofe 
days, faith the Lord ; 1 will put 
my laws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts : and 
1 will be to them a God, ard 
they fhall be to me 4 people. 11 
And they fhall not teach every 
man his felloav citizen, and eve- 
ry man δὲς brother, faying, Know 
the Lord: for 1} fhalt know me, 
from the leaft to the greatelt. 12 
For I will be merciful to cheir 
unrighteoufnefs, and their fins 
and their iniquities will I semem- 
ber no more. 13 In that he 
faith, A new covexzant, he hath 
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made the firft old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old, 
ἐς ready to vanifh away, 

IX. Then verily the firft had 
alfo ordinances of divine fervice, 
and a worldly fanQuary. 2 For 
there was a tabernacle made, the 
firft, wherein αὐδῇ the candle- 
ttick, and the table, and the 
fhew bread ; which is called the 
Holy of Holies. 3 And after 
the fecond veii, the tabernacle 
which is called the holielt of all: 
4 Which had the golden cenfer, 
and the ark of the covenant o- 
verlaid round about with gold, 
wherein «σας the golden pot that 
had manna, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of the 
covenant ; 5 And over it the 
cherubims of glory, fhadowing 
the mercy-feat : of which we 
cannot now fpeak particularly. 
6 Now when thefe things were 
thus ordained, the priefts go al- 
ways into the firft tabernacle, 
accomplifhing “ῥεῖν fervice. 7 
But into the fecond the high priett 
alone once every year, not with- 
out blood, which he offers for 
himfelf, and the errors of the 
people. 8 The Holy Ghoft this 
fignifying, that the way into the 
holieft of all, is not yet made 
manifeft, while as the firft taber- 
nacle is yet flanding : 9g Which 
is the firft for the time now 
prefent, in which are offered 
both gifts and facrifices, that 
cannot make him that does the 
fervice perfect, as pertaining to 
the confcience, 10 Reing only in 
meats, and drinks, and divers 
wafhings, and carnal ordinances 
impofed until the time of refor- 
mation. 11 But Chrift being 
come an high prieft of good things 
to come, through a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to fay, not of 
this building ; 12 Neither by 


the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own biood he entered in: 
once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption. ‘13 
For if the blood of goats, and of 
bulls, and the afhes of an heifer. 
fprinkling the unclean, fanctifi- 
eth to the purifying of the flefh; 
14 How much more fhall the 
blood of Chrift do, who through 
the Holy Spirit; offered himielf 
without fpot to God, who will 
purge our confcience from dead 
works to ferve the living God ; 
15 Aid for this caufe he is the 
Mediator of the new covenant, 
that by means of death, for the 
redemption of the tranfgreffions 
that were under the firft covenant, 
they who are called might re- 
ceive the promife of eternal inhe- 
ritance. τό For where a teita~ 
ment is, there muft alfo of ne- 
ceffity be the death of the teftator. 
17 For a teitament ὦ; of force af- 
ter men are dead : otherwife it is 
of no ftrength at all whilft the 
teflator liveth. 18 Whereupon 
the firft covenant was not dedica-. 
ted without blood. 19 For when 
Mofes had fpoken every precept 
to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water 
and fcarlet wooll, and hyflop, 
and {prinkled both the book and 
all the people, zo Saying, This 
és the blood of the covenant which 
God hath enjoined unto you. 21 
Moreover, he fprinkled likewife 
with blood both the tabernacle, 
and all the veffels of the miniftry, 
22 And almoft all things are by 
the law purged with blood ; and 
without fhedding of blood is no 
remiffion, 23 J¢ was therefore 
neceflary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens fhould be 
purified with thefe ; but the hea- 
venly things themfelves with bet- 
ter facrifces than thefe. 24 For 
o Chrift 
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Chrift is not entered into the ho- 
ly places made with hands, the 
figures of the true; but into hea- 
ven it felf, now to appear in the 
prefence of God for us: 25 Nor 
yet that he fhould offer himfeif. 
often, as the high priett entereth 
ipo the holy place, every year 
with blood of others: 26 For 
then muit he often have faffered 
fince the foundation of the world; 
but now once in the end of the 
world, hath he appeared to put 
away fins by the facrifice of him- 
felf. 27 And as it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment ; 28 So Chrift 
alfo was once offered to bear the 
fins of many; and unto them 
that look for him fhall he appear 
the fecond time, without fin, un- 
to falvation. as 
X. For the law having a tha- 
dew of good things to come, can 
never with thofe facrifices which 
they offer year by year continval- 
ly, purify the commers thereunto. 
2 For then would they not have 
ceafed to be offered? becaufe that 
the worthippers once purged, 
fhould have had no more con- 
feience of fins, 4 But in chofe 
ἃ remembrance ἐς made of fins 
every year. 4 For ἐξ i; not pof- 
fible that the blood of bulls and 
of goats, fhould take away fins, 
Wherefore when he cometh 
anto the world, he faith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thow wouldeft 
not, but a body hait thou pre- 
pared me: 6 In burnt-offering 
and offering for fin thou haft had 
no pleafure: 7 Then faid I, 
Lo, I come, For in the volume 
of the book it is writien of me, 
to do thy will, O God. 8 A- 
bove, when he {faid, Sacrifices, 
and offerings, and burnt: offerings, 
and oftriags for fin thou wouldeft 
not, neither hadi pleafure, which 
‘ are offered by the law; 9 Then 
faid be, Lo, I come to do thy 


will, He taketh away the firft, 
that he may eftablith the fecond. 
10 By the which will we have 
been fanétified, through the of- 
fering of the blood of fefus Chriit 
once. 11 And every prieft itand- 
eth daily miniftering and offering 
oftentimes the {ame {ac:ifices 
which can never take away fins : 
12 Bur He, after he had offered 
one facrifice for fins, for ever fat 
down on the right hand of God; 
13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his toot- 
ftool. 14 For by one offe.ing ie 
hath perfeéted for ever chem that 
are fanétificd: τς The Holy 


‘Ghoft allo is a witnefs to us : for 


after that he had faid, 16 ‘Vhis 
és the covenant chat [ will make 
with them after thofe days, faith 
the Lord ; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their 
mind will 1 write them: 17 
And their fins and iniquities will 
{ remember no more. 18 Now, 
where remiffion of thefe is, shere 
is no more offering for fin. 19 
Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
nefs to enter into the holieit by 
the blood of Jefus; 20 By a new 
living way which he hath confe~ 
crated for us, through the veil, 
that 15 to fay, through his fleth ; 
zi And an high prieft over the 
houte of God: 22 Let us draw 
near with a true heart, in full 
affurance of faith, having our 
hearts fprinkled from an evil 
confcience, and our bodies wafh- 
ed with pure water. 23 Let us 
hold faft the profeflion of our 
faith without wavering, for he 
is faithful that promijed : 24 


t And let us confider ane another 


ta provoke ynto love, and to 
good works: 25 Not forfaking 
the affembjing of our felves to- 
gether, as the manner of fome 
is ; but exhorting : and fo much 


‘the more, as ye fee the day ap- 


proaching. 
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proaching. 26 For if we fin 
wilfully after that we have re- 
ceived the knowledge of the 
truth, there is not another facri- 
fice left fill to be offered. 27 
But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment, and fiery indigna- 
tion, which fhall devour the ad. 
verfaries. 28 He that defpifed 
Mofes law, died without mercy 
and tears, under two or three 
witnefles : 29 Of how much 
forer punifhment, {uppofe ye, thall 


he bt thought worthy, who hath | 
troden under foor the Son of God, ° 


and hath counted the blood of 
the covenant wherewith he was 
fan@ified, an anholy thing, and 
hath done defpite unto the Spirit 
of grace ? 30 For we know 
him that hath faid, Vengeance 
belongeth unto me, I will recom- 
pence. And again, That the 
Lord fhall judge his people. 31 
it is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 32 
But call to remembrance the for- 
mer days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a 
great fight of afflictions : 33 
Partly whilft ye were reproached, 
both by abufes and afflictions ; 
and partly whilft ye became com- 
panions of them that were fo ufed’ 
34 For ye had compaflion of 
thofe in bonds, and took joyfully 
the {poiling of your goods, know- 
ing in your felves that ye have a 
better and an enduring fubftance, 
35 Caft not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great re- 
compence of reward. 36 For 
ye have need of patience ; that 
after ye have done the will of 
God, ye may receive the pro- 
mite. 37 For yet a while, and 


he that 1.1} come will come, and . 


will not ‘tarry. 38 Now the 
jut fhall live by my faith: bat 
if με draw back, my foul fhal! 
have no pleafare in him. 40 But 


we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but ef 
them that believe, to the faving 
of the foul. 
XI. Now faith is the affurance 
of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not feen, 2 For by it 
- the elders obtained a good report. 
3 Throngh faith we underitand 
that the ages were framed by the 
word of ‘God, fo that what is 
feen was not made of things 
which do appear. 4 By faith 
Abel offered unto God 2 more 
excellent facrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witnefs, that 
he was righteous, God teitifying 
of his gifts: and by it he bei 
‘dead, yet fpeaketh. 5 By fai 
Enoch was tranflated that he 
fhould noc fee death; and was 
not found, becaufe God had 
tranflated him: for before the 
tranflation he had this teftimony, 
that he. pleafed God. 6 But 
without faith st is impofhble to 
pleafe dim; for he that cometh 
to God, muft believe that he is, 
and is a rewarder of them that 
diligently feek him. 7 By faith 
Noah being warned of God of 
things not feen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to 
the faving of his honfe ; by the 
which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteouf- 
nefs' which is by faith. 8 By 
faith Abraham, when he was 
called to -go out into a place 
which he should after receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed ; and he 
went out, not knowing whither 
he went. g He fojourned in the 
land of promife, as ἐπ ἃ ftran 
country, dwelling in tabcrnacles 
with Ifaac and Jacob, the heirs 
with him of his promife. τὸ 
For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whofe builder 
and maker is God. 11 Through 
faith alfo the barren Sara her 
; felf 
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felf received ftrength to conceive 
a child, .when: fhe-was paft.age ; 
becaufe the. judged him :faicaful 
who had promifed. 12. There- 
fore fprang there,even of one, 
and him as good as dead, as the 


-ftars of the tky in multitude, and _ 


as the fand of ,the fea, innumecra- 
bie. 13, Thefe.all died.in faith, 
not having: received the promifes, 
but having feen them afar οἱ, 
and embraced them, and_.confel- 
fed that they were flrangers and 
fojourners and. pilgrims on the 
earth. 14 For they that. fay 
fach things, declare plainly that 
they feek a country, 15 And 
truly if they were: mindful of 
that from whence they came out, 
they might have had oppoftunity 
to have’ returned: -16 Bat now 
they defire a better, that 18, an 
heavenly: wherefore God is not 


afhamed to be called their God : 


for he hath prepared for them a 
‘cy. . 17 By faith Abraham 
‘when he was tried, offered up 
-I{aac : and he that had received 
the promifes, offered up his only 
begotten ¢ 
faid, In Ifaac fhall thy feed. be 
called : τὸ Accounting . that 
“God was able to raife 4: up, 
even from the dead; from whence 
-alfo he received him in a figure. 


20 By faith Ifaac bleffed Jacob - 


and-Efau alfo conceruing things 
‘to come, . 21 By faith Jacob, 
when he was a dying, bleffed 
‘both the fons of Jofeph ; and 
“worthipped upon the top of his 
Mtaff. .22 By faith Jofeph, when 
-he died, made mention of the 
:departing of the children of If- 
iyael s and .gave commandment 
concerning: his bones. 23 By 
‘faith Mofes, when he was born, 


18 Of whom. it was 


was hid three months by- his pa- 
rents, becaufe they faw be was a 
beautiful child ; and they were 
* not afraid of the king’s com- 
mandment. + 24 By faith sio- 
fes, when he was come to years, 
rejufed to be called the {on of 
Pharaoh’s daughter ;_ 25 Choof- 
ing rather to fuffer affliction with 
the people of God, than to en- 
joy the pleafures of fin for a 
feafon ; 26 Eiteeming the re- 
proach of Chriit greater riches 
than the treafures of Egypt: for 


he had refpect unto the recom- 


pence of the reward. 27 By faith 
he forfook Egypt, not fearing the 
wrath of the king: for he en- 
dured, as feeing him who is in- 
vifible. 28 Through faith he 
kept the paffover, and the fprink- 
ling of blood, left he that deftroy- 
ed the firft-born, fhould touch 
them. 29 By faith they paffed 
through the Red-fea, as by dry 
land : which the Egyptians af- 
faying to do, were drowned. 30 
By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were comvafled 
about feven days. 31 By, faith 
the harlot Rahab perifhed not 
with them that believed not, 
when fhe had received the fpies 
with peace. 32 And what fhall 
I fay ? for the time would fail 
me to tell of Gedeon, and of 
Barak, and of Samion, and of 
Jephthae, of David alfo and Sa- 
muel, and of the prophets: 33 
Who through faith fubdued king- 
doms, wrought righteou/nefs, ob- 
tained promifes, {topped the 
mouths of lions, 34 Quenched 
the violence of fire, εἰς; ped the 


- edge of the fword, out of weak- 


nefs were made ftrong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight 
“ ; the

+ By faith Mates, when he was become great, flew the Egyptian ; 
gonfidering the depreflion af his brethren, '

men received their dead raifed to 
life again ; and others were ‘tor-

refurreétion. 36 And others had 
trial of mockings, and fcourg- 
ings, yea moreover, of bonds, 
and imprifonment.

XII. Wherefore, feeing we 
alfo are compaffed about with fo 
reat a Cloud of witneffes, Jet us 
iy afide every weight, and the 
fin which doth fo eafily befet us, 
and let us run with patience the 
race which is fet before us, 2 
Looking unto Jefus the author 
and finifher of the faith ; who

I write unto you, young men, 
becaufe ye have overcome the 
wicked one, I have written un- 
ta you, little children, becaufe 
ye have known the Father. 14 
I have written unto you, fathers, 
becaufe ye have known him that 
is from the beginning. I have 
written unto you, young men, be- 
caufe ye are ftrong, and the word 
of God abideth in you, and ye 
have overcome the wicked one. 
15 Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the 
love of God is notin him. 16 
For all that is in the world, the 
ἐμ} of the Acth, and the luft of the 


eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is af the world, 
17 And the world paffeth away, 
and its Juit: but he chat doeth 
the willof God, abideth for ever: 
18 Little children, it is the laft 
hour; and as ye have heard an- 
tichriit fhall come, even now are 
there many antichrifis ; whereby 
we know that it is the lait hour, 
19 ‘Théy went out from us, but 
they were not of us : for if they 
had been of us, they would no 
doubt have continued with us ;

him that fits on the throne, who 
liveth for ever and ever, 10 The 
twenty-four elders will fall down 
before him that fits onthe throne, 
and will worfhip him thar liveth 
for ever and ever, and will caft 
their crowns before the throne, 
faying, 11 hoo art worthy, 
O our Lord and God, to receive 
lory, and honour, and power : 
τ thou haft created all things, 
and for thy pleafure they 
were. 
_ V. And I faw in the right 
hand of him that fat on the 
throne, a book written withis, 
and on the backfide, fealed wich 
feven feals, 2 And 1 fawa

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flrong angel proclaiming with a 
loud voice, Who ἐς worthy ‘to 
cpen the book, and to loofe the 
fea's thereof? 3 And no one 
in heaven, nor on earth; neither 
under the earth, was able to 
open the book, neither to look 
thereon. 4 And I wept much, 
becaufe no one was found worthy 
to open, and to read the book, 
neither to look thereon. ς And 
one of the elders faith unto me, 
Weep not: behold, the Lion of 
the tribe of Juda, the root of 
David, hath prevailed to open 
the book, and the feven feals 
thereof. 6 And I beheld, and 
lo, in the midit alfo of the throne, 
and of the four animals, and in 
the midft of the elders ftood a 
Lamb as it had been flain, having 
feven horns, and feven eyes, 
which are the Spirits of God 
fent forth into all the earth.

‘And I faw when the 
Lamb opened one of the feven 
feals; and I heard, as it were 
with the noife of thunder, one of 
the four animals, faying, Come. 
2 And I faw, and behold, a 
white horfe ; and he that fat on 
him had a bow, and a crown was 
given unto him, and the con- 
queror went iorth to conquer 
alfo. 3 And when he had open- 
ed the fecond feal, I heard the 
fecond animal fay, Come. 4 
And there went out another 
horfe red: and it was given ta 
him that fat on him, to take

5 And when he had 
opened the third feal, I heard 
the third animal fay, Come. 
And J beheld, and lo, a black 
horfe ; and he that fat on him 
had a pair of balances in his 
hand. 6 And [ heard as a voice 
in the midft of the four animals 
fay,.A chenix of wheat for a 
denarius, and three cheenixes of 
barley for a denarius ; and be 
thou not unjoft in the oy], and 
the wine. 7 And when he had 
‘opened the fourth feal, I heard 
the voice of the fourth animal 
fay, Come. 8 And I looked, 
and behold, a pale horfe ; and

Death, and Hades followed with 
him : and power was given unto

z And I faw another angel af- 
cending from the eaft, having the 
feal of the living God: and he 
cried with a loud voice to the 
four angels, to whom it was gi- 
ven to hurt the earth and the je2, 
3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, 
neither the fea, nor the trees, till 
we 7211 have fealed the fervants 
of our God in their foreheads, 
4 There were fealed, an hundred 
forty four thoufand, of all the 
tribes of Tfrael. ς Of the tribe 
of Juda «ere fealed twelve theu- 
fand. Of che tribe of Reuben 
twelve thoufand. Of the tribe 
of Gad twelve thoufand. 6 Of 
the tribe of Afer twelve chou- 
fand. Of the tribe of Neph- 
thalim twelve thoufand. Of the 
tribe of Manaffes twelve thou- 
fand, 7 Of the cribe of Simeon 
twelve thoufand. Of the tribe 
of Levi twelve thoufand. Of 
the tribe of Ifachar twelve cthou- 
fand. 8 Of the tribe of Zabu- 
lon twelve thoufand. Of the 
tribe of Jofeph twelve thoufand. 
Of the tribe of Benjamin twelve 
thoufand. g After this I beheld 
a great multitude, and no man 
could number them, of all na- 
tions, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, flanding before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, 
cloathed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands; τὸ And 
they cry with a loud voice, fay- 
ing, Salvation to our God who 
fitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb.

up before God, out of the angels 
hand, 5 And the ange} took the 
cenfer, and filled it with fire of 
the altar, and cait it inte the 


earth : and there were thundrings, 
and lightnings, and voices, and 
an earthquake, 6 And the fe- 
ven angels who had the feven 
trumpets, prepared themfelves to 
found. 7 And the firft founded, 
and there was hail and fire ming- 
led with blood, and they were 
caft upon the earth: and the 
third part of the earth was burnt 
up, and the third part of the 
trees, and all the green grafs was 
burnt ep: 8 And the fecond angel 
founded, and as it were a great 
moontain burning with fire was 
caft into the fea; and che third 
part of the fea became blood : 
g And the third part of the 
creatures which were in the fea, 
and had life, died; and the chird 
part of the-thips were deftroyed, 
10 And the third angel founded, 
and there fell a great ftar from 
heaven, burning as it werea lamp, 
and it fell upon the third part of 
the rivers. xs And the name 
of the far is called wormwood ς 
and the third part of the waters 
became wormwood; and man 
men died of the waters becaule 
they were made bitter. ‘12 And 
the fourth angel founded, and 
the third part of the fun was 
{mitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the 
ftars; fo as the third part of 
them was darkened, and the day 
fhone not for a fourth part of it, 
and the night likewife. 13 And 
I beheld, and heard an eagle 
flying through the midit of hea- 
ven, faying with a loud voice, 
Wo, wo, wo τὸ the inhabiters of 
the éarth, by reafon of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels which are yet to 
found. 

IX, And the fifth angel found- 
ed, and J faw a ftar fall from 
heaven unto the earth: and to 
him was given the key of the 
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pit of the abyts. 
opened the pir of the abyis, and 
there arofe a fmoke out of the 
pit, the fmoke of a great fur- 
nace; and the fun and the air 
were darkned, by reafon of the 
frsoke of the pit, 3 And there 
came out of the fiaoke locults 
upon the earth; and unto them 
was piven power, as the {corpi- 
ons of the earth have power. 4 
And it was commanded them 
that they fhauld not hurt the 
grafs of the earth, neither any 
green thing, neither any tree; 
but thofe men who have not 
the feal of God upon ¢beir fore- 
heads. § And it was given to 
them that they fhould not kill 
them, but they fhall be torment- 
ed five months: and their tor- 
ment wes as the torment of a 
{corpion, when he ftriketh a 
man. 6 And inthofe days thal] 
men feek death, and by oo means 
find it; and fhall defire to die, 
and death fhall fly from chem. 
9 And the fhapes of the locufts 
were like unto horfes prepared 
unto battle ; and on their heads 
as it were crowns like gold, and 
their faces as the faces of men. 
8 And they had hair as the hair 
of women, and their teeth were

13 Aad the tixth angel {onrded, 
and 1 heard a voice from the 
horns of the golden altar, which 
is before Goi. 14 Saying to 
the angel who had the trumpet, 
loofe tne four ange's which are 
bound in the great river Eu- 
phrates. 13 And the four an- 
gels were loofd, which were 
prepared fer an hour, and ἃ dav, 
and a month, anda vear, for to 
flay the third part of men. τό 
And the number of the armies 
of the horfemen were two bun- 
dred thoufand thoufand: I heard 
the number of them. 17 And 
thus I jaw the horfes in the vifi- 
on, and them that fat on them, 
having breaftplates of fire, and 
of jacinét, and brimffone: and 
the heads of the horfes as the 
heads of lions; and out of their 
mouths. iflued fire, and fmoke, 
and brimftone, 18 By theie 
three plagues was the third parc 
of men killed, by the fire, and 
by the fmoke, and by the brim- 
ftone, which iffued out of their 
mouths, 19 For the power of 
the horfes is in their mouth, and 
in their tails: for their tails were 
like unto ferpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt, 
zo And the reft of the men 
who were not killed by thefe 
piagues, yet repented not of the 
works of their hands, that they 
fhould not worfhip demons, and 
idols of gold,and filver, and brafs, 
and ftone, and wood: which 
neither can fee, nor bear, nor 
walk: 21 Neither repented 
they of their murders, nor of 
their forceries, nor of their wick- 
edneis, nox of their thefts, 

X. And | faw another mighty 
angel come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud, and a rain- 
bow upon his head, and his face 
as it were the fun, and his feet as 
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pillars of fire. 2 And having 
in his hand a little book: And 
he fet his right foot upon the fea, 
and left upon the earth, 3 And 
cried with a loud voice, as.a 
lion roreth: and when he had 
cried, feven thunders uttered their 
voices. 4 And when the feven 
thunders had uttered, I was about 
to write: and I heard a voice 
from heaven, faying, feal up 
thofe things which the feven 
thunders uttered, and write them 
not. 5 And the angel which I 
faw ftand upon the fea, and upon 
the earth, lifted up his hand to 
heaven, 6 And Fare by him 
that liveth for ever and ever, who 
created heaven and the things 
that are im them, that there 
fhould beno longer time.

2 But the 
court which is without che τοῖς 
ple caft out, and meafure it not 3 
for it is given unto the Gentiles : 
aad the holy city thall they mea- 
fure forty and two months.

And J will givé unto my two 
witneffes, and they fhall pro- 
phefy a thoufand two hundred 
three(core days clothed in fack- 
cloth. 4 ‘Thefe are the two 
olive-trees, and thé two candle- 
fticks ftanding before the Lord of 
the earth, ς And if any man 
will hurt them, fire proceedeth 
out of their mouch, and devoureth 
their enemies: and if any man 
will hurt chem, he mutt be killed: 
6 Thefe have the power to shut 
heaven, that it rain not in the 
days of their prophefy: and 
have “power over the waters to 
turn them fo blood, and to fmite 
the earth with every plague, as 
often as they will, 7 And 
when they fhali be near finifhin 
their teftimony, the fourth wil 
beait that afcendeth out of the 
αὐγῆς fhall make war againf 
them, and fhall overcome rhem, 
and kill them. 8 And their. 
dead body frail be in the ftreet of 
the great city, which {piricually 
is called Sodom and Egypt, where 
alfo their Lord was crucified, 9 
And they of the people, and 
kindreds and tongues, and na- 
tions, fee their dead body three 
days and an half, and do not 
fuffer their dead body to be pur 
ina grave. 10 And they that 
dwell upon the earth fhall re- 
joice over.chem, and make mer- 
ry, and fhall fend gifts one to 
another; becaufe thefe two pro- 
phets tormented them that dwell 
on the earth.

4 
And his tail drew the third part 
of the ftars of heaven,and did caft 
them to the earth: and the dra- 
gon ftood before the woman, who 
was ready to be delivered, forto 
devour her child affoon as it was 
born, ς And fhe brought forth 
a man-child, who was to rule 
all nations with a rod of iron: 
and her child was caught up υῇ- 
to God, and unto his throne. 6 
And the woman fled into the 
wildernefs, where fhe hath ἃ 
place there prepared of God, 
that they fhould feed her there a 
thoufand two hundred threefcore 
days. 7 And there was war in 
heaven; and Michael and his 
angels fought with the dragon ; 
and the dragon fought and his 
angels: 8 And he pravailed not, 
neither was their place found any 
more in heaven.. g And the 
great dragon was cait our, that 
old ferpent, called the devil and 
Satan, who deceiveth the whole 
world; he was caft out into the 
earth, and his angels were caf 
out with him. τὸ And 1 heard 
a loud voice in heaven faying, 
Now is come falvation, and 
firength, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the power of his 
Chrift: for the accufer of our 
brethren js caft out, who accufed 
them before our God day and 
night. st And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, 
and by the word of their teftimo- 
ny; and they loved not their 
lives unto the death. 12 There- 
fore rejcice, ye heavens, and

ye that dwell in them, Wo to 
the inhabiters of the earth, and 
of the fea: for the devil is come 
down unto you, having great 
wrath, becaufe he knoweth chat 
he hath but a fhort time.

that- dwell in heaven. 7. And 
power was given him over every 
tribe and people, and tongue, 
and nation. 8 And all thac 
dwell upon the earth fhall wor- 
fhip him, whofe name is ποῦ 
written in the book of life of the 
flain Lamb, from the foundation 
of the world.

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15 And he had power to give 
life unto the image of the wild 
beatt, that the image of the wild 
beaft fhould both fpeak, and 
canfe that as many as would not 
worfhip the image of the wild 
beaft, fhould be killed. 16 And 
he caufeth 41}, both fmall and 
great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, that he may give thema 
mark in their right hand, or in 
the forehead: 17 And that no 
man might buy or fell fave he 
that bad the mark, the name of 
the beaft, or the number of his 
name. 18 Here is wifdom. 
Let him that hath underftanding 
count the number of the beaft: 
for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is 666. 

XIV. And I looked, and lo, 
a Lamb ftanding on the mount 
Sion, and with him an hundred 
for:y four thoufand, having his 
name and 4is Father’s name 
written upon their foreheads.

of harpers harping with cheir 
harps: 3 And they fang as it 
were a new fong. before the 
throne, and before the four ani- 
mals, and the elders: and no 
-man could Jearn that fong, but 
the hundred forty four thoufand, 
who were redeemed from the 


earth, 4 Thefe are not defiled: 


with women; for they are vir. 
gins: thefe are they that follow 
the lamb whitherfoever he goeth : 
thefe were redeemed from among 
men, firft-fraits unto God, and 
tothe Lamb. § And in their 
mouth was found no lye. They 
are without fault. 6 And 1 faw 
another angel flying in the mid 
of heaven, having the everlait- 
ing.gofpel to preach unto chem 
thar dwell on the earth, and to 


every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people. 7 Saying 
with a loud voice, Fear God, 
and give glory to him, for the 
hour of his judgment is come? 
and worfhip him that made hea- 
ven, and earth, and the feaand 
the fountains of waters. 8 And 
there followed a fecond angel, 
faying, Babylon the great is 
fallen, is fallen; who made all 
nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication. 9 And 
another third angel followed 
him, faying with a loud voice, 
If any man worfhip the wild 
beaft and his image, and receive 
the mark in his forehead, or in 
hand, 10 The fame fhall drink 
of the wine ofthe wrath of Ged, 
which is without mixture, the 
indignation poured out of the 
cup, and they fhatl be tormented 
with fire and brimftone, in the 
prefence of the angels, and in 
the prefence of the Lamb: ΕΣ 
And the fmoke of their torment 
afcendeth up forever and ever: and 
they have no reft day nor night, 
who worfhipped the wild beatt, 
and his image,and whofoever re- 
ceivech the mark of his name. 
12 Here is the patience of the 
faints, that keep the command- 
ments of God, and the faith 
of Jefus, 13 And 1 heard a 
voice from heaven, faying, 
Write, Bleffed are the dead who 
die in the Lord, from hence- 
forth: Yes, faith che Spirit, chat 
they may reft from their 14. 
bours ; for their works follow 
them. 14 And I looked, and 
behold a white cloud, and upon 
the clond one fat, like unto the 
Son of man, having on his head 
2 golden crown, and in his hand 
a fharp fickle. τς And ano- 
ther angel came out, crying out 
of the temple, with a loud voice 
to him that fat on the cloud, 
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Thruft in thy fickle, and reap: 
for the hour is come to reap; ἂξ 
the harveft of the earth is ripe. 
16 And he that fat on the cloud, 
thraft in his fickle on the earth ; 
and the earth was reaped. 17 
And another angel came ont of 
the temple which is in heaven, 
he alfo baviig a fharp fickle. 18 
And another angel came out 
from the altar, who had power 
over fire: and cried with a loud 
cry tohim that had the fharp 
fickle, faying, Thruft in thy 

fickle, and gather the 
caters of the vine o his earth ; 
or her grapes are fully ripe. 
rg And le. angel thraf inks 
fickle into the earth, and ga- 
thered the vine of the earth, and 
caft ἡ into the great wine-prefs 
ofthe wrath of God. 20 And the 
wine- prefs was troden without the 
city, and blood came out of the 
wine-prefs, even unto the horie 
bridles, by the fpace of a thou- 
fand fix hundred furlongs. 

XV. And I faw another fign 
in heaven, great and marvellous, 
feven angels having che feven laft 
plagues, for in them is filled up 
the wrath of God. 2 And I faw 
as it were a fea of gla{s, mingled 
with fire; and them that had 
gotten the victory over the wild 

aft, and over his image, and 
over the number of his hame, 
ftand on the fea of glafs, having 
the harps of God. 3 And they 
fing the fong of Mofes the fer- 
vant of God, and the fong of 
the Lamb, faying, Great and 
marvellous are thy works, Lord 
God almighty ; juft-and true are 
thy ways, thou King of nations. 
4 Who fhall not fear the, Ὁ 
Lord, and glorify thy name? 
for thou only art holy: for all 
nations fhall come and worfhip 
before thee; for thy judgments 
are made manifeft, O Lord. 5 


And after that I looked, and the 
temple of the tabernacle of the 
teftimony in heaven was opened : 
6 And the feven angels came out 
of the temple, who had the feven 
plagues, clothed in pure fhining 
linen, and having their brealts 
girded with golden girdles. 7 
And one of the four 8 gave 
unto the feven angels, feven gol- 
den vials full of the wrath of 
God, who liveth for ever and 
ever. 3 And the Temple was 
filled with fmoke from the glory 
of God, and from his power; 
and no one was able to enter into 
the temple, till the feven plagues 
of the feven angels were ful- 
filled. 

XVI. And I heard a great 
voice out of the temple, faying 


to the feven angels, Go your 


ways, and pour oat the feven 


- vials of the wrath of (God upon 


the earth. 2 And the firtt went, 
and poured out his vial upon the 
earth; and there fell a noifom 
and wicked foré upon the men 
who had the mark of the’ beaft, 
and them who worfhipped his 
image. 3 And the fecond pour- 
ed out his vial upon the feas 
and it became as the blood of a 
man: and every living ὦ 

foul died that was in the fea: 4 
And the third poured out his vial 
upon the rivers and fountains of 
waters ; and they became blood. 
ς And I heard the angel of the 
waters fay, Thou art righteous, 
who art, and waft, the Holy 
one, becaufe thou halt judged 
thus: 6 For they have fhed the 
blood of faints and prophets, and 
thou haft given them blood to 
drink; they are worthy. 7 And 
IT heard another out of the altar 
fay, Even fo, Lord God al- 
mighty, true and righteous are 
thy judgments, 8 And the 
fourth poured out his vial ite 
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the fun; and power was given 
unco him to.fcorch men with 
fire. g And men were fcorched 
with great heat, and blafphemed 
before God, who had 
over thefe plagues: and they 
repented not, to give him glory. 
10 And the fifth poured out his 
vial upon che feat of the beat ; 
and his kingdom was full of 
darknefs, and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain, 11 And 
blaiphemed the God of heaven, 
becaufe of their pains and their 
fores, and repented not of their 
deeds. 12 And the fixth pour- 
ed out his vial upon the great 
river Euphrates, avd the water 
thereof was dried up, that the 
way of the kings of the eatt 
might be prepared. 13 And I 
faw three unclean {pirits as frogs 
come out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and oug of the mouth of 
the beaft, and out of the mouth of 
the falfe prophet. 14 For they 
are the fpirits of demons work- 
ing miracles, which go forth 
unto the kings of the whole 
world, to gather them to the 
battle of the great day of God 
almighty. 15 Behold, I come 
as a thief. Blefied is he that 
watcheth, and keepeth his gar- 
ments, left he walk naked, and 
they fee his fhame. 16 And he 
gathered them together unto a. 
river, called in the Hebrew 
tongue, Armageddon. 17 And 
the feventh poured out his vial 
into the air; and there came a 
voice out of the temple from the 
throne, faying, Itis done. 18 
And there were lightning, 
voices, and thunders, and there 
was 8 great earthquake, fuch as 
was not fince man was upon the 
earth, fo mighty an earthquake, 
fo great. 19 And the great 
city was divided into three parts, 
and the cities of the nations fell : 


power . 


and great Babylon came in re- 
mempbrance before God, to give 
unto her the cup of the wine of 
the fiercenefs of his wrath, 20 
And every ifland fled away, and 
the mountains were not found. 
21 And there fell upon the men 
a great hail out of heaven, about 
the weight of a talent: and the 
men blafphemed God becaufe of 
the plague of the hail; for the 
plague thereof was exceeding 
eat. 

XVII. And there came out 
one of the feven angels who had 
the feven vials, and talked with 
me, faying, Come hither, I will 
fhew unto thee the judgment of 
the great whore, that fitteth up- 
on many waters: 2 With 
whom the kings of the earth 
have committed fornication, and 
theinhabiters of the earth have 
been made drunk with the wine 
of her fornication. 3 So he 
carried me away in the fpirit 
into the wildernefs: and I faw a 
woman fit upon a fearlet coloured 
beaft, full of names of blafphe- 
my, having feven heads, and 
ten horns. 4 And the wo- 
man was arrayed in purple, and 
fearlet, and decked with gold, 
and precious ftone, and pearls, 
having a golden cup in her 
hand, full of abominations and 
filthint{s of her fornication. 5 
And upon her forehead wasa 
name written, Mrstrsay 
BaBYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOT8, AND ABOMINATI- 
ONS OF THE EARTH. 6 
And I faw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the faints, and 
“with the blood of the martyrs 
of Jefus: and when I faw her, I 
wondered with great admiration. 
7 And the angel faid unto me, 
Wherefore didit thou marvel? I 
will tell thee the myflery of the 
301 woman, 
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woman, and of the wild beaft 
that carrieth her, which hath 
the feven heads and ten horns, 
ὃ The wild beaft that thou faw- 
eft was, and is not; and {hall 
afcend out of the abyfs, and 
goes info perdition: and they 
that dwell om the earth hall 
wonder, whofe names were not 
written in the book of life from 
the foundation of the world, 
when they behold the beaft chat 
was, and is not, and fhall come. 

And here is the mind which 

th wifdom, The feven heads 
are feven mountains, on which 
the woman fitteth, τὸ And 
they are feven kings: five are 
fallen, one is, the other is not 
yet come; and when he cometh, 
he muft continue a fhiort {pace. 
11 And the wild beaft that was, 
and is not, even he is the eighth, 
and is of the feven, and goeth 
into perdition, 12 And the ten 
horns which thou fawelt, are ten 
kings, which have received no 
kingdom as yet; but receive 
power as kings one hour with 
the wild beat. 13 Thele have 
one mind, and give their power 
and ftrength unto the wild beaft. 
14 Thefe fhall make war with 
the Lamb, and the Lamb fhall 
overcome them: for he is Lord 
of lords, and King of kings; 
and they that are with him, are 
ealled, and chofen, and faithful. 
15 And he faith unto me, The 
waters which thou faweft, where 
the whore fitteth, are peoples, 
and multitudes, and nations, and 
tongues. 16 And the ten horns 
which thou faweft and the wild 
beaft, thefe fhal! hate the whore, 


and make her defolate, and. 


naked, and fhall eat her feth, 
and burn her with fire. 17 For 
God hath put into their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to give 
their kingdom unto the wild 


batt, until the words of God 
fhall be fulfilled. 18 And the 
woman which thou faweit, is 
that great city, which reigneth 
over the kings of the earth. 
XVIII. After thefe things I 
faw another angel come down 
from heaven, having great 
power ;,and the earth was light- 
ned with his glory. z And he 
cried with a itrong voice, faying, 
Babylon the great is fallen, 18 
fallen, and is become the habi- 
tation of demans, and the hold 
of every unclean and hateful {pi- 
‘rit 3 aod a cage of every uncican 
and hateful wild beat. 3 For 
all nations have drunk of the 
wrath of her fornication, and rhe 
. kings of the earth have commit- 
ted iomication with her, and the 
merchants of the earth are wax- 
ed rich through the abundance of 
her delicacies, 4 And I heard 
another voice from heaven, fay- 
ing, Come out of her, my peo- 
ple, that ye be nor partakers of 
her fins, and that ye receive not 
of her plagues: 5 For her fins 
have adh-red unto heaven, ard 
God hath remembered her ini- 
quities, 6 Reward her even as 
fhe hath rewarded, and double 
double, according to her works; 
in the cup which fhe hath filed, 
fill to her double, 7 How mucly 
fhe hath -glorified her felf, and 
lived delicioufly, fo much tors 
ment and forrow give her™. for 
fhe faith in her heart, that I fit 2 
ueen, and am no widow, and 
all fee no forrow. $ ‘There. 
fore fhall her plegues come ig 
one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine ; and fhe fhall be 
utterly burnt with fire : for ftrong 
is God who hath judged her. g 
And the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornicaticn,ard 
lived delicioufly with her, fhall 
bewail and lament for her, when 
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they fhall fee the {moke of her 
burning, 10 Standing afar off 
for the fear of her torment, fay- 
ing, Alas, alas, that great city Ba- 
bylon, that mighty city ! for one 
hour is thy judgment. 11 And 
the merchants of the earth fhall 
weep and mourn over her, for 
no man buyeth her merchandife 
any more: 12 The merchan- 
die of gold, and filver, and pre- 
cious ftones, and of pearls, and 
fine linen, and filk, and fcarlet, 
and all thyine wood, and every 
veffel of ivory, and every veffel 
- of moft precious ftone, and of 
brafs and iron, and marble, 13 
And cinnamon, and amomum, 
and odours, and ointments,. and 
frankincenfe, and wine, and oil, 
and fine flour, and wheat, ‘and 
beafts, and fheep, and horfes, and 
chariots, and flaves, aud fouls of 
men. 14 And the fruit of the 
defire of thy foul is departed from 
thee, mi all things which were 
dainty and goodly are perifhed 
fai thee: and they ei find 
them no more at all. 15 The 
merchants of thefe things which 
were made rich by her, fhall 
Stand afar off, for fear of her 
torment, weeping and mourning, 
16 Saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in purple, 
‘and {earlet, and fine linen, and 
decked with gold and precious 
ftones, and pearl: 17 For in 
one hour fo great riches ic come 
to nought. And every fthip- 
matler, and every one that fails 
unto the place, and mariners, and 
as many as trade by fea, 
flood afar off, 18 And cried, 
when they faw the place of her 
burning, faying, What ἐς like 
anto this great city? τὸ And 
they caft duft on their head, and 
cried, faying, Alas, alas, that 
great City, wherein were made 
rich all that had fhips in the fea, 


by reafon of her coftlinefs: for 
fm one hour is fhe made defolate. 
20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and the faints and the apoftles 
and prophets, for God hath 
avenged you on her. 21 And 
an angel took up a ftone like 
a great milftone, and caft it into 
the fea, faying, Thus with vio- 
lence fhall that great city Baby- 
‘bylon be thrown down, and fhall 
be found no more at all, 22 And 
the voice of harpers, and mufi- 
cians, and of pipers, and trum- 
peters, fhall be heard no more at 
all in thee; and no craft{man, 
fhall be found any more in thee ; 
and the found of a milftone hall 
bs heard no more at all in thee ; 
23 And the voice of the bride- 
groom and of the bride fhall be 
heard no more at all in thee > 
for thy merchants were the great 
men of the earth; for by thy 
forceries were all nations de- 
ceived: 24 And in her was 
found the blood of prophets, and 
of faints, and of all chac were 
flain upon the earth. 

XIX. After thefe things I 
heard as it were a great voice of 
much people in heaven, faying, 
Alleluia ; Salvation, The power 
and glory of our God: 2 For 
true and righteous are his judg- 
ments; for he hath judged the 
great whore who did corrupt the 
earth with her fornication, and 
hath avenged the blood of his 
fervants ac her hand, 3 And 
again they faid, Alleluia. And 
her fmoke τοῖς up for ever and 
ever, 4 And the twenty-four 
elders, and the four animals fell 
down and worfhipped God that 
fat on the throne, faying, Amen; 
Alleluia. 5 And a voice came 
out of the throne, faying, Praife 
our God, all ye his tervants, 
and ye that fear him, fmall and 
grea. 6 And, heard the voice 
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of a great multitude, and the j 


voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of mighty thundrings, 
faying Alleluia: for the Lord 
God omnipo:ent reigneth. 7 
Let usbe glad and rejoyce, and 
give honour to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is cdme, 
and his wife hath made her felf 
ready. 8 And to her was .grant- 
ed, that the fhould be arrayed in 
fine linen, fhining and clean: for 
the fine linen is the righteoufnefs 
of the faints. g And he faith 
unto me, Write, Blefled are 
they who are called unto the 
marriage-fupper of the Lamb. 
And he faith unto me, Thefe 
fayings are the truc /zyings of 
God. . 10 And I fell at his feet 
to worfhip him: And he faid un- 
to me, See thou do it not: I am 
thy fellow-fervant, and of thy 
brethren that have the teftimony. 
of Jefus: worfhip God: for the 
teltimony of Jefus is the fpirit 
of prophecy. it And I faw 
heaven opened, and behold ἃ 
white horfe; and he that fat up- 
on him faithful and true, and in 
righteoufnefs he doth judge and 
mike war. 12 His eyes as a 
flame of fire, and on his head: 
were many crowns; and he had 
a name written thatno one knew 
but he himfelf; 13 And he 
ewas clothed with a vellure αἶρε 
in blood: and his name hath 
been called, The Word of God. 
14 And the armies which were 
‘in heaven followed him upon 
white horfes, bet clothed in white 
linen, and clean. 15 And out 
of his mouth goeth a fharp 
{word, that with it he fhogld. 
{mite the nations: and he fhail 
rule them with a rod ct iron: 
and he treadeth the wine-prefs 
of the fiercensis of the wrach of 
almighty God. 16 And he 


hath on his thigh a name writ-' 4 a faw thrones, and they 


ten, Kine oF KINGS, AKD 
Lorp oF LORDS. 17 
And I faw an angel ftanding in 
the fun; and he cried with a 
loud voice, faying to all the 
fowls tha: fly inthe midftof hea- 
ven,. Come, gather your . felves 
together unto the great fupper of 
God; 18 That ye may eat 
the flefh of kings, and the flefit 
of captains, and the flefh of 
mighty men, and the fieth of 
hories, and of them chat fit on 
them, and the ficth of all men, 
both free and bond, both fmalt 
and great. τὸ And I faw the 
wild beaft, and the kings of the 
earth, atid his armiés gathered 
together to make war againit 
him that far on the horfe, and 
againft his army. zo And the 
wild beaft was taken, and thofe 
with him, the falfe prophet that 
wrought miracles before him, 
with which he deceived them 
that had received the mark of 
the wild beaft, and them that 
worfhipped his image. Thefe 
both were caft alive -intoa lake 
of fire burning with brimftone. 
21 And the remnant were flain 
with the fword of him that fae 
upon the horfe, which proceeded: 
out of his mouth: And all the 
fowls were filled with theie 
flefh. 

XX. And I fawanangel come 
down from heaven, -having the. 
key of the abyfs, and a great 
chain in his hand. 2 And he 
laid hold on the dragon, that old: 
ferpent, who is the devi! and 
Satan, and bound him a thou- 
fand years. 3 And cait him into 
the abyfs, and fhut 42: up, and 
fet a feal upon him, that he 
fhould deceive the nations no- 
more, till che thoufand years 
fhould be fulfilled: after that he 
mutt be looied a little feafon.

fat upon them, and judgment

6 Bleffed and holy is 
he that hath part in the Grit 
Tefurrection ; on fuch the fecond 
death hath no power, but they 
fhall be priefis of God, and of 
Chrif, and they reign with him 
ἃ thoufand years. 7 And when 
the thoufand years are expired, 
Satan fhall be loofed out of his 
prifon, 8 And thal! go out to 
deceive the nations, which are 
in the four quarters of the earth, 
Gog and: 
them together to battle: che 
number of them, as the jand of 
the fea. 9 And they went up 
on the breadth of the earth, and 
compafied the camp of the faints 
about, and the beloved city; 
and fire came down out of hea- 
ven, and devoured them. 10 
And the devil that deceived 
them, was caftinto the lake of 
fire and brimitone, where both 
the wild beaft and the falfe pro. 
phet were, and fhall be torment- 
ed day and night for ever and 
ever, τῷ. And [I faw a great 
white throne, and him thar fat 
on it, from whofe face the earth 
and the heaven fied away, and 
there was found’ no place for 
them, 12 And I faw the dead, 
the great and the f{mall, ftand 
before the throne; and the books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is shat of

life: and the dead were judged 
out of thofe things which were 
written in the books, according 
to their works. 13 And the 
fea gave up the dead, thofe thac 
were in it; and death and hades

14 And death and 
hades were caft into the lake of 
fire: This is the fecond death, 
the lake of fire. 15 And who- 
foever was not found written in 
the book of life, was caft into 
the lake of fire. : 
XXI. And I faw ἃ new hea- 
ven, and a new earth: for the 
frit heaven and the firft earth 
were pafled away ; and 1 faw 
the fea no longer. 2 And I faw 
the holy new Jerufalem, coming 
down ein heaven, from God: 
peters asa bside adorned for 
er hosband. 3 And I heard 
ἃ great voice out of the throne, 
faying, Behold, the tabernacle 
of God és with men, and he will 
dwell with them, and they fhall 
be his people, and God himfelf 
will be with them, avd δε their 
God, 4 And God hhall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes ; and there 
fhall be no more death, neither 
forrow, nor crying, neither fhall 
there he any more pain; ‘The 
former things are pafled away. 
gs And he that fat upon the 
throne, faid, Behold alfo, I make 
all things new, And he faid 
Write ; for thefe words are faith- 
ful and true, 6 And he faid 
unto me, They are done, Iam 
Alpha and Omega, the begin- 
aing and theend: Iwill give 
unto him that is athisf, of the 
water of life freely. 9 He that 
overcometh fhall inherit thefo 
things, and I will be his God, 
and he fhall be my fon, 8 Bue 
the fearful, and unbelieving, τῷ 
AS 
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fhe abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and for- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, fhall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimftone: which is the fecond 
death. g And there came one 
of the feven angels, who had the 
feven vials full of the feven lat 
lagues, and calked with me, 
aying, Come hither, I will 
fhew thee the bride, the Lamb's 
wife. 10 And he carried me 
away in the fpirit to a great and 
high mountain, and fhewed me 
that city, the holy Jerufalem, 
defcending out of heaven from 
God. τι Her light qwas like 
unto a flone moft precious, even 
like a jafper ftone, clear as 
cryftal; 12 Having a wall 
great and high, having twelve 
gates; and names written there- 
on, which are she names of the 
twelve tribes of the children of 
Ifrael. 13 On the eait, three 
gates; and on the north, three 
gates, and on the feuth, three 
gates; and on the weft, three 
gates. 14 And the wall of the 
city had twelve foundations, and 
upon them the twelve names of 
the twelve apoftles of the Lamb. 
15 And he that talked with me, 
had ἃ meafuring reed to meafure 
the city, and the gates thereof, 
and the wall chereof. 16 And 
the city lieth four-fquare, and 
the length is as the breadth: and 
he meafured the city with the 
reed, twelve thoufand furlongs: 
the length, and the breadth, and 
the height of it are equal. 17 
And he meafured the wall thereof, 
an hundred aad forty and four 
cubits, according to the meafure 
of a man, that is, of the angel. 
18 And the building of the wall 
of it eas of jafper ; and the city 
pure gold,’ and like unto clear 
gla. τὸ The foundations of 


the wall of the city were gar- 
nifhed with all manner of pre- 
cious ftones, The firft founda-. 
tion a jafper; the fecond, a fap- 
phire ; the third, a chalcedony 9 
the fourth, an emerald; 20 
The fifth, a fardonyx; the fixth 
a fardiue ; the ferenth, a chry{o- 
lite; the eighth, a beryl; the 
ninth, ‘a topaz; the tenth, 8 
chryfoprafus; the eleventh, a 
jacinét; the twelfth, ari amethyit, 
21 And the twelve gates twelve 
pearls; every feveral gate was of 
one pearl; and the ftreet of the 
city was pure gold, as it were 
tranfparent glafs, 22 And αὶ 
faw no temple therein: for the 
Lord God almighty, aed the 
Lamb, are the temple of it. 23 
And the city had no need of the 
fon, neither of the moon to fhine 
in it: for the glory of God did 
lighten it, andthe Lamb is the 
light thereof, 24 And the na- 
tions fhall walk dy the light of 
it: and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory unto it. 25 
And the gates of it fhali noc be 
fhet at all by day. for there 
fhall be no night there. 26 And 
they fhall bring the glory and 
honour of the nations into it, 
27 And there fhall in no wife

Apoftolical Conftitutions, L. V. VIL. Only minding the Reader be- 
forehand, That the Order of the Gofpels in this MS, is accarding to 
the original Order in the Apoftles firft Directions for reading them 
in publick: Conttitution ἢ, 57. Matthew. John. Luke. Mark. 
That Matthew wrote his Gofpel in Greek, about A. D. 53. That 
Mark was the Son of Peter, and abridged Matthew’s Gofpel, as far — 
as Chap. xvi. 8. (Where the original Copy ended ;) about A. Ὁ. 58. 
and shat the following 12 Verles are additional, and writtea moft 
probably by his Father Peter himfelf, fometime afterwards. That 
Luke wrote his Gofpel about A.D. 54, and fo before Mark wrote 
his, and had never feen fo much. as Matthew's, much lefs Mark's 
Gofpel, when he wrote his own... That John faw the other three 
Goipels before he wrote his, and wrote the former zoth Chapters about 
A, D. 63. and added the 21ft Chapter a little before he died, or about 
A.D. gg. ‘Téat the Jews interpolated the Copies of the Old Tefta- 
ment, foon after the Beginning of the fecond Century, when they 
changed the Charaéters from the old Hebrew, the Samaritan, to the 
prefent Chaldee, upon their fetting up their fparious Meffiah or Bar- 
chocab, in Oppofition τὸ their true One, Tehas of Nazareth. And 
That the Old Hereticks, the followers of Simon Magus, frequently 
interpolated the Copies of the Books of the New Teftament; which 
they put into the Hands of the Carholick Chriftians, in order to con- _ 
found them. And shat, by Confequence, Beza’s double Copy, which 
is far more ancient than any of the reft, and I think, written at the 
lateft within 30 Years of the Death of John the Apoftle, muft be 
much more uncorrupt and free from fuch Interpolations than the later. 
Copies can be fuppofed to be. All which Affertions that are not al-

26. Pfal. LXXXI. 8. XI. 6. XL. 2. with Conftit, V. 14. 19. Jo- 
nah I. 17. with Matt. XII, 10, 40. XVI. 4. Luke XI. 29, 30. 
Matt. XVI. 21. XX.17, 18, 19. Luk. IX. 2z. Mar. VII. 31. 
τ Cor XV. 3, 4. Ignat. Ad. ‘Prall. §. 10. 


The Obfervations which naturally arife from all. thefe 
Accounts together are thefe, 


I. That almoft all the difficulties flarted in later ages about aur 
Lord’s Refurrection, are owing-to the corruptions of our modern Co- 
pies : which ought therefore to be correGted before we pretend through- 
iy to clear this matter, which I fhali do under the following heads. 

(1.) Our Copies of Matthew XX VII. 64: fay, that the Jewith Chief 
Priefls and Pharifees only fuppofed the difciples-of Jefus might come éy 
night, and fteal away Chrift’s body : as if they were able to do it only 
at that time, Whereas the fmalleft guard of Seldiere, fupported by 
authority, would then be more than fufficient tg terrify aed beat off 
eleven fuch fearful and difpirited men, as the Apoftles then were, dy 
day as well as by night. Accordingly that word is wanting in Beza’s 
Copy, beth Greek and Latin; in the Alexandrian MS. and a great 
many more’; and freely given up by Dr. Mills, a3 an interpolation, 

(2.) In Matt. XXVUI. 9. our ordinary copies have this claufe, 
And as the women west to tell bis difeiples, behold Jefus met them, ἄς. 
This was indeed true of the whole number of thefe women, about 
two hours afterward, when they went from the fepulchre ; but not of 
the two Maries, with whom alone Matthew is now concemed ; and 
contradiéts the reft of this hiftery, not only in Matthew, but in Luke, 
and Mark, and the Conftitutions alfo. Accordingly this claufe is 
wanting in Beza’s.copy, both Greek and Latin, and in many others, 
and fo may well be rejecied as fpurious. 

(3.) In John XX. & All our other copies, even Beza’s Latin, have 
this clanfe, that The other difeiple (John himfelf) went into the fepu!- 
thre, and faw the grave-clothes and believed κα whereas the Greek fay,

he did net believe the refurrection. Thefe other copies do not only 
contradict all the other evidence, which fully affures us, that none of 
the Apofties did yer believe the refurrection, Matt. XXVILL. 17. 
John XX. z4, 25. Mark XVI. 11, 13, 14. but the verfe immediate- 
ly following it in-all copies : For as. yet they knew not the feripture, 
that be mufi rife from- the dead, 

(4) In Luke XXIII. 53. Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, and 
no others, has this remarkable clanfe, Aad when F ofeph of Arimathea 
had laid F efus in the fepulcbre, be put te the fepulchre a flone which twen- 
ty men could hardly roll. Such cylindrical ftones, which were at laft 
to be raifed over fepulchres, and of fuch vait largenefs, intirely agree 
with the Old Teftament, Gen. XXXV. 20. 2Sam. XVHI. 18. and 
Mr. Maundrell’s defcriptions and meafures of feveral of them, in the 
neighbourhood of Judea, pag, 21, 22, 23. I fuppofe this account has 
been omitted of late in our copies, from the ignorance of the tran- 
icribers ; who thought this largenefs plainly incredible. 

(s-) Luke XXIJE. 55. Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, men- 
tions only the swe forenamed Women, of thofe many that followed 
our Saviour from Galilee, and faw him upon the Crofs, (and this con- 
firmed by Mark XV. 47. and the Conftitutions V. 14.) whe faw the 
fepulchre in Jofeph of Arimathea’s garden: While the other copies 
omit the number tao. Now the. confufion of the journey of thofe 
iavo fo early, with the others journey fo much later, has been the 
chief otcafion of the perplexity in this whole hiftory. 

(6.) Luke XXIV. 12. We have this verfe inferted into all our mo- 
darn copies : But Peter arofe and ran to the fepylchre 3 and looping down 
be babeld the linen clothes laid by themfelves, and departed ; wondring ἐπ 
himfelf, at that which bad come to pafs. Which text, at this point of 
time, confounds the whole narration alfo. Peter being evidently un- 
acquainted with thefe matters, till he ran to the fepulchre with John 
afterward, John XX. 1-10. Nay Luke's own account, XXIV, 24. 
plainly contradiéts-this relation, which our modern copies make him 
to give us here, of Perer’s running adore at this time to the fepulchre, 
For there the two qifciples geing to Oxdammau: (a Village fo called τὶ 
the Septuagint, as the old name of Bethel, Gen. XXVIII. 19. but 
not to, Emmaus, 23 in our modern copies) fay they were not one in 
the fingular, bat certain perfons in the plural, who confirmed the tefti- 
mony of the two Women, concerning our Saviour’s body being re- 
moved or gone out of the fepulchre: as Joh. XX. 2. But this verfe 18 
wanting both in the Greek and Latin of Beza’s copy. 

{7.).Mark XVI. 1. We have in our ether Copies this verfe ; Aud 
avben the Sabbath was paft, Mary Magdalen, Mary the mother of Fames, 
(both rightly named in the verfe foregoing, xv. 47. as bebolding the 
place where the body of Fefus was laid.) And Salome bad bought frvect 
Spices, that they might come and.anoint it. This addition of Salome a!- 
fo confounds the hiflory of the two former.Maries, which was much 
earlier, with that of the’reft of the Women, which was much later : 
whereas Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, juftly omits the firft part 
of verfe τῇ, and rightly coaneéts the other narration with the ἰδῇ 
verfe_of the foregoing chapter, thus ; 41d Mary Magdaku, and Mary 
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(11) 
the mother of Famesbebeld the Place where he was laid; And they went 
and bought fuceet forces, that they might anoint bim. 

(3.) In Mark xvi. 2, Our afual Copies moft abfardly 2ffure.us that 
very carly in the morning, was the fame point of time with that when 
the Sun was rifen, But then Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, 
omits the word very early, perhaps as inconfiitent with the other. How- 
ever, I ttrongly faipect the omiflion here of a few words in all cur co- 
pics, between wery carly, and funrifing, not only becaufe of the incon- 
tittency of thofe two charaéters of time, but becaufe, fomewhar later 
in John, the more ambiguous expreffion wery early, is explained by 
this other while i# was yet dark: which we all know is utterly in- 
confiitent with funrifing. 

(9.) Luke xxiv. 40. Our common copies give thus this verfe, that 
When F efus had thus fooken, He foewed the two Women his bands and 
bis feet; as if thefe two Women now aétually took the fame fatis- 
fa&ion as to the refurrection that the Apofiles did afterwards ; which 
no way agrees with the prodigious concern they were now in, when, 
in Mark's words, xvi. 8. They went out, and fied from the fepulchre; 
for they feared, and were amazed; neither faid they any thing to any man, 
Sor they were afraid.» But Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, has 
no fuch verfe. 

(10.) Aéts x. 41. Our ufaal copies omit a moft material paffage, 
which is in Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, and confirm’d by lg- 
natius’s double citation of it. Ad. Trall. §. 9. and Ad. Smyrn, §. 3. as 
well as by feveral other ancient copies. 1: is in Peter*s fpeech to Cor- 
relius, that Fefus of Nazareth did eat and drink and comverfe with the 
Apeftles 40 days after δὲ rofe from the dead. Wor ought | to forget 
here that extraordinary confymation of thofe 40 Days, which the 
original inftitution of Lent, before Paffion Week, in memory of them, 
affords us. For thus fpeak the Apoitles themfelves, Conftitut. V. 1.2. 
The faft of or for forty days, is to be obferved by you; as containing a 
memsrial of our Lord's Coaverfation and Legiflature. 

If. 1 obferve, That the defcriptions of the firft fingle Angel that 
roiled away the flone, and affrighted away the keepers of the fepul- 
chre, and appeared to the two Maries, and of the two or four ieen 
afterwards, are fo very different, that Expofitors are to blame not. to 
take notice of them. ‘T'he former is thus deicribed, that 47 Aaged’ 
of the Lord defcended from heaven, and came and rolled back the flone, and 
fat upon it. His countenance was like lightning, and hit raiment white 
as fuow. And for fear of him the keepers did fhake, and became as 
dead men, Matt. xxviii. 2, 3, 4. And when a little afterward this 
Angel removed the fione, and fat on the right fide of the fepulchre, 
He was clothed in a omg white Garment, and the Women were affrighted. 
And they went out and fied from the fepulchre 5 thep feared and were 
amaxed; neither faid they any thing to any man, for they were affraid, 
Mar. xvi, 5—8. Of two of the latter it is only faid, Mary Magdakn 
jeeth txvo Angels, the one at the head, and the other at the feet, were 
the body of Fefus bad lain, And when they fpake to her, fhe ap- 
peared no way affrighted : which is almott the fame cafe with that of 
the two Angels, that appeared to the reit of the Women two hours 
afterward. 1. obferve, a HY, ‘rhe

IJ, That we have other evidence, that in fome of thefe appearances 
to the Women there were feveral Angels feen, and perhaps five in all. 
This we are folly informed of by Cleopas, and his companion. Luke 
xxiv. 23, that the Women had feen a wifion of Angels. As it is equal- 
ly plain, that two fuch Angels ftood by the xi, at our Saviour’s Af- 
cenfion. Act. i. 11. I Obferve, 

[Μ. That the vatt largenefs of the fepulchre ftone, that could hard- 
ly be rolled by 20 Men, demontftrates the abfurdity of that plea of the 
Jews, that the xi. aifciples came % night and fiole the body away, while 
the foldiers were afleep, Since this could not poffibly be done, even 
had they been all faft afleep, without making fuch a ποίίς as muft in- 
fallibly have awakened them, and difappointed the defign of carrying 
off the body unfeen and unheard ; as was to be pretended. I obferve 

V. That the principal obje€tion againft this hiftory of the refurreéti- 
on of Chrift on the third day, is what all our copies afford us, Matt. 
xii. 40. that, As Fomas was three days and three nights in the Whale’s 
belly, fo foall the Son of Man alfo be three days and three nights in the 
Heart of the earth, This reading is the fame both in Beza’s Greek 
and Latin, and in the modern copies of the Apoftolical Conititutions 
themfelves, v.14. and thence in Ignatius's Epiftle to the Trallians, 
ἃ, 9. Whereas Jefus of Nazareth was dead but one whole day, part of 
two other days,and two nights. Which cannot with any propriety be e- 
fteemed three days and three nights: asthe prediction, if genuine, affirms. 
Now here 1 mutt offer a folution quite different from our modern 
Commentators. Foras I agree with chem that the refurrection after a 
day,.and part of two more, may be called three days3 or within, or 
after three days ; or on the third day, which are the ufval Janguage in 
fuch cafes in the New Teftament, in Josephus, and other ancient Au- 
thors, fo I cannot pretend that two mighrs alone are ‘three sights. 
Now this being granted, I deny that ever our Lord did foretel fo great 
2 duration between his death and refurre&tion as shree days and thi ee 

nights : which yet is in almoft all copies, even in Jofephusalfo, for the 
duration of Jonas’s abode in the belly of the Whale: to which hiitory 
our Saviour more than once alludes upon this occafion. But here I de- 
fire the Reader to take notice, (1.) That none but Mathew has this 
comparifon, as exprefly affixed to the time of Jonas’s continuance in 
the Whale’s belly ; and that only in this text, xii. 40. He himfelf 
fays afterward. xvi. 4. Thatthe Jews fhould have no turther fign, but 
that of the prophet Jonas: i.e. He fhould defcend into Hades ; con- 
tinue there for fome time ; and after that afcend out of it ; without any 
particular indication of the duration of -his ftay in Hades, And in 
Luke, 4s Fonas was a fign unte the Ninivites, fo foall alfo the Son of 
Man be to this Generation, So Beza’s, and all our copies both Greek 
and Latin, have it; and no more. However, Take notice, (2.) That 
Beza's copy, both the Greek and Latin, give us in Luke xi. 30. this 
text, parallel to that in Matthew. nd as Fonas was in the bel’y of the 
Whale three days and three nights, fo foall the Son of Man be in the Earth, 
without any other addition. ‘Take notice, (3.) That when Ignatius, 
in the beginning of ‘the fecond Cemtury, cites chis text from the 
Conftitutions, as he frequently does many vih-::, “Cotelerius informs 
us 
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us that chis laft part of the verfe was wanting in two Editions, and 
three MSS. of the old verfion, and by him inferted from a fingle Edi- 
tion. I take notice (4) That when Irenzus, or his Old Tranflator, 
towards the end of the zd Century, cites this very verfe of Matthew’s, 
ver.-31. he entirely omits that part of the verfe alfo. ‘Take notice 
(5) that whenever elfewhere the interval between Chrift’s death and 
refurrection is {poken of, it is never fuppofed to extend above three days, 
either in the Jews Accufations, or the Chriftian Memorials ; which 
texts are very numerous. See Joh. ii. 6 τὸ: Matth. xvi. 21. xvii. 
23. XX. 19, xxvi. 61, xxvii. 40.63, Lak, ix. 22. xviii. 33. xkiv. 7. 
21.46. Mark ix. 31. x. 34. Ignat. Ad. Trall. §.9. and Jrenzus ubi 
fupra, So that even this reading js very probably owing to nothing 
but to a later interpolation alfo. Nay, in Ju(tin Martyr's Copy, Jonas 
himfelf was but three days in the Whale’s Belly. Dialogue with 
Trypho, pag. 334. I obferve 

VI. That the Order and Times of the feveral Events, belanging to 
our Saviour’s Refurreétion, feem to be thefe : 

(1.) Before four o°Clock in the morning, or at the very beginning 
of day-light, a cerrible Angel defcended from heaven; rojled away 
the great Rone from the fepulchre ; and fat upon ie, At the fight of 
whom the keepers were ae affrighted, and fled away in the ut- 
moft confufion, and Chrift rofe from the dead; leaving his grave- 
clothes in the fepulchre, Matth, xxviii. r—4. John xx. 5,6. Conttit. 
v.19. Ignat. Ad. Trall. §.9. ' 

(2.) Very foon after this, the two Maries came to fee the fepulchre. 
Thefe found the great ftone rolled away ; the keepers gone, and the 
terrible Angel now removed to the right fide of the fepulchre. Who 
informed them of the refurreétion of Chrift. They are bidden by this 

. Angel co tell the difciples, and Peter in particular, that Chrift was 
rifen, and would meet them in Galilee. Yet did they not now carry 
any meffage to any body τ fo greatly were. ΒΟ affrighted at what they 
had feen and heard, as we have already noted from Mar. xvi. 1—3. 

(3.) Very foon after this, Mary Magdalen, having a little recovered 
her furprize, returns by herfelf to the fepulchre, and fees now calmly 
that the great ftone was really rolled away, and the body of Chriit 
really removed, or gone ; and rous direétly to Peter and John, as be- 
ing together at the trial and condemnation, when all the other Apoftles 
were difperfed, John xviii. 15, 16. and informs them, that the body 
of Chrift was certainly removed or gone out of the fepulchre, Joh. xx. 


1, 2. 

(4.) Immediately upon this meflage, Peter and John run to the fe- 
pulchre, and both go into ie ; and fee the body gone, and the grave 
clothes remaining. Yet could they not yet periuade themfelves of the 
reality of the refurrection. John xx. 310. 

(5.) Very foon after this, Mary Magdalen, who could not keep pace 
with Peter and John running with all their might, returns to the fe- 
pulchre ; fees two mild Angels in the fepulchre, the one at the bead, 
the other at the feet, where the body of Fefus had lain, and is not much 
affrighted ; but enquires for the body, both of them and of an ur- 
known itander by : as fuppofing yet lo more than a removal of it to 
fome other place by that Perfon, whom fhe took for the Gardener : 
(having not yet been in the grave herfelf, nor feen the grave-clothes 
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remaining there, as Peter and John had.) ‘That unknown perfon 
proved τὸ be Chrift himfelf : who accordingly difcovered himielf to 
her the τίς of all others ; and bade her not now ἔδυ for any inftances 
of worfhip to him, but go and immediately inform his difciples of bis 
refurre€tion, and of his aicenfion directly to‘their common Father and 
God: which fhe does accordingly. John xx. 1118. 

(6.) About two hours after this, or after fun-rifing, came the reft 
of the women who had feen the crucifixion ; and finding how the 
faéts were, and that Chrift was certainly rifen ; which Mary Magda- 
len, (who now feems to have joined their company) could inform them 
of alio ; they are allowed to sake bola of his feet, ang worflip bim. 
They are alfo bidden by two Angels, τὸ go and inform the difciples 
of what they had feen and known. Matth. xxviii. 7. efpecially of his 
meeting them in Galilee, ver, 10. which meflage the firft Angel had 
before chared the two Maries witha]. 

(7.) About this time, Chrift appeared to his brother James, the 
circumftances of which, are not preferved in our Gofpels. But they 
are preferved in a Gofpel older than any of them,.1 mean the Gofpel 
. according to the Hebrews, in the words following, produced out of it 

by Jerom : When the Lord had given the linen cloth [wherein he had 
been buried] to the Prief fervant, He went to Fames, and appeared 
20 bim. For Fames had fworn, that he would not tat bread from ibat 
hour be bad drunk the cup of the Lord, (or, the Lord bad drunk the cup} 
until ke faw him rifen from the dead. The Lord faid, Bring hither a 
table, and bread. He took bread, and bleffed, and brake, and gave to 
James the Tufts and faid to him, My Brother, eat thy bread, for the 
Son of Man is rifen from the dead 

(8.) Some time that day, Chrift was feen of Cephas, or Peter, as the 
Apoities tell the two difciples, after they were returned from Oulam- 
soaus ; Luke xxiv. 34. and Paul confirms, 1 Cor. xv. 5. But the 
particular time of the day, as well as the other circumitances of this 
Appearance to Peter are not preferved to us in our New Teftament. 
However, of this Appearance I underftand Ignatius Ad. Smyrn. §. 3. 
where he affures us, that When Fefus came to Peter, and to thofe that 
were with bim, he faid unto them, Take, handle me, and fee, that I 
am not an incorporeal Damon. 

(9.) Towards evening, Chrift appeared in a molt furprizing and 
anexpcéted manner, to Cleopas and another difciple, in the Way to 
Oulammaus, Luke xxiv. . Which thing icfelf is plainly intimated by 
Mark xvi. 12. and whofe time and circumflances arc diflinlly related 
by Luke xxiv. 13-35. : 

(s0.) Late in the evening of the fame day Chrift appeared, and that 
in a like furprizing and unexpected manner, to ten of the Apoftles 
then met together, Thomas not being with them: He then spbraided 
thera with their unbelief, and offered them the moit fenfible {atisfaftion 
as to the reality of his refurreftion, and prefence in the fame body in 
which he had been crucified : while yet for joy and wonder they hard- 
ly believe it. Of this Appearance we bave three diftinét accounts. 
John xx. 1g—23. Luke xxiv. 36—53. Mark xvi. 14—zo. without 
any fign of a contradiftion.. ‘ 

(1#.) On che next Lord’s day he appeared to ali the XI. John xx. 
26, 29. Conflit. v.19, Ignat. Ad. Smyrn, §.3. who were then met 

together, 
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together, Thomas being now with them ; and conquered his prodi- 
gious degree of incredulity in a way perfedtly undeniable. 

(12.) Next to thefe probably mutt that have been which John fiiles 
His séird appearance to any number of his difciples, Chap. xxi. 14. 
Of which we have a full account in that Chapter; and this account 
attefted by the Prefbyters of Ephefus, as written by the Apoftle him- 
felf, a litcle before his death, about ἃ. ἢ. 99.  * ; 

(13.) Some rime after thefe appearances, Chrift went to a mountain 
tn Galilee, where he had appointed to meet a great number of his dif- 
ciples, and where above 500 were prefent. Match. xxviii. 16. 17. 
1 Cor. xv. 6. Here the incredulity of fome of them appears not to 
have been entirely conquered. For when the reft evor/bipped bim, we 
are informed that ftill fome doubted. ‘And this is the very laft inftance 
that I have ever met with, of any fuch doabt about Chrift’s refurrec- 
tion among Chriftians, | had almoft faid among either Jews or Hea- 
thens themfelves, in ail primitive antiquity. 

(14.) About this time might be his fecond appearance to his brother" 
James, when the Apoftles, in agreement with all antiquity, inform us, 
that Himfelf, as well as the Apoftles, ordained him Bifhop of Jerufa- 
lem. Conftitur, VIIT. 35. ᾿ 

(1ς.} Next to this may that appearance be which Paul mentions, 
1 Cor. xv. 7, after that to James ; when he adds, shee to all the Apo- 
files, which I fuppofe belongs to the end of the 40 days, fince his re- 
furrestion, when in the prefence of chem all he publickly afcended up 
into heaven, A&ts I, 1—11. 

(16.) The éaf? appearance, or rather appearances of all, for how 
many there were we do not know, were made to Paul himfelf, 1 Cor. 
xv. 8, as to one born out at due time: who had been before a biner 
Perfecutor of Chriti’s Religion.: ; 

N.B. There were folemn memorials of our Saviour’s Refurreétion, 
appointed by the Apoftles, Conttit. V. 19. viz. The Lord’s day every 
week, efpecially that Lord’s day on which he rofe, or Eafter day : to- 
gether with the next Lord’s day, when he convinced Thomas : as alfo 
the Afcenfion after 40 days, and Pentecoft after ten more days: when, 
according to Chrift’s promife, after his refurre&tion, the miraculous 

ifts of the Holy Ghott were poured on the Apofiles. All which days 
a accordingly been annually obferved from the age of the Apoftles 
till this very age. 

N.B. As to the numerous miflakes in our modern copies, both of 
the Old and New ‘T'eitament, we have a very large catalogue of them 
from that eminent, fagacious, and very good Man, Dr. Wall, in his 
Critical Notes upon the Old and New Teftament : though even he could 
never be made {fenfible of what I have plainly proved elfewhere, that 
many of thofe miflakes were voluntary, and made either by the wicked 
Jews, when they fet up their fpurious Meffiah Barchocab, (See E/fay 
on the Old Teflament, pafiim} Or by the old wicked Hereticks, the 
followers of Simon Magus, who made it their bufinefs to forge {pu- 
rious books, or interpolate the genuine true ones : as will foon be pro- 
ved in my large Work now in the Prefs. 

N.B. Since not the Prophecies only, but the Miracles of the Bible 
have of late been denied, or expofe to contempt by fuch as are very 
little acquainted with the times whereto they belong, and very incom- 
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petent jadges of fuch traly ancient records as contain them ; I fhall 
take leave co inftance in two Writers, with whom I have myfelf been 
concerned, and to obferve how little foundation they had for their fe- 
veral attempts againit Chriftianity. As to the Prophecies of the Old 
Teitament, fo often appealed to by Chrift and his’ Apoftles, for its 
fupport, Mr. Anthony Collins 20 Years ago pretended that thefe Pro- 
phecies had been already fulfilled under the Old Teftament in their 
proper and literal fenfe ; and that Chrift and his Apoftles only depend- 
ed on fuch weak allegorical or fecondary Senfes, as the laft 1200 Years 
had made ue of. While, upon the moft accurate Enquiry, it foon 
appeared, that {uch an allegorical or double fenfe had never been put 
upon any Prophecy, by any body, till the fourth century of the Go- 
fpel. And as to the miracles, which all antiquity took to be alfo un- 
deniable, they have fome time ago been allegoriz’d allo by a weak 
Writer, and the very firft of them has been lately ridicul’d, as if it 
were utterly unbecoming one that pretended to be the Jews Mefiiah, 
to be concerned in it : I mean the turing water juto wine at a wed- 
ding feaft in Cana of Galilee, John 11. 1-11, Now I confefs that 
upon perufal of that account, it feems plain to me, from the Hiflory 
as it ftands in all our copies, that Our Saviour did not himfelf think 
this a proper eccafion for exerting his power of miracles : that when 
his Mother firft propoled it, He was very angry with her, and fevere- 
ly chid her for it: Woman, what have I to do with thee ; mine hour 
is not yet come, Ver,3, 4. and that when fhe ftill infifted on it, ver. 5. 
he rather fubmitted to his mother, as 2 dutiful fon, than originally 
aéted according to his own Inclination, as the true Mefliah. 1 fup- 
pofe both his Mother and his firft difciples prefumed he had the power 
of working miracles ; but that he delay’d to ufe chat power too long, 
ver. 11. whofe defire he here comply’d with. 

ΝΒ. As to the fulfilling of Scripture Prophecies, in the literal 
Senfe, I have fo throughly demonftrated it in my former and prefent 
Writings, by a vaft number of Examples, as renders, I think, that 
Argument for the Proof of the divine Authority of the facred Books 
perfe€tly undeniable, See Lissral Accomplifoment of Prophefies, per tot. 
For which J verture in particular to appeal to the new Edition of my 
Effay of the Revelation, and efpecially to the xv. eminent events fpeci- 
fied at the end of it, which had been every one foretold from thofe 
Prophecies, arid hath every one already come to pafs accordingly. 

In trath it appears to me, that moft of our divines at prefent fo 

enerally {pend their time and ftudies either in {uch Heathen, or in 
uch later ChyHtian Authors, and later Copies of the facred Books, 
as contribute but little to the difcovery of the original State of Chri- 
ftianity ; and is a main occafion of their being puzzled at every turn, 
even by Scepticks more ignorant than themfelves. While a through 
acquaintance with the Copies and Books of the two firft Centuries, 
would eafily prevent 2lmoit all fuch perplexities whatfoever. 

And thus by my Obfervation it has ever been, and will ever be 
with the moft formidable Objefions again the primitive Chriftian 
Religion, that they ftill occafion fuch deeper Enquiries as at length 
will flence, I with I could add alfo, and convert thofe Scepticks which 
propofe them, ‘to the fame primitive chriftianity. men, Amen.
